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The great Leader of the 40 million Korean people Comrade 
Kim II Sung, peerless patriot, national hero, ever- victorious 
iron-willed brilliant commander and one of the outstanding 
leaders of the international communist and working-class move- 
ments, has devoted his all to the struggle for the freedom and 
happiness of the people and the victory of the revolution to 
this day for more than 40 >ears ever since he set out on the 
revolutionary struggle In his early years. 

Bearing the destinies of the fatherland and the nation 
on his shoulders. Comrade Kim II Sung has led the Korean 
revolution to victory and scored great shining achievements 
never known in any period of our country’s history. 

The history of the revolutionary activities of Comrade 
Kim II Sung is a history of sanguinary struggle for the in- 
dependence of the country and the liberation of the working 
class and other sections of the people, a glorious history woven 
throughout with his fervent love for the fatherland and the 
people and with his boundless fidelity to the revolution. 

It is also a history of victories of the Korean people’s na- 
tional-liberation struggle and the communist movement of 
Korea, a history of creative development of Marxism-Leninism 
in Korea. 

Comrade Kim II Sung thoroughly established Juclie in the 
Korean revolution and thereby opened up a new path for the 
communist movement and national-liberation struggle in Ko- 
rea, delivered our country and nation out of the hfe-and-death 
crisis, and has led and is leading the Korean people correctly 
along the road of epoch-making change and prosperity 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung applied Marxism-Leninism to the 
realities of Korea for the first time in the history of our coun- 
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try’s communist movement and brought about its new develop- 
ment and, laying down a correct and original line oi revolu- 
tion and ways lor its accomplishment, has tirelessly led the 
Korean revolution to victory. 

The Korean people have registered brilliant achievements 
and great successes in the revolution and construction. All the 
victories and successes achieved by the Korean people are, 
without exception, associated with the wise leadership oi 
Comrade Kim 11 Sung. 

Comrade Kim II Sung has waged a tireless and unyielding 
struggle against the most outrageous Japanese imperialists and 
U.S. imperialists over a iong period and given active support 
and assistance to the peoples of other countries in their revo- 
lutionary struggle, holding high the banner of proletarian inter- 
nationalism. 

By his profound and original theoretical and practical acti- 
vities Comrade Kim 1! Sung has made a great contribution to 
the international communist and working-class movements 
and the national-liberation struggle of the peoples in the col- 
onial and dependent countries. 

It is a boundless honour and bliss for the Korean Com- 
munists and people that they learn from the great Leader 
Comrade Kim II Sung who is possessed of scientific revolu- 
tionary theory, a wealth of experiences, distinguished ability 
of leadership and high virtues and has led our people along 
the path of glorious victory through the long drawn-out tempest 
of revolution and that they live and fight as his faithful sol- 
diers, upholding his leadership. 
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Comrade Kim II Sung, the respected and beloved Leader 
of the Korean people, was born into the family of a poor pea- 
sant in Mangyongdae of Pyongyang (Nam-ri, Kopyong sub- 
county, Taedong county. South Pyongan Province at the time) 
on April 15, 1912. 

The family of Comrade Kim II Sung is a patriotic and re- 
volutionary family that have fought from generation to genera- 
tion for the independence of the country and the freedom 
and liberation of the people against foreign aggressors. 

His great-grandfather Mr. Kim Ung U was a patriot who 
led the battle for sinking the pirate ship "General Sherman” 
dispatched by the U S. aggressors as a feeler for their aggres- 
sion of our country in 1866 

His grandfather Mr. Kim Bo I Ivon and his grandmother 
Mrs. Li Bo Ik, too, were patriots who, backing the revolu- 
tionary struggle of their sons and grandsons, remained pro- 
foundly true to their national principles without yielding to the 
harsh repression and persecution by the Japanese imperialists 
and fought tenaciously against the aggressors 

His father Mr. Kim H>ong Jik was a pioneer and out- 
standing leader of the national-liberation movement in our 
country. He had a strong patriotic anti-Japanese spirit and ex- 
traordinary talents and noble qualities 

Having embarked on the road of revolution with “Lofty 
Aims”, he led the anti-Japanese struggle already in Ins sec- 
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ondary-school days and formed the Korean National Associa- 
tion in March 1917. 

The Korean National Association raised the fighting task 
of firmly rallying broad patriotic anti-Japanese forces and 
achieving Korea’s independence through the efforts of the 
Koreans themselves whenever there would be created a favorable 
revolutionary situation. It was a revolutionary organization 
most steadfast in the anti-imperialist stand and an under- 
ground anti-Japanese revolutionary organization biggest in the 
size and the sphere of activity, too, in the period prior to the 
dissemination of Marxism-Leninism in our country. 

The Korean National Association under the guidance of 
Mr. Kim Hyong Jik spread its organizations extensively in 
different parts of the homeland and even abroad, and actively 
organized and mobilized the masses of the people to the 
anti-Japanese struggle, properly combining legal with illegal 
activities. 

He, together with over 100 persons connected with the 
Korean National Association, was arrested by the Japanese 
imperialist police in the autumn of 1917. 

With no amount of brutal torture and appeasement measure 
could the Japanese imperialist police break his lofty revolu- 
tionary constancy and fervent revolutionary spirit for the res- 
toration of the fatherland. 

Upon his release from prison, he moved his theatre of 
struggle to the northern borderland of our country and north- 
east China, and energetically unfolded revolutionary activi- 
ties as the leading spirit of the anti-Japanese movements at 
home and abroad. 

Air. Kim Hyong Jik resolutely repudiated the futile attempt 
of the bourgeois nationalists to achieve “independence” by 
means of petitioning ’ the Japanese imperialist rogues or 
with the Help of the imperialist powers and, firmly adhering 
to the position that the restoration of the country should on 
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all accounts be realized independently through the enlistment 
of flic broad patriotic forces of the Korean people, conducted 
energetic activities for the union of anti-Japanese revolutionary 
forces and the unity and cohesion of their ranks. 

Sensitive to progressive ideas, he always went deep among 
the working people to induce the revolutionary awakening of 
the masses for the new advancement of the anti-Japanese na- 
tional-liberation movement in our country, and fought resolute- 
ly in defence of the interests of the people. 

He set up schools in many places and made every effort 
to educate and train the rising generation in patriotism and 
new knowledge. Meanwhile, he devoted all his energies to 
bringing up his sons into ardent patriots, into fine revolution- 
aries. 

He always told his sons about the beautiful mountains and 
rivers of the country and the struggle of its patriotic people, 
about the October Socialist Revolution in Russia and the latest 
world events. 

Mr. Kim Hyong Jik was thus not only an indomitable anti- 
Japanese revolutionary fighter who devoted his whole life to 
the struggle for the independence of the country and the 
freedom and liberation of the people and a patriotic, revolu- 
tionary educator, but also an outstanding leader of the anti- 
Japanese national-liberation movement in our country. 

Mrs. Kang Ban Sok, mother of Comrade Kim II Sung, was 
also endowed with remarkable talents, a kind heart and strong 
character, and she was an anti-Japanese revolutionary fighter 
who fought unyieldingly against the foes 

In defiance of the abject poverty and the persecution by 
the Japanese imperialist police, she actively helped Mr 
Kim Hvong Jik in his revolutionary activities, reared her sons 
steadfastly into ardent revolutionaries and Communists, and 
devoted her all to the education of the rising generation in 
pursuance of her late husband's will 
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While operating as a member of the secret revolutionary 
circle organized by Comrade Kim I! Sung with Communists in 
the Fusung area, she formed an anti-Japanese women’s organi- 
zation and, extending its organization to many areas, energet- 
ically organized and unfolded a struggle for the independence 
of the country and the social emancipation of women. 

Though she was suffering from poverty and infirmity, she 
undertook to carry out difficult missions of underground work 
without regard to her own person, solely for the sake of revo- 
lution. Particularly, she devoted herself body and soul to help- 
ing Comrade Kim II Sung in the work for founding the anti- 
Japanese guerilla army. 

Thus, Mrs. Kang Ban Sok was an ardent Communist and 
prominent female political figure who devoted her all to vic- 
tory of the Korean revolution as the wife of a revolutionary, 
as the mother who gave birth to and brought up Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the great Leader of the Korean people. 

Mr. Kim Hyong Gwon, uncle of Comrade Kim II Sung, too, 
was an ardent revolutionary fighter and a staunch Communist 
who joined in the revolutionary struggle in his early years 
for the restoration of the fatherland. 

He joined the Korean Revolutionary Army which had been 
organized by Comrade Kim II Sung in preparation for the 
anti-Japanese armed struggle, and dauntlessly conducted arm- 
ed operations in ihe northern areas of Korea in command of 
one of its details in the summer of 1930, and dealt mortal blows 
to the Japanese imperialists. 

He was arrested by the Japanese imperialist police and 
imprisoned under a 15-year sentence. He died in prison, where 
he fought with an indomitable will to the end of his life for 
the victory of the Korean revolution without yielding to the 
brutal torture and any conciliatory measure of the enemv. 

The two younger brothers of Comrade Kim II Sung were 
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also Communists who took part in the anti-Japanese struggle 
in their early years and fought stoutly. 

His younger brother Comrade Kim Choi Ju was an inde- 
fatigable revolutionary fighter who organized and conducted 
political work energetically among the masses as the leader 
of a local Young Communist League organization, sent to the 
Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army many fine youths trained in the 
YCL organization, and died a heroic death in 1935 fighting 
in arms against Japanese imperialism. 

His cousin Comrade Kim Won Ju, too, was a determined 
anti-Japanese revolutionary fighter who, in response to the anti- 
Japanese armed struggle organized and waged under the lead- 
ership of Comrade Kim fl Sung, formed underground revolu- 
tionary organizations with factory workers, youth and students, 
and fought energetically against Japanese imperialism. 

Mr. Kang Don Uk, grandfather of Comrade Kim II Sung 
on the mother’s side, and Mr. Kang Jin Sok, his uncle on the 
mother’s side, were also anti-Japanese fighters who fought 
fiercely for the restoration of the fatherland 

As seen above, the family and relations of Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the outstanding Leader of the Korean revolu- 
tion and great Leader of the Korean people — from great- 
grandfather, grandfather, grandmother, father, mother, uncle, 
younger brothers to grandfather and uncle on the mother’s 
side — fought passionately from generation to generation for 
the independence of the country and the freedom and libera- 
tion of the people. 

Dorn in a revolutionary home. Comrade Kim II Sung 
grew up in rough storms and tribulations when the whole coun- 
try was pervaded with the indignation and agony of national 
ruin, while being educated in patriotism by his parents from 
his childhood. 

He was inspired with patriotic ardor by the March First 
Uprising which was a nation-wide anti-Japanese resistance 



struggle of the Korean people; nourished a fighting will to 
annihilate the enemy when he saw repeated brutal arrests of 
his father by the Japanese imperialist police; and, influenced by 
his father’s indomitable revolutionary activities, fostered 
strong patriotic anti-Japanese ideas and revolutionary class 
consciousness from unusually early years. 

From his childhood Comrade Kim II Sung was broad- 
minded and kind-hearted and, besides having unusual talents, 
was diligent and vigorous by nature. 

Comrade Kim II Sung always carried books in his hand. 
He eagerly read the biographies of famous patriotic generals 
of our country and great men of the world and regularly 
read newspapers already in his primary-school days. 

Thus, he not only gained the highest mark for every sub- 
ject of study but also acquired a large store of knowledge about 
society in particular, thanks to the education by his father. 

When he was 14 Comrade Kim II Sung, nursing a burning 
desire and firm resolve to fight the Japanese imperialists and 
attain independence for the country at all costs, went to north- 
east China where his father was engaged in the revolutionary 
struggle. 

Looking back to that time, Comrade Kim II Sung said 
as follows: 


“1 crossed the River Amnok-gang when 14, firmly resolved 
not to return before Korea won independence. Young as I was 
at the time, 1 could not repress my sorrow as I, singing the 
Song of the River Amnok-gang’ composed by someone, won- 
dered when I should be able to tread on this soil again and 
when 1 should return to this land where 1 had grown up and 
our ancestors lay in their graves.” 

Comrade Ksm II Sung helped his father in his revolu- 
uciiutic-s, creditably carrying out missions of convey- 
messages, and energetically inspired students and 
tv.- masses with patriotic anti-Japanese ideas. 
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Unable to suppress his indignation at the fact that the 
fatherland was lost and the fellow countrymen were going 
through a miserable lot, he called the masses to the anti-Ja- 
panese struggle by fervent speeches filled with wrath. 

His logical and passionate anti-Japanese propaganda al- 
ways stirred the audience. 

The profound political knowledge and great magnanimity 
of Comrade Kim II Sung brought large numbers of children 
and youths to rally around him. 

Children and youth followed him with boundless respect 
and liked to be in his company at all times. 

Thus, already at that time Comrade Kim I! Sung was 
widely known among the masses and their attention was 
focussed on him. 

On June 5, 1926 Mr. Kim Hyong Jik who had devoted his 
whole life to the struggle for the restoration of the fatherland 
passed away to the deep regret of the people. The father’s 
death was a strong mental shock to Comrade Kim II Sung. 

Comrade Kim I! Sung firmly pledged to devote himself to 
the revolutionary struggle in pursuance of the lofty will of 
his father who had said that the country had to be restored at 
all costs c\en if the bones were broken and the body was torn 
to pieces. 

In the summer of 1926 Comrade Kim II Sung entered the 
Hwasong Uisuk School in Huatien count}. 

This school had been set up by the nationalists for the 
purpose of training cadres for the Independence Army. 

The contents of education at the Hwasong Uisuk School 
tinted throughout with nationalistic ideas could hardly satisfy 
Comrade Kim II Sung who aspired to things new 

Comrade Kim II Sung zealously read books on socialism 
in secrecy and came to acquire the socialist and communist 
ideas. 

Comrade Kim II Sung who was seeking a neiv way to de- 
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liver the country and the people from under the oppression of 
Japanese imperialism, was convinced that the road of Marx- 
ism-Leninism was the only road leading to the genuine salva- 
tion of the country and the people. 

Comrade I<im' II Sung formed an illegal revolutionary or- 
ganization— the Down-With-Imperialism Union (T.D.— abbrevia- 
tion from the Korean pronunciation) — in the autumn of 1926. 

Concerning the aims of this Union, Comrade Kim II Sung 
said to the following effect: 

...The aims of the “T.D.” are to struggle for building so- 
cialism and communism in Korea in the future and, for the 
present, to defeat Japanese imperialism and achieve the lib- 
eration and independence of Korea.... 

This was a Marxist-Leninist programme of action, the 
first of its kind to lay down most correctly the ultimate goal 
and immediate fighting tasks of the Korean revolution. 

The Down-Wilh-Imperialism Union opened up a bright 
opportunity to unite progressive youths and students who aimed 
to overthrow Japanese imperialism and build a socialist and 
communist society in Korea, and to organize and mobilize, 
through their medium, broad sections of the youth to the 
anti-Japanese struggle. The Down-With-Imperialism Union 
under the guidance of Comrade Kim II Sung waged a strug- 
gle to rear progressive youths and students into Communists 
through the dissemination of revolutionary Marxist-Leninist 
iueas among the youth and students and persistent ideological 
education for raising their class awakening. 

Indeed, the formation o; the Down-With-Imperialism Union 
was an epoch-making event in the development of the com- 
munist and the national-liberation movement in our countrv. 
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liiis marked the beginning of the revolutionary activities 
Comrade Kim II Sung and it was then that he emerged as 
b.ade. o' tlie revolutionary youth and student movement. 


Comrade Kim 


Sung left the Hwasong Uisuk School 
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resolutely in mid-course with the lofty aim of studying scientific 
communism more profoundly and extending and strengthening 
the organization of the Down-With-Impcrialism Union. 

In this way Comrade Kim 11 Sung paved a new path, the 
right path of revolution, by himself with a tirm faith in the 
truth he was searching after and with a spirit of enterprise and 
resolution which could not be dampened by anything when 
justice was concerned. 

In the winter of 192G Comrade Kim II Sung formed the 
Sacnal (New Day) Juvenile Union with children and youths 
in Tusung and published its newspaper “Saenal” (New Day) 
with a view to educating and training them in the patriotic 
anti-Japanese ideas and socialist and communist ideas 

In the spring of 1927 Comrade Kim II Sung moved the 
centre of his revolutionary activities to Kirin. 

While a student at the Kirin Yuwen Middle School, 
Comrade Kim II Sung was secretly absorbed in reading the 
Communist Manifesto, Capital and other works of the founders 
of Marxism-Leninism and works of revolutionary literature. 

Comrade Kim It Sung learned Marxism-Leninism not 
merely as a current thought or simply os a theory but regarded 
it as a weapon of struggle and a means of practical activity. 

Comrade Kiln 11 Sung organized reading circles secretly 
and expounded and propagated Marxism-Leninism energeti- 
cally among the youth and students 

In disseminating Marxism-Leninism, Comrade Kim II Sung 
rejected the old dogmatic and quotation-mongcnng method, 
saw to the profound understanding of its essence and linked 
it closely with the practical problems of the Korean rc\olntion. 

The studies of Marxism-Leninism conducted among the 
youth and students under the guidance of Comrade 
Kim II Sung became living studies not only to have a deep 
understanding of its ideas and theory but also to grasp clear 
wajs of the practical struggle at the moment. 
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With regard to the need to arm the broad sections of the 
masses including the youth and students with Alarxism- 
Leninism and unite them gradually and firmly in the revolu- 
tionary organizations, Comrade Kim II Sung said in the 
following vein: 

...If we are to crush the Japanese villains and restore the 
independence of the country, we need first of all to unite the 
masses who love the country.... Let all of us unite forces and 
rise in a revolutionary struggle.... In future, the youth should 
all be embraced in the youth organizations, the boys and girls 
in the juvenile organizations and the women in the women’s 
organizations and fight with greater determination against the 
Japanese imperialists and the class enemies.... 

In the summer of 1927, Comrade Kim II Sung changed 
the name of the Down-With-Imperiaiism Union into the Anti- 
Imperialist Youth League to rally broad progressive youths 
and students and united in it progressive youths and students 
who came from different regions. The Anti-Imperialist Youth 
League was an illegal mass revolutionary organization of 
youth and students. 

Comrade Kim II Sung, while uniting the progressive youths 
and students and expanding their organization in this way, 
formed the Young Communist League of Korea with the core 
elements of those youths and students in the summer of 
1927. 

Under the guidance of Comrade Kim II Sung the Young 
Communist League and the Anti-Imperialist Youth League 
extended their organizations to the Kirin Yuwen Middle School 
and many other schools in the city such as the Wenkuang 
Middle School, Middle School No. 1, Middle School No. 5, the 
Kirin Normal School, Kirin Girls’ Middle School, Kirin Law 
and Politics School, and even to many urban and rural areas, 
among them Tunhua, Chiaoho, Huatien, Fusung, Panshih. 
Changchun, Shenyang, etc., and thus they developed into 
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Comrade Kim ll Sung 
in his Yuwen Middle School days 




militant revolutionary organizations embracing a large num- 
ber of youths and students. 

In the meantime, Comrade Kim II Sung, with a view 
to educating and training broad sections of children and 
youth, organized in the spring of 1927 a legal children and 
jouth organization, the Association of Korean Juveniles in Kirin, 
and reorganized the Ryogil Association of Korean Students in 
Kirin which was under the influence of the nationalists into the 
Ryugil Association of Korean Students in Kirin and guided it. 

Comrade Kim II Sung, through the medium of the Associa- 
tion of Korean Juveniles in Kirin and the Ryugil Association 
of Korean Students in Kirin, enhanced the national and class 
consciousness of the children and youth, and educated and 
trained them gradually to aspire after communism. 

Comrade Kim If Sung extended the scope of his revolu- 
tionary activities not only among the students and youth 
but also among the masses in wide urban and rural areas. 

From 1928 Comrade Kim II Sung sent many Young Com- 
munist I eaguc and Anti-Imperialist Youth League members to 
the towns and rural villages m the district east of Kirin and 
along the Kirin-Changchun railway line to carry on activities, 
while he himself proceeded to those areas and worked en- 
ergetically to revolutionize the masses 

Leading the members of the Young Communist League 
md the Anti-Imperialist Youtli League, Comrade Kim II Sung 
et up schools in rural villages and educated and cultivated 
be children and joutlis and, with these schools as the bases, 
rganized and conducted mass political work extensively. And 
* putting out various publications, he infused the masses 
'111 patriotic anti-Japanese ideas and united broad sections of 
? masses in the revolutionary organizations 
Linder the leadership of Comrade Kim II Sung the youth 
i students were growing up reliably into an organized 
' e :onscious of the lofty revolutionary missions entrusted to 
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them, into true performers of the communist movement and 
the national-liberation struggle in our country, and the na- 
tional and class awakening of the broad masses in towns and 
the countryside was enhanced, and their revolutionary spirit 
heightened rapidly. 

Comrade Kim II Sung did not confine himself to firmly 
uniting the youth and students in the revolutionary organiza- 
tions and educating them. He organized and mobilized their 
organized forces to the struggle against Japanese imperialism 
and the reactionary warlords, thus tempering them in the 
practical struggle. 

Drawing on the triumphant experience in the organization 
of school-strike struggle against reactionary teachers in the 
summer of 1928, Comrade Kim II Sung organized and led a 
vigorous anti-Japanese demonstration of youths and students 
in Kirin against the building of the Kirin-Hoeryong railway 
line started by the Japanese imperialists for the purpose of 
seizing Manchuria and a struggle to boycott Japanese goods 
in the autumn of the same year. 

Through these struggles Comrade Kim II Sung dealt heavy 
blows to Japanese imperialism and to the reactionary warlords, 
and trained the members of the Young Communist League 
and the Anti-Imperialist Youth League in the practical struggle 
and boosted their confidence in victory, rallying broad sections 
of youth and students more firmly in the revolutionary or- 
ganizations. 

Gathered in Kirin from different places in and outside 
the country in those days were a large number of persons 
styling themselves “leaders” of the communist and the na- 
tionalist movement. 

As the leader of the youth and student movement, 
Comrade Kim II Sung had many occasions to come in contact 
with them. 

In the course of this contact he acquired a detailed inside

knowledge of the communist and nationalist movements and 
became able to sec through their chronic defects 

Most of those who styled themselves “leaders” of the 
communist and the nationalist movement at the time were, 
without exception, factionalists or narrow-minded, conservative 
nationalists, and they were engaged in factional strife for 
“hegemony” by aligning a few persons of their respective 
groupings without any mass foundation or were engrossed in 
Rightist and Leftist utterances and empty talks alien to the 
specific realities of our country. 

The factionalists behaved themselves each as “theoreti- 
cian” and “leader” and tried to mislead the youth and stu- 
dents by advancing Right and Left sophistries such as "The 
Korean revolution is a proletarian revolution” or "The Korean 
revolution being a bourgeois democratic revolution, tiie hegem- 
ony in the revolution should be held by the national bour- 
geoisie.” 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung trenchant!) exposed and criticized 
the true nature of such opportunist theories of the factional- 
ism and smashed their manocuvrings in good time. 

Comrade Kim II Sung frequent!) arranged forums of 
youths and students on political issues, where he put forward 
for extensive discussions such questions as “On the Japanese 
imperialist policy o! aggression," “On the present stage in 
the Korean revolution,” and “How to conduct the Korean rev- 
olution?” and offered right conclusions on them, tiius crushing 
the opportunist “theories" of the factionalism and enabling 
the youth and students to see the path ahead of the Ko- 
rean revolution correctly and advance unwavering!) along 
that path. 

The struggle waged by Comrade Kim II Sung against fac- 
tionalism and Right and Left opportunism was a struggle 
for the revolutionary Marxist-Lcninist principle to get the up- 
per hand of opportunism and for the revolutionary forces to 
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overcome the machinations of the factionalism for the first 
time within the communist movement of our country. 

Also, Comrade Kim II Sung scathingly exposed and criti- 
cized the acts of the bosses of the nationalist organizations 
who, holding each his own sphere of influence in different 
areas, did not care for the independence of the country but 
were engrossed in the scramble for the hegemony among 
them, squandering the “funds for the movement” collected 
from the patriotic fellow countrymen, and the true nature of the 
principle of non-resistance and national nihilism advocated by 
the national reformists, thus awakening and uniting in the rev- 
olutionary organizations the youth and students who were 
under their influence or nursing illusions about them. 

As seen above, from the early days of his revolutionary 
activities, Comrade Kim II Sung clearly saw through the 
true colours of the factionalists and national reformists who 
did enormous harm to the Korean revolution, shattered in good 
time ideologically, theoretically and in practice the unsound 
trends of thoughts spread by them and led the youth, stu- 
dents and the masses along the right path of the Korean 
revolution. 

Thus, Comrade Kim II Sung became widely known as the 
recognized leader who held an unchallenged authority and 
prestige among the youth, students and masses, and came to 
enjoy the deep love and high respect of them. 

The course Comrade Kim II Sung had covered in blazing 
the trail for the revolution was not smooth. 

As his reputation was enhanced as days went bv, he was 
always shadowed and watched by the Japanese imperialists 
and their lackeys, the reactionary warlords. 

Seeing that the anti-Japanese movement of the youth 
and students was unfolded vigorously under the guidance of 
Comrade Kim II Sung, the Japanese imperialists bribed and 
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abetted the reactionary Chinese warlords to make a big round- 
up in the autumn of 1920 oF Koreans engaged in the anti- 
Japanese movement. 

At that time Comrade Kim II Sung, too, was arrested by 
the reactionary police and thrown into the Kirin prison together 
with his comrades. 

Around this time Comrade Kim I! Sung was apprehended 
three times by the enemy. 

The firm faith of Comrade Kim H Sung in the victory 
of the revolution and his fervent revolutionary passion, his 
firm revolutionary principle and strong fighting spirit could 
not be broken by the repeated arrests and tortures of the 
enemy, however brutal. 

Even behind the bars of the Kirin prison, Comrade 
Kim 11 Sung gave continued guidance to the revolutionary 
organizations and elaborated his great plans for the Korean 
revolution. 

In the spring of 1930 Comrade Kim II Sung left the Kirin 
prison at the expiration of his term. 

The course of the early revolutionary activities unfolded by 
Comrade Kim II Sung with Kirin as the centre was a course in 
which he completely shaped the Marxist-Leninist world out- 
look and struck out a unique revolutionary path by applying 
Marxism-Leninism to the realities of Korea, and a course in 
which he reared innumerable youths and students into reliable 
performers of the Korean revolution, into ardent Communists. 

And it was a course of preparation for advancing the Ko- 
rean revolution onto a higher plane of development. 

In this course Comrade Kim II Sung constructed the guid- 
ing theory for the Korean revolution and grew up into an 
outstanding Marxist-Leninist, into the great Leader of the 
Korean revolution equipped with unwavering fidelity to revolu- 
tionary principle, an indomitable will, remarkable organizing

In the early 1930’s, Comrade Kim II Simp opened up a 
new, historic stage which marked a great turn in the anti- 
Japanese national-liberation struggle and communist move- 
ment in our country. 

The Japanese imperialists intensified the fascist oppres- 
sion and plunder of the Korean people as never before, while 
frantically hurrying with their preparations for a war of ag- 
gression to tide over the catastrophic economic crisis that had 
been sweeping their country between the late 1920‘s and the 
early 1930’s. 

As a result, the national and class contradictions between 
the Korean people and the Japanese imperialists were nggrn* 
\ated to the extreme, and the workers, peasants and other sec- 
tions of the broad popular masses were compelled to resist 
the tyrannical oppression of Japanese imperialism by 
violence. 

At the time when the antagonism between revolution and 
counter-revolution grew so avutc, the factionalists, far from 
dialing serious lessons from the dissolution of the Korean 
Communist Parly, persisted n factional strife, and most of them 
succumbed to the reactionary c fensive of Japanese imperial- 
J5.W, surrendering, turning ttmr oat &r bring ndvci d )o /duJjs- 
lines in pursuit of an easy life 

The Korean people had gone through many turns and 
twists in the communist movement and anti Japanese national- 
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liberation struggle in our country in the preceding period on 
account of the absence of a genuine leader who could lead the 
revolutionary struggle correctly by a revolutionary Marxist- 
Leninist line and strategy and tactics. They, therefore, craved 
for the appearance of an outstanding leader who would deliver 
the fatherland and the nation from the crisis, illumine the path 
for the Korean revolution and lead it to a sure victory. 

It was just at that time that Comrade Kim II Sung, peer- 
less patriot and outstanding Marxist-Leninist, most correctly 
discerned the demands of the revolutionary situation and stood 
in the forefront of the revolution to lead the Korean people 
along the road of sure victory. 

The situation was very tense when Comrade Kim II Sung 
was released from the Kirin prison. The Left adventurist May 
30th Riot staged by the factionalists left grave consequences on 
the development of the revolutionary movement. Following 
this riot, the Japanese imperialists and reactionary warlords in- 
tensified their brutal suppression of the communist movement, 
arresting numerous revolutionary people and destroying their 
organizations. 

In this grim situation, Comrade Kim II Sung regarded it 
as an urgent task to set forth a correct line of struggle, re- 
habilitate and readjust the revolutionary organizations, rally 
and revolutionize the masses, and went among the broad 
masses in towns and villages to start underground activities 
on a full scale. 

In the summer of 1930, Comrade Kim II Sung went to

.nd tne meeting Comrade Kim II Sung set forth the most 
co.reet revolutionary Marxist-Leninist line and policy for the 
victory of the Korean revolution. Comrade Kim II Sung clarified 
t.mt the character of the Korean revolution was of an anti- 
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imperialist, anti-feudal democratic revolution, and gave a 
scientific definition of its motive force and objects. 

He said that the basic motive force in the anti-imperialist, 
anti-feudal democratic revolution consisted of the working 
class and the peasantry, its most reliable ally, and petty bour- 
geoisie, and on alliance could be formed with the national 
bourgeoisie, too. And he made it clear that the objects of the 
revolution were Japanese imperialism and its accomplices— 
landlords, comprador capitalists, pro-Japanese elements and 
traitors to the nation, and clearly pointed out that our rev- 
olutionary task was to overthrow Japanese imperialism, lib- 
erate the country and build socialism and communism subse- 
quently to the anti-imperialist, anti-feudal democratic revolu- 
tion in our country and, further, to carry out the world revolu- 
tion. 

Comrade Kim II Sung said to the following effect: 

...We are Korean people and youths. We Korean youth 
cannot merely sit and remain an onlooker to our beautiful land 
and beloved compatriots, brothers and sisters being trampled 
underfoot and persecuted by the Japanese imperialists. We must 
drive out the Japanese imperialists from the soil of our coun- 
try, liberate Korea and win independence. We cannot stop only 
at this, however. We are Communists. Communists cannot leave 
alone the knavish landlords and capitalists who oppress and 
exploit the proletarian masses. 

We, therefore, must overthrow the capitalist system and 
build socialist and communist society, the cherished desire ol 
the proletarian masses. And these two revolutionary tasks are 
not foreign to each other.... To make the proletarian revolution, 
it is essential to crush Japanese imperialism and achieve the 
liberation and independence of Korea before anything else, 
and then to build socialist and communist society in our land 
and carry out the world revolution as well... 

Comrade Kim II Sung made a profound Marxist-Lenimst 
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analysis of the realities of our country and gave a scientific 
definition of the character and tasks of the Korean revolu- 
tion, its motive force and objects of struggle. 

Thus, the Communists and the revolutionary masses be- 
came able to push ahead with the revolutionary struggle un- 
waveringly towards the correct goal of the struggle indicated 
by Comrade Kim II Sung. 

Also at the meeting Comrade Kim II Sung put forward the 
line of the anti-Japanese armed struggle, a Juche - motivated 
revolutionary line for the Korean revolution, which was the 
creative development of the Marxist-Leninist theory concern- 
ing the armed struggle. 

Comrade Kim II Sung said to the following effect: 

...Our immediate aim is to crush the Japanese imperialist 
aggressors and attain the liberation and independence of Ko- 
rea.

To do so, an armed 
struggle must be waged.... 

the line of the anti-Japanese armed struggle set forth by 
omrade Kim 11 Sung was the only correct revolutionary line 
run through with the steadfast idea of Juche that the Korean 
re\o ution should be accomplished by the Koreans independent- 
ly by their own strength and struggle. 

so, this line was the most thoroughly anti-imperialist 
re\o utionary line implying that the counter-revolutionary 
mo ' once should be countered by the revolutionary violence in the

Further, it was the most correct revolutionary line which 
Mined an organized anti-Japanese armed struggle waged by 
standing armed forces as the main form of struggle in the

Never- 
theless, It Is important for us to harden ourselves through ac- 
!ual struggle and also study strategy and tactics.... We cannot 
merely sit and wait, hoping for victory' to come of Itself. We 
must crush Japanese imperialism by force of arms and, to this 
end, must build up our strength quickly — 

The line of the anti-Japanese armed struggle and all the 
measures for its implementation clarified by Comrade 
Kim II Sung were worked out on the basis of a scientific analy- 
sis of the bitter lessons of the communist movement and na* 
ional-liberation struggle of the preceding period and the rev- 
slutionary situation in our country and, particularly, they ex- 
pressed most correctly the aspirations of the masses who were 
making a violent advance.

The small groups of the Korean Revolutionary Army ex- 
plained and inculcated on the broad masses the /uc/m-motivat- 
ed line of Comrade Kim II Sung for the Korean revolution, 
and, under his leadership, energetically conducted political 
and military activities in preparation for the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle. 

The formation of the Korean Revolutionary Army by 
Comrade Kim II Sung was a correct measure of great practical 
significance in rearing the nuclear pivots of the armed ranks, 
in giving them political and military training and laying the 
mass foundations through the rallying of the broad patriotic 
anti-Japanese forces, that is, in making preparations for a full- 
scale anti-Japanese armed struggle and in founding the anti- 
Japanese guerilla army. 

While organizing and guiding the activities of the Korean 
Revolutionary Army, Comrade Kim II Sung went out per- 
sonally to farm villages in Changchun, Itung and Huaite coun- 
ties and other areas to lay the mass foundation of the revolu- 
tionary struggle, setting an example in revolutionizing those 
areas. 

Comrade Kim II Sung set up schools in many villages to 
give revolutionary education to the rising generation and 
promoted the national and class awakening of the popular 
masses through diverse mass political activities — discussion 
and lecture meetings, political training course, issue of rev- 
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olutionary publications such as newspaper "Bolshevik" and 
magazine “Nongu" {Fellow Peasants), the activities of art 
propaganda troupes, etc. 

Heightening the patriotic spirit of the masses and their 
revolutionary class consciousness in this way, Comrade 
Kim II Sung gradually united children, youths, women and 
peasants in mass anti-Japanese organizations on an extensive 
scale corresponding to their social standings, thereby building 
up revolutionary farm villages everywhere. 

In August 1930 when the suppression of urban revolu- 
tionary organizations by the Japanese imperialists and 
the reactionary warlords grew more rampant, Comrade 
Kim II Sung personally came out in a struggle to defend those 
organizations in disregard of the risks involved. 

Braving the constant dangers threatened to him by the 
enemy's obstinate shadowing and pursuit, Comrade Kim II Sung 
organized and directed the work of the revolutionary organi- 
zations in Kirin, Hailung, Chiaoho, Harbin, Tunhua and many 
other towns and tided over the created difficulties. 

Comrade Kim II Sung who had been directing the work 
of the urban revolutionary organizations on the spot, again 
toured tiic rural areas from one Milage to another to guide 
the activities oi the Korean Revolutionary Army and to ex- 
pand and strengthen the revolutionary positions in the rural 
areas. 

He knew neither fatigue nor rest, he worked day and 
night. 

In the daytime he educated and guided the peasants 
while helping them in their field work, and at night he would 
issue revolutionary publications or make a long trip to guide 
the work of the members of small groups of the Korean Revolu- 
tionary Army he had sent out to various districts.

heavy burden of the Korean revolution, enjoyed the infinite 
trust and respect of his comrades and the masses. 

From that time on, his comrades and the revolution* 
ary masses called him Comrade Kim II Sung (previously 
Comrade Kim Song Ju). At first they called him Comrade 
II Sung (II for One, Sung for Star) or Comrade Han Byol in 
the sense that they wished him to be the morning star leading 
the Korean people out of darkness to the dawn of liberation 
and, later, renamed him Comrade II Sung (II for Sun, Sung 
for Attainment) in the hope that he would become the bright 
sun of Korea, as so great a leader of the nation like him 
could not be compared merely to the morning star. 

This was a manifestation of the Korean people’s unbound- 
ed trust in and reverence for Comrade Kim II Sung, the out- 
standing Leader of the people and great Leader of the rev- 
olution. 

Entering 1931, the Japanese imperialists openly revealed 
their designs for Manchurian invasion and stepped up prepara* 
(ions for it. 

Keeping abreast of the fast-changing situation, Comrade 
Kim II Sung pushed ahead more actively with the preparatory 
work for armed struggle. 

Early in 1931 Comrade Kim II Sung planned to organize 
and unfold an armed struggle in the areas with the basin of 
the River Tuman-gang, which had favorable conditions both 
geographically and in the composition of the population, as the 
centre, and moved the theatre of activity to those areas. 

In Tunhua he dispatched members of the Korean Revolu- 
tionary Army and of the Young Communist League and the 
Anti-Imperialist Youth League to different localities to actively 
promote the preparatory work for armed struggle, and he also 
personally toured various areas to direct the work. 

In September that year, the Japanese imperialists at last 
nnaded Manchuria and intensified their reactionary offensive 
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on a full scale against the Korean people, particularly against 
the revolutionary forces, to assure the security ot their “rear.” 
The Japanese imperialists suppressed the revolutionary ad- 
vance of the Korean people by force of arms and murdered in- 
nocent people in masses everywhere. 

To counter the bloody white terrorism ol Japanese impe- 
rialism by revolutionary armed forces was a pressing question 
whose solution brooked not a moment's delay. 

On the basis of the experiences gained in forming the 
Korean Revolutionary Army and guiding its activities and of 
the successes in the preparations for the armed struggle, 
Comrade Kim II Sung set forth concrete measures for organiz- 
ing and unfolding the anti-Japanese armed struggle at the 
Myongwolgu Conference in November 1931. 

At the conference Comrade Kim II Sung defined guerilla 
warfare as the basic form of the anti-Japanese armed struggle 
and clearly pointed out that an anti-Japanese guerilla army 
should be founded as a standing revolutionary armed force. 

Vie also taught that since the anti-Japanese armed strug- 
gle was to be waged in the form of guerilla warfare, the armed 
struggle could be successful for a long time even in the enemy 
encirclement on all sides only when the guerilla bases were 
established for the anti-Japanese guerillas to rely on and the 
broad mass foundation of the armed struggle laid in and 
around the bases. 

And he set forth the line of strengthening the revolu- 
tionary solidarity with the people of the neighbouring country 
who were suffering from Japanese imperialist aggression and 
of forming a joint anti-imperialist front with their anti-Japa- 
nese armed forces in order to rapidly expand and develop the 
anti-Japanese armed struggle, isolate the enemy forces to the 
maximum and deal stunning blows to them. 

After the Myongwolgu Conference, Comrade Kim II Sung 
exerted all his efforts, first of all, to found an anti-Japanese 
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•guerilla army which would become the leading force of the 
■revolutionary movement in Korea. 

From the outset the organization of the anti-Japanese 
guerilla force and the starting of its operations were beset with 
•manifold difficulties. 

It was no easy task to organize armed forces and secure 
weapons under the conditions in which there was no state 
■power nor the foundation of a national army and the whole 
country was covered with the network of Japanese imperialist 
■oppression setup and the enemy’s brutal suppression was 
rampant. 

Comrade Kim II Sung energetically pushed forward this 
difficult task with an indomitable revolutionary will and ex- 
traordinary revolutionary sweep. 

He closely combined the work of founding the anti- Japa- 
nese guerilla army with the revolutionary advance of the mas- 
ses of the people, enlisted fine progressive elements tested in 
this course as members of the armed force and aroused the 
broad revolutionary masses to the struggle for securing arms. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught to the following effect: 

...It is no easy task for us to take up arms. The situation 
obtaining today, however, compels us to take up arms.... 

The question will not be solved if we merely sit and lament 
or wail at the sight of the enemy’s bestial atrocities. 

We must rise and fight in arms. Where should we get arms 
from? We can buy them if we have money or can make them. 
But the shortest way is to capture the enemy’s weapons. If 
everyone strains his wits, chooses a place and takes action 
fearlessly at risk of life, he can get a weapon to arm him- 
self.... 

Immensely inspired by this teaching, the revolutionary 
masses, whether men or women, young or old, turned out in 
the struggle to obtain arms, frustrating the suppressive 
manoemres of the enemy. They wrested weapons from the 
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enemy at the risk of their lives and, at the same time, manu- 
factured weapons by themselves to arm progressive youths. 

Difficulties in the work of founding the anti-Japanese 
guerilla army did not come only from the brutal suppression 
of the revolutionary organizations and revolutionary masses 
by the Japanese imperialists. The hostile acts of the anti- 
Japanese units against the Korean Communists and Korean 
people also presented a grave obstacle. 

The Chinese anti-Japanese units, a nationalist armed force 
that had risen against the Japanese imperialist invasion of 
Manchuria at the time, taken in by the false propaganda of 
the Japanese imperialists against communism and by their 
attempts at national estrangement, not only regarded the 
Korean Communists with unconditional hostility but also 
murdered at random in various places those Korean youths 
who were coming to join the anti-Japanese armed forces being 
organized by Comrade Kim II Sung. 

It was the most urgent task to check the hostile acts 
of the anti-Japanese units against the Korean Communists 
and revolutionary masses and join hands with them in order to 
organize the anti-Japanese guerilla army and wage the armed 
struggle. But in the conditions at that time, it was a difficult 
job even to make contact with them, which required readiness 
to sacrifice one’s life. 

Under these circumstances, Comrade Kim 11 Sung negotiat- 
ed directly with the command of the anti-Japanese units 
at the risk of his life solely in the interests of revolution, and 
patiently persuaded them who had been infected with obstinate 
anti-communist and national chauvinist ideas and perpetrating 
gross outrages, and thus finally succeeded in unfolding a joint 
anti-Japanese struggle together with them 

The difficulties in the early stage of the founding of the 
anti-Japanese guerilla army were thus surmounted. 

After overcoming all obstacles lying in his way, Comrade 
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Kim II Sung founded on April 25, 1932 the Anti-Japanese 

Guerilla Army, the first Marxist-Leninist revolutionary armed 
force of the Korean people, with progressive workers, peasants 
and patriotic youths, with the members of the Korean Revolu- 
tionary Army and of the Young Communist League and the 
Anti-Imperialist Youth League he had reared over a long period 
as its nuclear backbone. 

Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows: 

"In the darkest period of Japanese imperialist rule the 
staunch Communists of our country, guided by the Marxist- 
Leninist theory, organized the Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army, the 
first contingent of the revolutionary people's armed forces in 
our country, with the progressive workers and peasants and 
patriotic youths who set themselves against Japanese imperi- 
alism for the national independence and social emancipation 
of the Korean people.” 

The Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army was a revolutionary 
armed force of the working class equipped thoroughly with 
the idea of Juche, the great revolutionary idea of Comrade 
Kirn 11 Sung, and fighting for the national independence and 
social emancipation of the Korean people; it was a people’s 
army maintaining blood ties with the people and fighting with 
full, single-hearted devotion for the interests of the people. 

ike Anti-Jananese Guerilla Army was also a revolutionary 
army of proletarian internationalism that fought for the world 
revolution, holuing high the revolutionary slogan “Workers 
05 the whole world, unite!” 
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The Korean people under the leadership of Comrade 
Kim II Sung, peerless patriot, national hero and ever-vidor- 
ious iron-willed brilliant commander, came out in the sacred 
struggle for the restoration of the fatherland and for freedom 
and liberation, with their genuinely revolutionary armed forces 
for the first time in their history. 

As Comrade Kim II Sung founded the Anti-Japanese Gue- 
rilla Army and unfolded the anti-Japanese armed struggle, the 
communist movement in our country and the anti-Japanese 
national-liberation struggle of the Korean people entered the 
most glorious period. 

Being the most active and decisive struggle to defeat the 
Japanese imperialist aggressors who were armed to the teeth 
and to lead the Korean revolution to victory and, at the same 
time, the most powerful form of struggle vigorously inspiring 
and encouraging all other forms of struggles of the masses of 
the people, the anti-Japanese armed struggle definitely formed 
the centre of the anti-Japanese national-liberation movement 
and the communist movement in our country. 

In organizing and unfolding the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle. Comrade Kim II Sung opened up a broad avenue, in- 
deed, for the vigorous advancement of the Korean revolution as 
a whole embracing the united anti-Japanese national front 
movement and the work of founding a Korean Communist 
Party, which pivoted on the armed struggle. 

The anti-Japanese armed struggle, a great struggle which 
organically combined the task of national liberation with the 
task of social revolution by correctly and fully reflecting the 
fundamental interests of the working class and the peasant 
masses and the national aspirations of our people, inspired the 
entire Korean people with the hope of national resurrection and 
confidence in the victory of the revolution and roused them 
to a nation-wide anti-Japanese resistance struggle 

Being the first armed struggle to be waged for national 
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-and social emancipation in the colonial countries under the 
banner of Marxism-Leninism, the anti-Japanese armed struggle 
-organized and unfolded by Comrade Kim II Sung was of great 
significance in the development of the world revolution as well. 

Aimed at dealing a decisive blow to the military-fascistlzed 
.Japanese imperialists at a time when fascism made its ap- 
pearance on the international scene and the reactionary of- 
fensive of the imperialists was being intensified generally, the 
■anti-Japanese armed struggle exerted a great revolutionary 
influence on the world people fighting for social progress and 
mational independence. 

The anti-Japanese armed struggle organized and waged 
•against the bandit Japanese imperialism that grew strong 
through aggression and colonial plunder of other countries 
■and possessed millions-strong army of aggression equipped 
•with up-to-date weapons, was an unprecedentedly arduous 
•struggle from the outset. 

The Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army had to secure weapons, 
food and all necessary for the armed struggle by itself through 
a bloody struggle against the enemy and had to put up a 
protracted fight, surmounting manifold difficulties and ob- 
stacles beyond human imagination. 

However, Comrade Kim II Sung, the brilliant Leader 
•of revolution, mapped out a correct line, strategy and tactics 
•of struggle in each period and each stage of the struggle and, 
with his excellent leadership, overcame all these difficulties 
and obstacles and guided the Korean revolutionary movement 
as a whole centering on the anti-Japanese armed struggle to 
victory. 

Comrade Kim II Sung worked out intelligent solutions for 
ail problems, always basing himself strictly on the steadfast 
idea of Juche and revolutionary spirit of self-reliance that the 
Korean revolution should be carried out by the Korean Com- 
munists and the Korean people by their own efforts 
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Following the founding of the Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army, 
Comrade Kim II Sung organized and directed the work of 
setting up guerilla bases, one of the important strategic ques- 
tions for guaranteeing the development of the armed struggle 
and the triumph of the Korean revolution. 

He taught that the guerilla base should be a military stra- 
tegic base for the Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army and, at the 
same time, an operational base for the Korean revolution to suit 
the situation at that time and the requirements of the develop- 
ment of the revolution. 

The establishment of such bases alone could provide the 
Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army with bases of military operations 
and rear bases and enabled it to unremittingly carry 
on the anti-Japanese armed struggle which assumed a pro- 
tracted and arduous nature. And only by establishing the bases 
was it possible to protect the revolutionary forces against the 
atrocities of indiscriminate slaughter by the Japanese imperial- 
ists in those days, and strengthen them, lay the solid mass 
foundation of the armed struggle, lead various forms of anti- 
Japanese struggle of the masses along the right path and 
vigorously inspire and encourage the entire Korean people to 
the revolutionary struggle. 

Comrade Kim II Sung gave the right orientation also in 
the work of choosing the forms and locations of the guerilla 
bases, an important question in the consolidation of the guerilla 
bases and the development of the armed struggle. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung taught that if the guerilla bases 
were to carry out their role satisfactorily as military strategic 
bases of (he Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army and, at the same 
time, as operational bases for the Korean revolution, there had 
to be a correct definition of the forms of bases such as perfect 
guerilla base and semi-guerilla base corresponding to the 
ideological and political preparedness of the inhabitants and 
speciiic conditions of the base areas. And he stated that a 
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revolutionary government embracing the workers, peasants and 
all other classes and circles that were against Japanese im- 
perialism, had to be established in the perfect guerilla base 
assuming the form of a liberated area. 

On the basis of a close calculation of the balance of forces 
between the enemy and our side and of all conditions of the 
armed struggle, Comrade Kim 11 Sung set forth the line of 
establishing guerilla bases in the areas along the River Tu- 
man-gang bordering on the northern frontier of Korea. 

In those days the areas along the River Tuman-gang had 
favorable conditions for the establishment of guerilla bases. 

In those areas more than 80 per cent of the inhabitants 
were Korean poor peasants and farm hands who had emigrat- 
ed there after having had enough of the tyrannical oppression 
and exploitation by the Japanese imperialists, and there was 
a mass foundation hardened in the protracted anti-Japanese 
struggle. 

And the greater part of these regions was forests extend- 
ing over steep mountains and deep ravines, which afforded to- 
pographical conditions disadvantageous to the enemy for attack 
and advantageous to the Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army for 
defence. 

The line of establishing guerilla bases laid down by 
Comrade Kim II Sung represented the most active and sagaci- 
ous step designed to vigorously advance the whole Korean rev- 
olution with the anti-Japanese armed struggle as the axis by 
building strong bastions of revolution, placing faith entirely 
in the strength of the masses of the people and turning all pos- 
sible conditions to full account in the most adverse situation 
of the time when the armed struggle had to be waged with 
neither state support nor any military and economic aid from 
outside. 

The work of setting up guerilla bases in the areas swarm- 
ing v. ith the heinous Japanese imperialist aggressor troops was 



attended from the beginning with a fierce fight against the 
enemy. 

In an attempt to obstruct the establishment of guerilla 
bases, the Japanese imperialists mobilized huge armed forces 
comprising the army and the police, set fire to the revolutionary 
rural villages and killed the inhabitants right and left, and 
made every desperate attempt to sever the ties between the 
guerillas and the people. With no amount of suppression and 
vicious manoeuvrings, however, could the enemy break the re- 
volutionary spirit of the anti-Japanese guerillas and the popular 
masses who rose holding aloft Comrade Kim II Sung’s line of 
establishing guerilla bases, or put out the raging flames of 
struggle. 

Fighting many battles with the active support of the rev- 
olutionary masses, the Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army contained 
the enemy who frenziedly suppressed the people and, at the same 
time, went on building guerilla bases. Thus vast liberated areas 
entirely free from the enemy’s ruling system were established 
in the regions adjacent to the River Tuman-gang in only a few 
months. In those areas were concentrated people from all walks 
of life including workers, peasants and progressive intellectuals, 
who had come out in resistance to Japanese imperialism’s 
fascist suppression 

It was most important to solidly build up the bases into 
strong bases of revolution politically, economically and mili- 
tarily after their establishment. But it was by no means an 
easy j'ob. 

Comrade Kim II Sung reinforced the bases into strong 
fortresses of the revolution, while organizing and waging a 
serious struggle to crush the enemy's desperate offensives from 
without and shatter all the subversive activities of the faction- 
alists and Left opportunists from within 

In the guerilla bases which had now been built a strug- 
gle was waged to expand and strengthen them, liquidate the 
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old ruling system and establish a new, revolutionary order. 

In the first days of the establishment of the guerilla bases 
the factionalists and the Left opportunists who knew nothing 
about the armed struggle insisted upon the building of only 
perfect guerilla bases in the form of liberated areas, and op- 
posed the building of semi-guerilla bases around them. To make 
matters worse, they discriminated between the liberated areas 
and the enemy-controlled areas, labelling them as Red dis- 
tricts and white districts respectively, and regarded the people 
in the enemy-controlled areas with hostility or kept them a- 
way, thus bringing the liberated areas into isolation cut off 
from the outside world. 

Also, the factionalists and Left opportunists who were im- 
bued with fiunkeyism and dogmatism, sought to carry out so- 
cialist policies right away, insisting on setting up a Soviet 
form of government in the bases in disregard of the character 
and immediate tasks of the revolution of our country. This gave 
rise to a complex situation in the guerilla bases. 

Without overcoming such Left deviation the guerilla 
bases could not be built up into strong bases of the revolution, 
nor could broad anti-Japanese revolutionary forces be united. 

Comrade Kim It Sung worked energetically to tide over 
the confusions caused by the Left opportunists. 

He scathingly denounced the reckless attempts of the fac- 
tionalists and Left opportunists who regarded the people in 
the enemy-controlled areas with hostility and kept them at a 
distance; he formed underground revolutionary organizations 
in the vast regions around the liberated areas, rallied and rev- 
olutionized the masses of the people and thus set up semi- 
gueriila bases which came under the ruling system of the 
enemy in appearance, but, in reality, rendered material and 
moral support to the Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army. 

With the establishment of semi-guerilla bases and the 
strengthening of political work among the people in the enemy- 
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controlled areas, the Left tendency to separate the people 
in the liberated areas from the people in the enemy-controlled 
districts and pit them against each other was overcome and 
the mass foundation of the armed struggie was widened further. 

Rigorously opposing and rejecting the dogmatic, Left op- 
portunist attempts of the factionalists and flunkeys to imitate 
others blindly without an independent stand and establish a 
Soviet power because others did so. Comrade Kim II Sung 
elucidated the original line on the people’s revolutionary gov- 
ernment which was best suited to the anti-imperialist, anti- 
feudal democratic character of the Korean revolution and the 
immediate task of national liberation. 

Comrade Kim II Sung said to the following effect: 

...The government we are going to set up will neither be 
run by any king, nor will serve the interests of landlords, 
capitalists or any Individuals, but will be the government of our 
people that will work for the rights and happiness of the peo- 
ple and for freedom and independence, and this government 
will give the peasants land, grant the women equal rights with 
men and enable everyone to learn, work and live well.... 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that at the stage of the rev- 
olution where the task of opposing imperialism and liberating 
the nation came to the fore as the immediate task, it coincided 
with the objective demands of the development of the Korean 
revolution to establish a people’s revolutionary government 
based on the worker-peasant alliance led by the working ciass 
and relying on a united front of broad anti-Japanese forces. 
He also elucidated that this people’s revolutionary government 
should set it as its immediate task to overthrow the colonial 
rule of Japanese imperialism and achieve national liberation, 
and should pursue democratic policies correctly expressing the 
interests of not only the workers and peasants but also all the 
other social sections that were against imperialism and 
feudalism. 
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The people's revolutionary government, as a power organ 
resting on a united front embracing all the anti-imperialist, 
anti-feudal sections of the population which was based on the 
worker-peasant alliance under the leadership of the Commun- 
ists, was the most revolutionary, popular form of power capa- 
ble of protecting the interests of the working people thorough- 
ly and winning social emancipation for the hroad masses of 
the people including the workers and peasants. 

The line of people’s revolutionary government set forth by 
Comrade Kim 11 Sung proved a fatal blow to the factionnlists 
and Left opportunists, and presented a beacon and pro- 
grammatic guide for the genuine Communists and the masses 
of the people, that illumined their road of struggle ahead more 
brightly. 

Thanks to the active struggle of the popular masses who, 
upholding the distinguished leadership of Comrade Kim II Sung 
and his correct line on the people’s revolutionary government, 
rose in the implementation of the line, the Left deviation of 
insisting on the establishment of a Soviet type of government 
was overcome thoroughly and the people’s revolutionary gov- 
ernment was set up in the perfect guerilla bases. 

Under the leadership of Comrade Kim II Sung, the peo- 
ple’s revolutionary government successfully carried out all dem- 
ocratic reforms — it confiscated land from the Japanese imperi- 
alists and pro-Japanese landlords and distributed it to the 
peasants without compensation, proclaimed the eight-hour day 
and the minimum wage system, abolished exacting taxes and 
levies, enforced the law on the equality of the sexes and the 
compulsory free education system. Thus there were established 
new socio-economic relations free from exploitation and op- 
pression and a revolutionary order in the perfect guerilla bases. 

The line of people’s revolutionary government which was 
set forth by Comrade Kim II Sung and carried into effect bril- 
liantly in the guerilla bases under his leadership, a line most 
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awaken the people and organize and mobilize them to the anti- 
Japanese struggle. 

Indeed, the guerilla bases set up and consolidated by 
Comrade Kim II Sung played a great role as mighty rear 
bases giving support, material and manpower, to the Anti-Ja- 
panese Guerilla Army and as revolutionary bases instilling in 
the masses of the people a firm conviction of victory in the 
revolution, inspiring and encouraging them to the anti-Japan- 
ese struggle. 

The broad sections of patriotic people in our country in- 
cluding workers and peasants had an immense yearning for the 
revolutionary government and new system in the guerilla bases, 
defended them with their whole hearts and waged a vigorous in- 
defatigable anti-Japanese struggle, drawing great strength 
from their achievements. 

While strengthening the guerilla bases into strong for- 
tresses of the revolution, Comrade Kim II Sung waged an ener- 
getic struggle to promote the organizational and ideological 
preparations for the founding of a Marxist-Leninist Party, 
firmly build up the main force of the revolution, develop the 
united anti-Japanese national front movement and form a joint 
anti-imperialist front. 

In the course of the anti-Japanese armed struggle Comrade 
Kim 11 Sung adhered with all consistency to the line of steadi- 
ly expanding the revolutionary ranks by training a new gen- 
eration of Communists to firmly reinforce the organizational 
backbone for the founding of a Marxist-Leninist Party and, 
at the same time, winning the broad masses of the people over 
to the side of revolution. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught in the following vein: 

...The most important tiling in the preparations for the 
foundation of the Party is to foster and expand the ranks of 
Communists through the anti-Japanese armed struggle. The 
Communists tried and tested in the practical struggle will al- 
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ways and everywhere play the nuclear role in the conduct of 
our revolution. If we form the core with them and rally the 
revolutionary masses closely around It, we can found a Alarx- 
ist-Leninist Party and carry out the complex revolutionary 
tasks in hand correctly in whatever difficulties. 

So, in the course of the anti-Japanese armed struggle we 
should constantly expand and strengthen our armed ranks and 
foster and train. Communists in battles against the enemy.... 

To build Up a strong organizational backbone for the 
foundation of the Party, Comrade Kim II Sung formed organ- 
izations of the Communist Party and the Young Communist 
League in the Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army, the leading force 
of the Korean revolution, and energetically carried on day-to- 
day political work among the guerillas, thereby rearing them 
into indomitable Communists, competent political workers 
armed thoroughly with the revolutionary idea of Juche. 

While strengthening his leadership of the Communist 
Party and Young Communist League organizations in the 
guerilla bases. Comrade Kim II Sung also sent anti-Japanese 
guerillas and many political workers to the areas in enemy 
hands to organize and expand underground revolutionary or- 
ganizations and bring up progressive workers and peasants 
into Communists. 

Along with this, he organized and carried on a resolute 
struggle against factionalism, flunkeyism, and Right and 
Left opportunism within the ranks of the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle, thereby achieving the organizational and ideological 
unity of the Communists. 

Comrade Kim II Sung closely combined the work of mak- 
ing organizational and ideological preparations for the founda- 
tion of the Party with the struggle for firmly building up the 
internal revolutionary forces and forming a united anti-Japa- 
nese national front. 

Comrade Kim U Sung solidly built up the main force of 
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the revolution with the Communists reared in the revolution- 
ary practice as its leading force and on the basis of ccnsolida- 
tion of the alliance of the working class and the peasantry, or- 
ganized and expanded various types of anti-Japanese mass 
organizations and united broad anti-Japanese forces of all so- 
cial strata through the medium of those organizations. 

Comrade Kim II Sung devoted his energies to overcoming 
Right and Left deviations expressed in the work with the masses 
and to establishing the revolutionary work method and po- 
pular style of work in order to rally the revolutionary 
forces. 

In his address delivered in March 1933 to political work- 
ers operating among youth, Comrade Kim II Sung criticized 
the machinations of the factionalists — their Left tendency 
towards neglecting political work among the workers, peas- 
ants and youths and hindering the expansion of the revolution- 
ary organizations under the pretext of “keeping secrecy” and 
their Right deviation expressed in their unprincipled attempt 
to throw open the doors of the revolutionary organizations— 
and indicated concrete ways for the rapid expansion and 
strengthening of the revolutionary organizations and the im- 
provement of work with the masses. 

He taught that political workers operating among youth 
should know clearly that they were faithful servants of the peo- 
ple and go deep among the masses of the people to share sweets 
and bith-rs with them, have a correct understanding of the move- 
ments and demands of the masses of various social sections, 
awaken them by the method of explanation and persuasion, 
thereby organizing and enlisting them in the revolutionary 
struggle. 

Comrade Kim II Sung also taught that the reserve forces 
O: the re\o!ution should be solidly built up for victory in the 
crduous and protracted anti-Japanese armed struggle. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung said to the following effect: 



...Every member of ihe Young Communist League should 
always remember that an army which has no reserve forces 
is bound to suffer a reverse. At the present stage the anti-Ja- 
panese national-liberation struggle calls for an armed struggle, 
and the anti-Japanese armed struggle calls for the direct par- 
ticipation of the broad masses of the youth. The political 
workers operating among youth, therefore, should always bear 
In mind that victory can be won only when broad sec- 
tions of the youth are aroused in an organized way to 
continually strengthen the revolutionary forces and reserve 
forces.... 

This teaching of Comrade Kim II Sung served as an In- 
fallible guide for the Communists in the struggle for expand- 
ing and strengthening the revolutionary forces. 

Under the wise leadership of Comrade Kim II Sung, the 
Right and Left deviations and old bureaucratic method of 
work manifested in the work with the masses were remedied 
and new revolutionary work method and popular style of work 
took shape and, as a result, the broader masses were united in 
the revolutionary ranks. 

Comrade Kim II Sung took the lead in the struggle to 
cement the revolutionary solidarity with the people of the 
neighbouring country and. particularly, to materialize a joint 
anti-imperialist front with the armed anti-Japanese forces on 
a full scale in the struggle against the common enemy, Ja. 
panose imperialism. 

It acquired a very great significance to exert revolution- 
ary influence actively on the anti-Japanese units and draw 
them into the common struggle against imperialism at that 
time when the combat power of the Anti-Japanese Guerilla 
Army grew and strengthened and the internal forces of revo- 
lution were built up firmly. 

The anti-Japanese units that had been acting in concert 
with the Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army in the common struggle 
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to Koreans, labelling liu-m as "agents of Japanese imperial- 
ism” and "people seeking to eomtiiimi/e Alanelimia,” and went 
so far as to murder the guerillas. 

In this situation, it was the most urgent problem for (lie 
-development of the anti-Japanese armed struggle to awaken the 
anti-Japanese units and form a joint front with them. lint if 
was indeed a difficult and complicated problem, which nobody 
could readily solve. 

Only Comrade Kim II Sung, a great Marxist-1. eninist and 
outstanding strategist, could indicate the correct solution and 
successfully undo the problem. 

Comrade Kim II Sung adhered to the strategic line, of form- 
ing a joint front with the anti-Japanese units and consolidating 
and developing it even when there arose any complicated situa- 
tion in the relations between the Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army 
and those units, and proceeded from partial coalition to gen- 
eral coalition, from a lower form of common struggle to a 
higher form. And he overcame the Right and Left deviations 
in the work with the anti-Japanese units which were ex- 
pressed in separating the unity with their rank and file from the 
unity with their upper crust and absolutizing or laying one-sided 
stress on one of these unities, and set forth and skilfully applied

the tactical principle of properly combining the unity with the 
upper crust and the unity with the rank and file masses of the 
anti-Japanese units with the main stress on the latter, and oi 
linking struggle with unity by dearly distinguishing the dual 
character of their upper crust. 

In June 1933, Comrade Kim II Sung at his own risk held 
negotiations boldly with the command of the anti-Japanese 
units to form a joint front. 

The resolute stand and stubborn fighting spirit of Comrade 
Kim II Sung against the Japanese imperialists and the great 
successes made in the armed struggle by the Anti-Japanese 
Guerilla Army under his leadership, his lofty revolutionary 
spirit and great capacity for tolerance, sound logic and con- 
vincing explanation, compelled even the so unbendingly an- 
tagonistic upper crust of the anti-Japanese units to agree to 
form a joint anti-imperialist front. 

The relations with the anti-Japanese units that were dis- 
turbed due to the tricks of Japanese imperialists for national 
estrangement and to the reckless, Ultra-Leftist acts of the fac- 
tionalists, were improved successfully thanks to the devoted 
efforts and strenuous struggle of Comrade Kim II Sung and 
thus the enemy’s crafty tricks were frustrated and the revolu- 
tionary situation took a turn for the better 

The successful formation of a joint front with the anti- 
Japanese units represented a brilliant victory for the line of 
Comrade Kim II Sung on the joint anti-imperialist front and 
furnished another example in surmounting obstacles in the 
way of the anti-Japanese armed struggle. 

In September 1933, Comrade Kim 11 Sung victoriously 
conducted a large-scale battle on the Tungning county seat in 
concert with the anti-Japanese units and thus widely demon- 
strated the correctness and vitality of the line of joint anti- 
imperialist front, inspired and encouraged the anti-Japanese 
units which were very much wavering in the struggle against 
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the Japanese imperialists, and consolidated and developed the 
joint front with them. 

Comrade Kim II Sung dispatched many political workers 
to the anti-Japanese units in different areas to induce the class 
awakening of their rank and file, and, at the same time, or- 
ganized and conducted numerous large and small triumphant 
operations in alliance with the anti-Japanese units, thereby 
boosting their confidence in victory and constantly giving 
them revolutionary education and training, which led a great 
many anti-Japanese units to join the anti-Japanese allied 
forces. 

The formation of the joint anti-imperialist front by 
Comrade Kim II Sung and its strengthening and development 
proved a heavy political and military blow to the Japanese im- 
perialist aggressors, and also furnished a trail-blazing example 
in the international anti-fascist popular front movement. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung actively developed the joint anti- 
imperialist front to deal heavy blows to the Japanese im- 
perialist aggressors and, at the same time, extensively or- 
ganized and conducted the work of disintegrating the enemy 
from within by diverse methods by taking advantage of the 
national and class contradictions within the enemy forces. Thus, 
thanks to the skilful operations of the Anti-Japanese Guerilla 
Army for disintegrating the enemy forces, numerous soldiers of 
the puppet Manchurian army raised mutinies in succession and 
came over to the Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army, and many units 
of the puppet Manchurian army refused to fight the Anti-Japan- 
ese Guerilla Army. 

Comrade Kim II Sung, fortifying the guerilla bases rock- 
firm, defended them stoutly against the enemy’s invasion, and 
enetgetically expanded and developed the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle by relying on the guerilla bases. 

Flurried by the consolidation of the guerilla bases, the oper- 
ational base of the Korean revolution, and by their growing 
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influence, the Japanese imperialists took frantic military and 
political offensives, calling the guerilla bases a "cancer of 
peace in the East.” 

Having failed in their repeated military attacks on the 
guerilla bases, the Japanese imperialists set up "concentration 
hamlets” in the districts under their control, herded the in- 
habitants into them by force and introduced a mediaeval "col- 
lective watch system” in their efforts to cut the ties between 
the guerillas and the people and carried on vile sabotage 
manoeuvres to subvert the guerilla bases from within by mo- 
bilizing their espionage and hireling organizations and various 
propaganda means While carrying on such political and econ- 
omic blockade and subversive activities against the guerilla 
bases, the Japanese imperialists mobilized huge forces and 
resorted to the "scorched earth tactics” to burn all, kill all and 
loot all In the guerilla bases and to the “siege operations” 
to encircle and attack them for a long time 

But this frenzied general offensive of the enemy, too, was 
frustrated at every step by the correct measures and superb 
tactics adopted by Comrade Kim II Sung and his wise leader- 
ship. 

Already in the early days of the establishment of the gue- 
rilla bases, Comrade Kim II Sung foresaw this offensive of the 
enemy and steadily strengthened the combat capacity of the 
Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army, at the same time, he set forth 
the original line of arming the entire people and fortifjing the 
bases and established an all-people defence system. 

The all-people defence system established by Comrade 
Kim II Sung was a most powerful system of defence making it 
fully possible to repel the armed attack of any enemy with 
one's own strength. 

Armed with the great revolutionary ideas of Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the anti-Japanese guerillas and the people in 
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Kb pat dim,; it a-. tin- basic principle of guerilla warfare to 
wipe out as many enemies as possible while preserving the 
guerilla forces, Comrade Kim It Sung worked out and skilfully 
applied in actual battle the superb tactics that when the enemy 
makes a concentrated attack, the guerillas disperse and attack 
the enemy everywhere from behind to wipe him out, and when 
the enemy is dispersed, the guerillas attack and annihilate him 
with concentrated force. 

Comrade Kim II Sung resolutely rejected the reckless argu- 
ment of military adventurists who insisted on only direct con- 
frontation with the enemy overwhelmingly superior both in 
number and armament in defending the guerilla bases from the 
tenacious ‘‘siege operations” of the enemy, laid down the superb 
tactical line of combining active defensive battles with mobile 
operations to harass the enemy’s rear, and dispersion with 
concentration, and personally set the examples in the practical 
struggle and had them generalized in all guerilla units. Thus, he 
administered telling blows to the enemy and could heroically 
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safeguard the vast guerilla bases by thwarting the enemy's 
large-scale winter offensive against the guerilla bases in 
1933-1931 and his “siege operations" that continued sub- 
sequently. 

Recalling those days Comrade Kim II Sung said to the 
following effect: 

...Because we used this tactics, we could defend the guerilla 
bases for 4-5 years despite the enemy’s desperate offensives. 
At that time the Japs only hung about the highways around 
the towns, and could not go cut to the countryside freely. Had 
we any good arms at that time?

could heroically beat back, even with meagre arms, the huge 
attacking forces of the enemy outnumbering them scores of 
times, sometimes more than hundreds of times, and defend the 
guerilla bases to the last. 

In the early days when the guerilla army was organized 
and the struggle started, there was neither ready-made tactics 
of guerilla warfare nor military manual on guerilla activities. 

It was simply because Comrade Kim II Sung worked out

skilfully applied them in the course of practical struggle that 
till- Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army always secured definite ideo- 
logical and tactical superiority over the enemy and could hold 
Hie initiative and win brilliant victories in the defensive battles 
for tin- guerilla liases and all other battles.

pecially those children who came to the guerilla bases after 
their parents had been killed by the enemy. He looked after all 
aspects of the life of the people in the bases with paternal care, 
even seeing to the work of getting clothes and beddings for the 
children and supplying medicaments to the old and infirm and 
the sick. 

When the people in the bases suffered from hard life owing 
to the protracted encirclement and attack by the enemy, 
Comrade Kim II Sung, while organizing and commanding de- 
fensive battles for the bases, personally went out to the enemy- 
controlled areas in defiance of danger and attacked the enemy s 
convoys and logistical depots to capture large quantities of 
vital goods such as provisions, clothes and footwear, which he 
divided among the people. 

Upholding the teachings of Comrade Kim II Sung, the gue- 
rillas and the people in the bases who enjoyed such a profound 
love and care of the Leader, pounded on the enemy incessant- 
ly with redoubled courage even in the midst of manifold diffi- 
culties and defended the guerilla bases — the revolutionary gains 
won at the cost of blood— to the last. 

This shining victory which was won in safeguarding the 
guerilla bases by repelling the enemy who made desperate at- 
tacks with huge forces equipped with the latest weapons, was 
the outcome of the distinguished leadership and evcr-victorious 
brilliant strategy and tactics of Comrade Kim II Sung, and 
was the fruit of the mass heroism displayed by the guerillas 
and the people of the bases who, educated by him and trust- 
ing and revering him boundlessly, fought in monolithic unity 
around the Leader. 

The heroic struggle of the anti-Japanese guerillas and the 
people in the guerilla bases who defended the bases at the cost 
of their lives enduring the rigorous ordeals for such a long 
period, is an immortal heroic epic inscribed by the Korean peo- 
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pie in their glorious revolutionary history under the leadership 
of Comrade Kim II Sung. 

In March 1934, Comrade Kim II Sung organized the Ko- 
rcan People’s Revolutionary Army by reforming the organiza- 
tional system of the Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army in order to 
further strengthen and develop the anti-Japanese armed strug- 
gle. 

By conducting numerous battles including Lotzekou bat- 
tle and other large-scale attacks on towns, ambushes and as- 
saults in command of the People’s Revolutionary Army units 
which had grown and gained in strength, Comrade Kim fl Sung 
dealt serious blow's to the enemy in succession. In the mean- 
time, he strengthened political work among the people in the 
areas in enemy hands w’ith a view to mobilizing broad seg- 
ments of the people to the anti-Japanese struggle. In partic- 
ular, he dispatched many People’s Revolutionary Army details 
and political workers into the homeland to step up the anti- 
Japanese struggle of the people at home 

The details and political workers sent into the homeland 
carried out daring combat activities in the northern border 
areas including Musan, Yuson, Onsong and Kyongwon coun- 
ties, thus demonstrating the power of the armed struggle. In 
the meantime, they set up secret camps in the northern parts 
of Korea and, operating from those camps as their bases, ex- 
tended the sphere of their activities to the industrial centres, 
ports, mining districts and rural areas, organized and conducted 
brisk political work among the vast masses of the people, thus 
arousing them to the anti-Japanese struggle 

With the growth of the influence of the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle and the activities of the political workers, the 
anti-Japanese struggle of the masses of the people in- 
cluding strike struggles of the workers and the tenancy 
disputes of the peasants took place vehemently in all parts of 
the country. 
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anti^'Minsacngdan*’ struggle in an Ultra-Leftist way, taken in 
by the crafty estrangement policy of the Japanese imperialists, 
and thereby hindered the just struggle of the Korean Commun- 
ists for national liberation and caused a big crack in the unity 
and cohesion of the revolutionary ranks. Particularly while 
Comrade Kim II Sung was away on an expedition to northern 
Manchuria, the great-power chauvinists, and the factionalists 
fawning upon and kowtowing to them, took advantage of it and 
openly perpetrated the villainous acts of wrecking the revolu- 
tionary ranks by conducting the anti-"Minsaengdan” struggle 
in a more ultra-Leftist way. 

Those political ignoramuses killed Korean Communists 
and revolutionary people or expelled them from the revolu- 
tionary ranks, pinning to them the label of "Mtnsaeng* 
dan” at random. In particular, the great-power chauvinists 
branded those who only mentioned the Korean revolution as 
“Minsncngdan elements,” as “national egoists" and persecuted 
them, identifying the revolutionary slogans of the Korean peo- 
ple for national liberation with the reactionary slogan of "na- 
tional autonomy" put up by the “Minsnengdan.” This gave rise 
to an ugly situation in which comrades could not trust each 
other, people in the bases became dispirited and uneasiness 
grew every day. 

The Korean revolution was faced with a really serious 
crisis. 

No one dared to come out in the struggle for saving the 
situation in the dreadful atmosphere in which dire persecution 
would ensue if anyone should have merely showed signs of 
his sympathy with a comrade who was falsely accused of being 
a member of the “Minsaengdan." 

The people in the bases impatiently waited for Comrade 
Kim II Sung to return from the expedition at an early 
date. 

This grave situation could be overcome only by Comrade 
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Kim 11 Sung who possessed an unfailing fidelity to revolution- 
ary principle, a lofty spirit of always dedicating his all to the 
struggle for the interests of the revolution and an indefatigable 
will and stubborn revolutionary mettle. 

in the spring of 1935, soon after his return from the north- 
ern Manchurian expedition, Comrade Kim 11 Sung convened 
the Tahongwae and Yoyonggu Conferences and waged a 
daring struggle to decidedly smash the manoeuvres of the 
great-power chauvinists and factionalists and to set right the 
anti-“Minsaengdan” struggle. 

Comrade Kim II Sung scathingly exposed and denounced 
the wrong views of the great-power chauvinists who disapproved 
of the national revolutionary duties, identifying the revolution- 
ary slogans of the Korean people for national liberation with 
the reactionary “Minsaengdan” slogans and opposing the na- 
tional duties of the Korean Communists to their international 
duties, and rightfully clarified the line of Juche and indepen- 
dent stand on the Korean revolution. 

Comrade Kim II Sung made it clear that it was an in- 
violable, legitimate right and lofty revolutionary duty of the 
Korean people that the Korean Communists and the Korean 
people assumed the responsibility for the revolution of their 
country and struggled for the Korean revolution. He also elu- 
cidated the fact that it was not an act of national egoism but, 
on the contrary, conformed to the principle of proletarian in- 
ternationalism and contributed to the development of the in- 
ternational revolutionary movement that the Communists of 
eeUi country should successfully carry out the revolution of 
their country. 

Comrace Kim II Sung sharply castigated the intolerable 
cri..tmai ects of the Left chauvinists and the factionalists who, 
duped by the cunning policy of the Japanese imperialists for 
r. oti .’.it i estrangement, contounded friend with foe and were 
c.s. t.ng tiie revolutionary ranks, and put up a tenacious 






struggle in defence of the interna! revolutionary forces and the 
unity and cohesion of the revolutionary ranks. 

Comrade Kim ft Sung taught that a revolutionary comrade 
should be duly judged mainly by his practical struggle, not by 
any preconception or prejudices, and that comrades should al- 
ways be trusted and the unity and cohesion of the revolutions! y 
ranks firmly safeguarded.

As a result, they fought valiantly in the whole course of the 
anti-Japanese armed struggle as faithful revolutionary soldiers 
of Comrade Kim II Sung, giving full play to their indomitable 
revolutionary spirit. 

The grave crisis of the Korean revolution caused by the 
great-power chauvinists and the factionalists was thus over- 
come thanks to the principled and staunch struggle of Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the great Leader of revolution, and the Korean 
revolution was able to continue to advance dynamically along 
the great revolutionary line of Juche originated by him. 

Through the struggle for overcoming the Left deviation in 
the anti-“Minsaengdan” struggle, the manoeuvres of the great- 
power chauvinists and factionalists who had hindered the im- 
plementation of the revolutionary line of Juche advanced by 
Comrade Kim II Sung were completely shattered and the Left 
adventurism, dogmatism, flunkeyism and factionalism implant- 
ed and encouraged by them were surmounted. As a result, the 
unity and cohesion of the revolutionary ranks were achieved 
and the internal revolutionary forces of the Korean people could 
be built up more solidly. 

All those who had suffered from the hard and bitter trials 
of the anti-“Minsaengdan” struggle trusted and looked up ever 
more heartily to Comrade Kim II Sung, the great Leader and 
outstanding Leader of the Korean revolution, and marched 
forward vigorously along the road indicated by him in monoli- 
thic unity around him. 

After the Yoyonggu Conference, Comrade Kim II Sung, in 
conformity to the new situation created and to the requirements 
of the development of the armed struggle, dissolved the fixed 
guerilla base-liberated areas for further advance and sent out 
the units of the People’s Revolutionary Army to vast areas of 
Korea and northern and southern Manchuria to switch over 
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to an active offensive against the Japanese imperial- 
ists. 

In the summer of 1935 Comrade Kim II Sung advanced 
to northern Manchuria personally in command of the main 
force of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army and admin- 
istered severe blows to the enemy repeatedly by conducting 
large-scale mobile operations over vast areas around Ningan 
and Emu districts till January 1936, thus widely demonstrating 
the great fighting power of the Korean People’s Revolutionary 
Army. Desides, he dispatched excellent commanders and gue- 
rillas to the People’s Revolutionary Army units in northern 
Manchuria to firmly build them up politically and militarily, 
and inspired the masses of the people with confidence in vic- 
tory, thus making the flames of revolution rage over vast areas 

The course of struggle in the period up to early 1936 after 
Comrade Kim II Sung founded the Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army 
and started the anti-Japanese armed struggle was, externally, 
a course of a bloody struggle to repulse the frenzied punitive 
offensives of Japanese imperialism, the formidable enemy, and 
expand and develop the armed struggle and, internally, was 
a path of an arduous struggle to shatter all sorts of harmful 
manoeuvres of the Left opportunists, factionalisls and great- 
power chauvinists within the revolutionary ranks and to es- 
tablish Juchc in the Korean revolution, expand the revolution- 
ary ranks and achieve their unity and cohesion. 

The Korean revolution rode out all the difficulties and ad- 
vanced vigorously thanks to the wise leadership and brilliant 
strategy and tactics of Comrade Kim II Sung 

In the course of this struggle, the anti-Japanese guerillas 
and revolutionary masses were equipped more closely with the 
unitary ideology to acquire the rexolutionary trait of arming 
themselves with the revolutionary ideas of Comrade Kim II Sung 
and unconditionally carrying out the lines and policies set 
forth by him 



Ali these shining achievements and valuable experiences 
obtained under the leadership of Comrade Kim 11 Sung in the 
first half of the 1930's became solid assets in leading to 
a great upsurge the whole revolutionary movement of Ko* 
rea centering on the anti-Japanese armed struggle. 
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In the latter half of the 1930’s Comrade Kim II Sung set 
forth a new strategic and tactical line to bring about a great 
upswing in the general revolutionary movement of Korea 
centering on the anti-Japanese armed struggle. 

In February 1936 Comrade Kim II Sung convened the 
Namhodu Conference and put forward a new strategic and 
tactical line, and further concretized it at the Tonggang Con- 
ference in May the same year. 

In the mid-1930's the Japanese imperialists busied 
themselves with expansion of the aggressive war on the con- 
tinent and further intensified their fascist suppression and 
economic plunder of the Korean people, while tr>mg frantically 
to stamp out everything of the Korean people that was nation- 
al. This led to further aggravation of the national contradic- 
tions between the Korean people and the Japanese imperialists 
and inflamed the anti-Japanese spirit of the Korean people ever 
higher. 

Having made a scientific analjsis of the situation, Comrade 
Kim 11 Sung advanced the line of forming a permanent organi- 
zation of the united .anti-Japanese national front embracing 
all the patriotic forces to expand and develop the united anti- 
Japanese national front movement rapidly on a nation-wide 
scale, and of stepping up more vigorously the struggle for 
founding a Korean Communist Party 

He also elucidated the line of advancing the Korean Pco* 
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pie’s Revolutionary Army (o the northern border areas of our 
country to administer heavier blows to the enemy and selling 
up bases of a new type around Alt. Paekdu-snn and, more, extend- 
ing the armed struggle deep into the homeland so as to 
further encourage and inspire the Korean people in their anti- 
Japanese struggle and strengthen the guidance of the Korean 
revolution as a whole. 

This line advanced by Comrade Kim II Sung was a saga- 
cious line which he hod elaborated on the basis of the combat 
achievements and valuable experiences gained in the early 
period of his revolutionary activities and in the subsequent few 
years of the anti-Japanese armed struggle; it most correctly 
reflected the objective requirements of the development of the 
revolution in keeping with the changing situation at home and 
abroad. 

This was the most correct line based on the unshakable 
position of Jtiche that the Korean people should solve all prob- 
lems arising in the carrying out of the Korean revolution on 
their own responsibility and in conformity io the actual con- 
ditions of their country, relying on their own strength. 

This line marked a great turning-point in the development 
of the revolutionary movement in our country. 

The formulation of the line made it possible to establish 
Juche more thoroughly in the Korean revolution, overcome 
great-power chauvinism, flunkeyism and dogmatism and bring 
about a new, great upsurge in the Korean revolution. 

Upholding the great line set forth by him and his sa- 
gacious leadership and taking a boundless pride in the revolu- 
tion and firmly convinced of its victory, the Korean Com- 
munis s rose in high spirits in the struggle for carrying 
through this line. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung worked out a detailed plan and 

personally took the lead in the struggle for the execution of 
this great line. 
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On May 5, 193G, Comrade Kim II Sung founded the As- 
sociation for the Restoration of the Fatherland (ARF), the first 
organization of the united anti-Japanese national front in our 
country, on the basis of long preparations and the experiences 
gained over many years. 

Comrade Kim It Sung was elected Chairman of the As- 
sociation for the Restoration of the Fatherland. 

The ARF was a permanent organization of the united 
anti-Japanese national front with its unique system and form 
of organization and, at the same time, a revolutionary organi- 
zation with the Communists as its core under the personal 
leadership of Comrade Kim 11 Sung 

The foundation of the ARF was a precious fruit of the great 
plan elaborated by Comrade Kim II Sung over a long period 
for the purpose of crushing Japanese imperialism and restoring 
the fatherland by uniting all the patriotic forces and of the 
sanguinary struggle for its realization; it was an event mark- 
ing a turn in the development of the anti-Japanese national-lib- 
eration struggle of our people. With the foundation of the ARF 
the long-chcrished desire of the Korean people to achieve 
the unity of the entire nation in the struggle against foreign 
imperialist aggressors was splendidly realized and the united 
anti-Japanese national front movement in our country entered 
upon a new stage of development. 

Founding the Association for the Restoration of the Father - 
land, Comrade Kim II Sung made public the Ten-Point 
Programme, the Inaugural Declaration and the Rules of the 
ARF, which were personally worked out by him 

In the Inaugural Declaration of the ARF Comrade 
Kim 11 Sung laid bare and denounced scathingly the exploita- 
tion. plunder and brutal suppression by Japanese imperialism, 
and appealed: All of the 23 million people, irrespective 
of the distinctions in their classes, sexes, positions, age, re- 
ligious beliefs, etc., should unite a* one and join the anti-Jap- 
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anese fatherland restoration front in such a way that those who 
have money donate money, those who have provisions contrib- 
ute provisions and those who have skill and learnings offer 
their skill and learnings. 

The Ten-Point Programme of the Association for the Res- 
toration of the Fatherland, drawn up personally by Comrade 
Kim II Sung, is as follows: 

"1. A broad united anti-Japanese front shall be formed 
through the general mobilization of the Korean nation to over- 
throw the rule of the bandit Japanese imperialism and to 
establish a genuine people’s government in Korea. 

2. Japan and its puppet ’Manchukuo’ shall be overthrown 
by the Koreans resident in Manchuria through a close alliance 
of the Korean and Chinese nations, and a genuine national 
autonomy shall be effected by the Koreans resident within 
Chinese territory. 

3. The Japanese army, gendarmerie and police and their 
lackeys shall be disarmed and a revolutionary army which 
can fight truly for the independence of Korea shall be 
formed. 

4. All the enterprises, railways, banks, ships, farms and 
irrigation facilities owned by the Japanese government and 
Japanese individuals, and all the properties and land of the 
traitorous pro-Japanese elements shall be confiscated to obtain 
funds for the independence movement and, partly, for the re- 
lief of the poor. 

5. The credits and all taxes and the monopoly system im- 
posed by the Japanese and their lackeys on the people shall 
be abolished; the livelihood of the masses improved; and the 
national industry, agriculture and trade developed smoothly. 

6 . Freedom of speech, the press, assembly and association 
shall be won: pursuance of the terrorist policy and encourage- 
ment of feudalistic thoughts by the Japs be rejected; and all 
political offenders released. 
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7. Inequality between the nobility and the commonalty 
and other inequalities shall be removed; human equality Ir- 
respective of sex, nationality and religion be ensured; the 
social status of women elevated and their personality be re- 
spected. 

8. Slave labour and slave education shall be abolish- 
ed; forced military service and military education of the youth 
and children be rejected; education carried on In our speech 
and letters, and compulsory free education introduced. 

9. The eight-hour day shall be introduced; working con- 
ditions be improved; wages raised; labour law adopted; a law 
on various insurances for the workers be enacted by the state 
organ; and the unemployed working masses be relieved. 

10. A close alliance shall be formed with those nations 
and states that approach the Korean nation on an equal foot- 
ing; and comradely friendship be maintained with those stales 
and nations that express good will and neutrality towards our 
national-liberation movement." 

The Ten-Point Programme of the ARF was a programme 
which organically combined and most correctly reflected the 
fundamental demands of the working class and the interests 
of various strata of the people in the stage of the anti-impe- 
rialist, anti-feudal democratic revolution, and, at the same time, 
it was an original programme expressing all the fundamental 
tasks to be fulfilled by the Marxist-Lcnimst Party in this 
stage of the revolution. 

This was a revolutionary programme which envisaged open- 
ing up a favorable phase for the carrying out of the tasks of 
the socialist revolution by thoroughly fulfilling the tasks of the 
anti-imperialist, anti-feudal democratic revolution, and which, 
for the present, aimed at general mobilization of the workers, 
peasants and all other sections of the masses who were against 
Japanese imperialism, to the fulfilment of the tasks of anti-im- 
perialist national liberation. 
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The Ten-Point Programme of the ARF is a spiendid embod- 
iment of the great idea of Jucfie of Comrade Kim Ii Sung, the 
brilliant Leader of the Korean revolution and an outstanding 
Marxist-Leninist, and is an immortal document which is an 
original development of Marxist-Leninist theory. 

Being the most correct revolutionary Marxist-Leninist pro* 
gramme, the first of its kind in the revolutionary history of our 
people, the Ten-Point Programme of the ARF served the Korean 
people as a beacon clearly showing them the goal of struggle 
and vistas of the revolution and as an eternal banner for the 
Korean revolution. 

The Programme became the political and ideological basis 
for firmly guaranteeing the unity and cohesion of the ranks of 
the communist and national-liberation movements in Korea by 
knitting them together with one and the same goal of struggle 
set by Comrade Kim II Sung. 

The Ten-Point Programme of the ARF had a grip on 
the masses of the people with a great revolutionary attrac- 
tion. 

In his work "How to Organize the Anti-Japanese Movement 
of the Broad Masses in Korea?" which was written in the spr-

As a programmatic document giving a scientific elucida- 
tion to the practical ways of the struggle which the Korean 
omniums s rad to wage for the time being in accordance with 
ie line on the united anti-Japanese national front, the work of 
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Comrade Kim II Sung: which was pervaded with the idea of 
Juchc served as a guide to action in organizing and mobilizing 
the people of all walks of life vigorously to the anti-Japanese 
struggle.

Comrade Kim II Sung extended the organizational networks 
of the ARF throughout the country by dispatching best poli- 
tical workers to all parts of the homeland and, at the same 
time, personally directing the Communists at home. 

In the Changpai areas there was formed the Changpai 
county committee of the Association for the Restoration of the 
Fatherland under the personal guidance of Comrade 
Kim II Sung, and it had many subordinate organizations under 
it; and the organizational networks of the ARF penetrated deep 
into the homeland and were extended rapidly to various local- 
ities, one of the examples being the formation of the National 
Liberation Union of Korea, an organization of the ARF at 
home. 

The organizational networks of the ARF expanded rapidly 
with a well-regulated system under various names over North 
and South Hamgyong Provinces, North and South Pyongan 
Provinces, Kangwon Province, Kyonggi Province, South Kyong- 
sang Province and other parts of the country and vast areas 
of Manchuria.

"The fact that in only a few months following Its founda- 
tion the Association for the Restoration of the Fatherland united 
under it hundreds of thousands of people of various social strata 
in our country shows what a great trust the ARF enjoyed among 
our people. 

"The Association for the Restoration of the Fatherland 
played a great role In explaining the alms and tasks of our na- 
tional-liberation struggle to the broad masses of the people and 
enlisting and rallying all the patriotic forces of Korea under the 
banner of Joint struggle for the liberation of the fatherland." 

With the successful organization and unfolding of the unit- 
ed anti-Japanese national front movement, powerful internal 
revolutionary forces of the Korean people were built up and 
the revolutionary movement in Korea achieved a big advance- 
ment with the anti-Japanese armed struggle as the 
axis. 

Comrade Kim II Sung organized and carried on the united 
anti-Japanese national front movement in close combination 
with the anti-Japanese armed struggle in keeping with the re- 
quirements of the developing situation, and thus dealt mortal 
blows militarily and politically to Japanese imperialism, one of 
the main forces of international fascism, and made a great con- 
tribution to developing the united anti-imperialist front move- 
ment on an international scale. 

The excellent realization of the united anti-Japanese na- 
tional front and the immortal achievements in the united anti- 
Japanese national front movement in our country were precisely 
a result of the wise leadership of Comrade Kim 11 Sung, the 
brilliant Leader of the Korean revolution, and a splendid fruit 
of his great idea of Juche. 

With the revolutionary influence of the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle growing rapidly all over the country and the organi- 
zational networks of the ARF extending under the personal 
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leadership of Comrade Kim 11 Sung, the support and encourage- 
ment of the masses of the people to the Korean People's Revolu- 
tionary Army were further strengthened. 

The whole-hearted assistance rendered by the revolution- 
ary masses to the anti-Japanese guerilla units in the whole 
course of the anti-Japanese armed struggle was an expression 
of their boundless trust in and reverence for Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the great Leader of the Korean revolution, 
which stemmed from their keen realization that the Korean 
People’s Revolutionary Army led by him was precisely an army 
fighting truly for their freedom and liberation.

Only when we trust the people and 
rely firmly on them in our struggle can we achieve our aims.... 

Comrade Kim II Sung always defended the interests of the 
people thoroughly and, regarding the people’s sufferings as his 
own, exerted all his endeavours to relieve them. 

The profound love and solicitude of Comrade Kim II Sung 
for the people evoked from them infinite respect for and deep 
trust in him and brought them to assist the Korean People’s 
Revolutionary Army with all sincerity. 

Particularly, Comrade Kim II Sung, while organizing and 
guiding the united anti-Japanese national Iron! movement, 
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pushed ahead more energetically with the organizational and 
Ideological preparations for founding a Korean Communist 
Parly on a nation-wide scale.

In connection with the question of founding the Party 
Comrade Kim II Sung grasped the actual conditions of the 
Communists at home and admonished them against indulg- 
ing in polemics based on erroneous arguments, and showed 
them the correct way to its foundation He assigned them con- 
crete tasks with regard to organizing Communist circles at 
home and personally guided their work. 

Also, Comrade Kim II Sung, thoroughly repudiating the 
tendency of flunkeyism to found the Party by rcljing on foreign 
forces, clarified the firm position of pushing ahead indepen- 
dently and creatively with the preparations for the foundation 
of the Party in conformity to the historical conditions and the 
actual situation in the communist mo\cment of our country, 
and fought resolutely for its realization 

Comrade Kim II Sung steadily expanded the ranks of 
Communists amidst the practical struggle— the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle and the united anti-Japanese national front 
movement — and brought them up into staunch Communists 
through day-to-day education and organizational life. He direct- 
ed the Party and Young Communist League organizations 
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in the detachments to intensify the education of the guerillas, 
and personally went down to the detachments quite often to 
educate the guerillas or to attend Party meetings and teach 
scrupulously how to strengthen the organizational life. 
Thanks to the wise leadership of Comrade Kim 11 Sung, a new 
generation of Communists of worker and peasant origins 
boundlessly loyal to the Leader and the revolution were reared 
in large numbers in the crucible of the arduous armed struggle, 
the organizational backbone for the foundation of a Party 
was firmly built up and the ranks of Communists were organi- 
zationally united and their purity ensured.

In the course of the struggle for implementing the revolu- 
tionary line and strategy and tactics worked out by Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the Communists ensured the complete and un- 
conditional unity of thoughts, purpose and action on the basis 
of his revolutionary ideas. 

Comrade Kim II Sung also promoted energetically the work 
of laying the mass foundation for the founding of a Party 
in the course of the armed struggle and the united anti-Japanese 
national front movement. Under the personal leadership of 
Comrade Kim II Sung, the Communists went among the people 
at large, smashed the anti-communist propaganda of the enemy 
and worked devotedly for the people, which brought the people 
to realize that the Communists were true patriots of Korea 
and revolutionaries fighting in defence of the interests of the 
people and to express deep trust in and support for the Com- 
munists. Through the struggle for building up the mass founda- 
° r * 1G es ^ a ^‘ s ^ mcr d of the Party, the essentia! drawbacks 
of the communist movement of our country in the preceding 
period were overcome and the Communists won the great con- 
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fidencc of (he masses of the people and took deep root in them. 

In this way Comrade Kim II Sung made full organizational 
and ideological preparations for founding a Korean Communist 
Party and firmly built up the revolutionary forces for further 
development of the Korean revolution in the course of the pro* 
traded revolutionary struggle 

Comrade Kim II Sung extended the scope of the armed 
struggle to the depths of the homeland to bring the Korean 
revolution to a great upsurge. 

In those days, the Japanese imperialist aggressors made 
frantic attempts to strangulate our nation with their story “Jap- 
an and Korea is one" or "The Japanese and the Koreans are 
descended from one and the same ancestor,” while perpetrating 
outrageous fascist suppression and robbery to turn Korea into 
a "supply base" and "solid rear" for their invasion of the coni 
tinent. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung convened the Sogang Conference in 
March 1937 where he set forth a strategic line for the sorties of 
the units of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army deep into 
the homeland with the aim of dealing heavier blows to the Jap* 
anese Imperialist aggressors and, at the same time, of instilling 
confidence in victory and lighting a torch of struggle in every 
heart of the Korean people who were in a dark plight. 

On June 4, 1937 Comrade Kim II Sung, personally leading 
the main force of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army, 
advanced on Pochonbo, a place of strategic importance for the 
enemy. 

Breaking through the frontier guard line loudly advertised 
by the enemy as an "iron wall," the Korean People's Revolu- 
tionary Army units under the direct command of Comrade 
Kim II Sung made an assault on Pochonbo and wiped out the 
ruling apparatuses of the Japanese imperialists, showering a 
lire of revenge on the enemy. 

The furious flames of revolution that flared up into the 



nocturnal sky over Pochonbo struck terrors into the brigandish 
Japanese imperialists and illumined the road to national resur- 
rection for the Korean people who were filled with resentment. 

With regard to the great historic significance of the Pochon- 
bo battle, Comrade Kim 11 Sung said as follows: 

"The significance lies not in the fact that we killed a few 
Japs but in the fact that the Pochonbo battle threw revolutionary 
rays of hope inspiring confidence that the Korean people were 
not dead but were alive and they could beat Japanese imperial- 
ism if they fought against it. The Pochonbo battle declared to 
the whole world: the Korean people resist Japanese imperialism; 
they do not accept the idea that Korea and Japan is one; the 
Japs and the Koreans are not of the same ancestry; the Ko- 
reans do not join the Japs in invading China; the Koreans 
will not abandon their mother tongue, nor will they change 
their surnames into those of the Japs; the Korean people are 
not dead but are alive; and they can beat the Japs if they fight 
against them. This is the strategic significance of the Pochonbo 
battle. Herein lies the historic significance of the Pochonbo 
battle." 

The news of the advance of the Korean People’s Revolu- 
tionary Army to the homeland under the personal command of 
Comrade Kim II Sung and its victory in the Pochonbo battle 
spread to every nook and corner of the country like a flash of 
light to fan the flames of fierce struggle among tire people. 

The triumph in the Pochonbo battle instilled in the Korean 
people an unshakable confidence in the restoration of the father- 
land and gave a powerful impetus to the anti-Japanese national- 
liberation struggle in our country.

the Japanese imperialist aggressors. At the same time, he em- 
phasized that more political workers should he. scut deep into 
the homeland to continue to expand the united anti-Japanese 
national Iront movement and extensively organize and unfold 
mass strike and sabotage struggles against Japanese imperial- 
ist war of aggression. Particularly, he appealed that prepara- 
tions should be made for an all-people resistance war so that 
people might wage a decisive struggle in all parts of our coun- 
try in combination with the military activities of the Korean 
People’s Revolutionary Army. 

The appeal of Comrade Kim 11 Sung aroused the Korean 
People’s Revolutionary Army and the entire people to a new 
struggle. 

In accordance with the line advanced by Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the units of the Korean People’s Revolutionary 
Army conducted fierce rear-harassing operations such as as- 
saulting towns and destroying the enemy’s military installa- 
tions and thus gave telling blows to the enemy. Quite a num- 
ber of political workers were also sent out to important mil- 
itary bases, war-industrial districts and various other areas 
in the depths of the homeland to enlarge the organizational 
networks of the Association for the Restoration of the Father- 
land and organize and mobilize the broad masses to a strug- 
gle for the implementation of Comrade Kim II Sung’s appeal. 

Thus, in response to the militant appeal of Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the workers dislocated the production of war 
supplies^ and projects for expansion of military installations 
by continued and vigorous large-scale strikes and sabotages 
against the aggressive war of Japanese imperialism, while 
the peasants fought stubbornly against the Japanese imperial- 
ists policy of forcible expropriation and for tenant-rights and 
reduction of farm-rents. 

The struggles of people from all walks of life at that time 
were united and organized under the banner of the united anti- 
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Japanese national front; they were unfolded vigorously in close 
combination with the struggle against the war policy of Jap- 
anese imperialism. 

As the anti-Japanese revolutionary struggles of the Korean 
people centering around the anti-Japanese armed struggle grew 
fiercer stil! on a nation-wide scale, the Japanese imperialists 
were utterly dismayed. 

The Japanese imperialists extensively reinforced their 
guard line along the frontiers and concentrated their forces on 
"security for national defence,” while resorting to a wholesale 
"punitive operation" against the Korean People’s Revolutionary 
Army with a view to suppressing the anti-Japanese armed strug- 
gle waged to make incessant attacks on them in the rear. At the 
same time the Japanese imperialists were running amuck to des- 
troy the subordinate organizations of the ARF in the border 
zone and in our country and to arrest and imprison innumerable 
Communists and revolutionary people. 

To cope with the ever intensified vicious offensive of the 
Japanese imperialists. Comrade Kim 11 Sung personally led the 
main force of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army to give 
fatal blows to the enemy by surprise attacks everywhere, and 
took a series of measures for dispatching the details and small 
groups of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army to the border 
zone and deep into the homeland to save and regroup the rev- 
olutionary organizations and strengthen the guidance of them. 

In the winter of 1937, Comrade Kim II Sung deftly threw 
the oncoming enemy off the track and arranged and guided in- 
tensive winter political and military studies for the units of the 
Korean People’s Revolutionary Army. 

Through his work "The Tasks of the Korean Communists,” 
Comrade Kim II Sung brought the guerillas to have a clear 
understanding of the character and tasks of the Korean revolu- 
tion and taught them to fight, firmly maintaining the stand of 
luchc. 
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Later at the Nampaeja Conference in November 1938, 
Comrade Kim II Sung reviewed the activities of the past period 
and set forth a specific line of combat for establishing Iticha 
more firmly in the struggle, actively smashing the malicious, 
reactionary offensive of the enemy and continuously leading the 
Korean revolution to an upsurge. 

At the conference, Comrade Kim 11 Sung laid stress on 
firmly building up the armed ranks and incessantly annihilating 
the enemy by means of mobile operations of large units to cope 
with the manoeuvres of the enemy. 

And Comrade Kim II Sung pointed out that units 
of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army would have to go 
again into the zone along the River Amnok-gang and further 
intensify military and political activities in the border zone and 
deep in the homeland, restore and expand the revolutionary 
organizations and call the broad masses of the people vigorous- 
ly to the anti-Japanese struggle. 

In accordance with Comrade Kim II Sung’s line, forces 
of the units were reorganized and their spheres of action were 
designated at the conference. 

The line set forth by Comrade Kim II Sung was a sagacious 
one for solving all problems from the standpoint of Juche under 
all complex and arduous circumstances, for actively breaking 
through the difficulties on the road of the advancing revolu- 
tionary movement, and continuously leading the Korean revo- 
lution to an upsurge. 


ter the conference Comrade Kim II Sung, personally 
ea mg the main force of the Korean People’s Revolutionary 
rm^, riumphantly directed the arduous struggle to advanci 
aga.n to the areas contiguous to the northern frontiers of oui 
country from the end of 1938 to the spring of 1939, crushing 
the desperate attacks of the enemy. 

T , C ° Urse ^ marc h was tough and arduous, indeed 
Tie mam force of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army hac 
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to march through the snow more than a fathom deep in the- 
teeth of the cutting wind. The enemy made attacks without 
respite, hurling in huge troops, and there were unmitigated 
hunger and severe cold. In those arduous days. Comrade 
Kim II Sung, by dint of his excellent leadership and gifted 
guerilla tactics, firmly took the initiative and led the Korean 
People’s Revolutionary Army to victor}'. Under all arduous and 
complex circumstances he employed varied tactics confidently 
and skilfully to leave the numerically superior enemy forces 
in a passive position and give them an annihilating 
blow. 

In those days of fierce battle Comrade Kim II Sung edu- 
cated the guerillas in the revolutionary spirit and revolutionary 
optimism of bearing up in whatever distress and adversity, and 
personally bore the brunt of the difficulties and broke the re- 
peated deadlocks. Also, he valued and loved his men with pater- 
nal care, and this all the more so when in distress. In spite 
of fatigue, he would personally carry his men’s weapons and 
accouterments on Ins shoulders to help and encourage 
them, and portioned out to the men even a bowl of 
parched-rice powder that was lus own share. The love and 
care shown by Comrade Kim II Sung for the guerillas were as 
deep as would spring from the heart of a real father. Such 
paternal love and scrupulous care shown by Comrade 
Kim II Sung for the guerillas from the first days of the anti- 
Japanese armed struggle were a source of the great strength 
that closely knit together the ranks of the Korean People’s 
Revolutionary Army into one and enabled them to fight un- 
yieldingly and emerge victorious in face of any difficulty. 

The anti-Japanese guerillas fighting under the leadership 
of Comrade Kim II Sung, unconditionally carried his orders 
and Instructions through to the end in any adversity, even go- 
ing through lire and water, and resolutely defended politically. 
Ideologically and with their lives the headquarters of the Ko- 
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rean revolution where he was, against the incessant encircle* 

men! and attacks of the enemy. 

The course o{ this struggle recorded as “Arduous March” in 
the revolutionary history of our people was crowned with great 
victory thanks to the distinguished leadership, superb tactics, 
indomitable will and extraordinary revolutionary sweep of 
Comrade Kim II Sung. 

After finishing the Arduous March triumphantly Comrade 
Kim II Sung convened the historic Pukdaejongja Conference in 
April 1939. 

At the conference, Comrade Kim II Sung summed up the 
military activities of the winter of 1938 and put forward a line 
of struggle for the immediate future. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung stressed the need to keep advancing 
deep into the homeland, giving no breathing spell to the enemy 
who had sustained serious setbacks in the previous winter oper- 
ations and to further intensify political activities among the 
masses along with military actions. And he taught that when 
the enemy concentrated huge forces in the area southwest of 
Mt. Paekdu-san, the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army 
should quickly move to the area northeast of Mt. Paekdu-san, 
thereby throwing the enemy into confusion and creating favo* 
rable conditions for political and military activities. 

This line of Comrade Kim II Sung represented an active 
measure taken most correctly on the basis of his intelligent 
judgment on the situation and extraordinary revolutionary 
sweep, the wisest measure that guaranteed the continuous dev* 
elopment of the Korean revolution. 

After the conference Comrade Kim II Sung himself led the 
main force of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army to go over 
o a large-scale offensive and inflicted one blow after another on 
e enemy in the areas along the frontiers in preparation for a 
iarge-scale operation to advance deep into the homeland. 

In May 1939, Comrade Kim II Sung, personally leading the 
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main force, crossed (he River Amnok-gang again and conduct* 
cd operations to assault the Musan area. 

The Korean People’s Revolutionary Army units which 
launched into the Musan area under the personal command of 
Comrade Kim 11 Sung carried on operations in this area as long 
os a week, dealing stunning blows to the Japanese imperialist 
aggressors in many battles including the Taehongdan battle, 
while conducting brisk political work among the people. 

The advance of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army 
commanded personally by Comrade Kim II Sung on the Musan 
area and its victory in the battle there infused fresh strength in- 
to the people who had been dispirited temporarily at the enemy’s 
suppression and the wreck of the revolutionary organizations. 

The advance of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army 
units upon the Musan area, like the Pochonbo battle, 
was a historic operation that aroused the Korean people with 
greater force to the anti-Japanese struggle. 

The massive offensive of the Korean People's Revolutionary 
Army and its victory in the assaulting operations on the Musan 
area following the Pukdaejongja Conference shattered the de- 
ceptive demagogy of the Japanese imperialists against the Ko- 
rean People’s Revolutionary Army, imbued the people with firm 
confidence in victory of the revolution and called them to a po- 
sitive struggle against Japanese imperialism 

After the triumphant battle in the Musan area. Comrade 
Kim 11 Sung, in accordance with the line he had already ad- 
vanced, led the main force of the Korean People’s Revolution- 
ary Army into the area northeast of Mt Pnekdu-san and pound- 
ed hard on the enemy in succession, firmly taking the initiative. 
The quick change of the theatre of military activity was the 
wisest measure commensurate with the changing revolutionary 
situation at the time and the development of the guerilla strug- 
gle itself. 

When Comrade Kim II Sung had suddenly moved to the 
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area northeast of Mt. Paekdu-san, personally commanding the 
Korean People’s Revolutionary Army units, and conducted brisk 
political and military activities, the enemy, thrown into great 
confusion, ran helter-skelter and set up the "Punitive Command" 
in a hurry and, under the name of “clean-up campaign for 
security in the southeastern area," made a desperate attack 
on the units of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army by 
means of "blockade" and "encircling operations," mobilizing 
large troops numbering hundreds of thousands. 

To cope with the enemy’s offensive, Comrade Kim II Sung 
employed new guerilla tactics. 

Having seen through the insidious scheme of the enemy, 
Comrade Kim 11 Sung prearranged the course of the units’ mo- 
vement, and then conducted large-unit circuit operations, cons- 
tantly on the move not within the limits of a definite area but 
over the vast expanses around Mt. Paekdu-san to foil the ene- 
my’s scheme in good time, thereby leaving the enemy forces 
entirely in a passive position and annihilating them. 

Thanks to this brilliant guerilla tactics of Comrade 
Kim 11 Sung, the units of the Korean People’s Revolutionary 
Army administered heavy blows one after another to the enemy, 
sending him atrernble at a!! times with uneasiness and fear. 

While carrying on military activities to wipe out the enemy 
forces by his superb tactics, Comrade Kim II Sung sent small 
units of political workers to the border areas and deep into the 
homeland and guided the work of continuously developing the 
united anti-Japanese national front movement and of restor- 
ing and expanding the revolutionary organizations. 

Despite the strict watch of the enemy, the small units of 
political workers waged a tenacious struggle at all risks to 
thoroughly implement Comrade Kim 11 Sung’s line on the unit- 
ed anti-Japanese national front, and rebuilt and expand- 
e the revolutionary organizations in various parts of the 
country including the Musan area and in the vast areas 
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northeast of Ml. Packdu-san, rallying numerous people. 

Over the whole period of the anti-Japanese armed strug- 
gle Comrade Kim If Sung, taking into account the constantly 
changing and developing situation and the requirements of the 
revolutionary tasks, newly put forward and solved in a unique 
manner the strategic and tactical problems of the armed strug- 
gle such as the selection of 3reas for military activities, esta- 
blishment of various forms of guerilla bases, choice of the forms 
of guerilla struggle, and strengthening and development of the 
guerilla ranks, thereby perfecting the theory of guerilla warfare 
splendidly. 

Cven in the circumstances of such fierce battles during the 
anti-Japanese armed struggle. Comrade Kim II Sung showed 
deep concern for the political and military studies of the gue- 
rillas In order to strengthen the revolutionary ranks. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught to the following effect: 

...Without firmly arming the guerillas with communist 
Ideas It is Impossible to win victory In the protracted, arduous 
anti-Japanese armed struggle. Therefore, the military' training 
of the guerillas should be Intensified and, at the same time, their 
ideological education be strengthened.... 

Putting up the militant slogan "Study is the first and 
foremost task for the revolutionaries,” Comrade Kim II Sung 
armed the guerillas firmly with the revolutionary idea of Juchc 
and the Marxist-I.eninist theory to establish revolutionary world 
outlook thoroughly, and strove heart and soul to educate and 
rear them into indomitable revolutionary soldiers, into ardent 
Communists prepared politically and ideologically and in mil- 
itary techniques by closely combining practical struggle vilh 
political and military studies Comrade Kim II Sung himself 
delivered lectures to help the guerillas in their studies and 
guided their studies collectively or individually till late at night. 
And he personally wrote many books and teaching materials 
for the education of the guerillas 
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Japanese armed struggle, and fought for its implementation. 

The aggressive war ignited by the fascist countries had now 
been extended into World War II. At the time, the Japanese im- 
perialists openly revealed their sinister aggressive designs a- 
galnst the Soviet Union and Southeast Asia, while manoeuvring 
to bring the Sino-Japanese war to an early conclusion. To fulfil 
this wild ambition, the Japanese imperialists resorted to every 
possible means and method in their attempt to convert Korea 
and Manchuria into their “solid rear.” The Japanese imperialists 
concentrated all their strength first of all on the “complete des- 
truction" of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army which 
gave them grave menace from behind. The enemy hurled into 
the “punitive operations" the main force of the Kanto army 
one million strong and the Japanese imperialist aggressor 
army’s divisions stationed in Korea. 

What line of struggle was to be adopted In the newly 
created situation presented itself as a serious question on which 
depended the destinies of the anti-Japanese armed struggle and 
the whole Korean revolution. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung convened the Sohalbaryong Con- 
ference in August 19-10 and, on the basis of a scientific analysis 
of the obtaining situation and the balance of forces between 
the enemy and us, expounded a new strategic line for the deci- 
sive victory in the anti-Japanese armed struggle. 

Comrade Kim I] Sung, having gained a deep grasp on the 
trends and prospects of the situation at home and abroad, elu- 
cidated scientifically the fact that the fascist countries including 
Japanese imperialism would fall and the Korean revolution 
would certainly emerge victorious before long 

In the light of the development of the situation. Comrade 
Kim II Sung foresaw the future of the revolution and taught 
that many political and military cadres should be trained and 
the large-unit activities be turned into small-unit ones and the 
underground struggle be intensified to deal heavy blows in 
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succession to the Japanese imperialist aggressors and, at the 
same time, a nation-wide uprising should be prepared. 

The new line advanced by Comrade Kim II Sung, which 
reflected the requirements of the development of the situation 
most correctly, was the most positive, /ac/m-motivated line in- 
tended to deal blows in succession to the enemy by maintaining 
the political, ideological and tactical superiority in the guerilla 
warfare and, at the same time, to actively ride out the difficult 
situation of the moment by firmly building up the revolutionary 
forces of the Korean people and ensure the final victory for the 
Korean revolution centering around the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle. 

The correctness of the strategic line mapped out by 
Comrade Kim II Sung was confirmed clearly by the subsequent 
revolutionary practice. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that the Korean People's 
Revolutionary Army should conduct its military activities more 
quietly and carry on organizational and political work among 
the masses in strict secrecy, and suggested that temporary 
secret bases be set up as bases for its military and political 
activities. 

After the conference Comrade Kim II Sung divided the 
units of the Korean People's Revolutionary Army into scores 
of details and small groups, dispatched them to different areas 
and commanded their activities. 

In the spring of 1941, Comrade Kim II Sung advanced to 
the area of Antu and Yenchi counties in personal command 
of a detail and directed the activities of other details sent out 
to various places, while showing examples himself for (he de- 
tails in military activities. 

Under the direction of Comrade Kim II Sung, the details 
of the Korean Peoples Revolutionary Army dispatched to 
different places set up temporary secret bases in all areas 
where military activity was being conducted and, relying 
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these bases, carried out combat actions to attack by surprise 
and wipe out the enemy and conducted brisk political work 
among the masses of the people. 

In his speech before the commanders and soldiers of the 
Korean People’s Rcs-olutionary Army in June 19 II. Comrade 
Kitn II Sung clarified again the line of action for the immed- 
iate future to cope with the fast-changing situation at home 
and abroad. 

In his speech Comrade Kim II Sung made an analysis of 
the prevailing interna! and external situation and then taught 
that the more complex and difficult the situation became, the 
firmer confidence one should have in the victory of the revolu- 
tion, thoroughly establishing Juchc in all activities, and that the 
military and political activities should be further intensified 
to actively meet the great event of the country’s liberation 
and the revolutionary forces of the Korean people be built up 
more solidly. 

Upholding the teachings of Comrade Kim 11 Sung, the 
members of the details carried on brisk military and political 
activities on a nation-wide scale with firm faith in victory. 

Under the guidance of Comrade Kim II Sung guerilla de- 
tails intensified their military operations. A large number of 
small groups conducted their activities more actively than ever 
before in Unggi, Rojin. Chongjin. Hamhung, Pjongyang, 
Wonsan, Seoul, Inchon, Pus3n and many other places of our 
country. 

The details and small groups of the Korean People's Rev- 
olutionary Army, braving it out in the face of the close watch 
of the Japanese imperialists, gave fierce battles to assault the 
enemy and destroy railways, bridges and arms depots in various 
places, further stepped up military reconnaissance activities in 
anticipation of the forthcoming showdown battle. 

In the meantime, they rebuilt the wrecked revolutionary or- 
ganizations. formed and expanded new organizations, and ex* 
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plained and brought home to the broad sections of the people 
including the workers and peasants the great revolutionary 
ideas and revolutionary lines of Comrade Kim li Sung, thus 
instilling in them a firm conviction of victory in the revolution 
and arousing the people to the anti-Japanese, anti-war struggle. 

Thanks to the positive activities of the details and political 
workers of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army, the reputa- 
tion of the ever-victorious iron-willed brilliant commander 
Comrade Kim 11 Sung, coupled with the news about brilliant 
war results in the anti- Japanese armed struggle, spread widely 
to every nook and corner of the country, from the foot of Mt. 
Paekdu-san to Cheju-do Island. 

In the darkest days of Japanese imperialist rule, the Ko- 
rean people vigorously waged the anti-Japanese struggle in 
various forms, including strike and sabotage, against the Jap- 
anese imperialists’ plunder, forced military service and com- 
pulsory manpower draft, placing all hopes and expectation on 
the great Leader Comrade Kim 11 Sung. In those days, the 
move to join in the anti-Japanese armed struggle rapidly gained 
ground in a mass form among the people. 

Particularly, the working class and youths and students 
formed clandestine organizations and stepped up preparations 
for armed uprisings to join up with the Korean People’s Rev- 
olutionary Army under the leadership of Comrade Kim 11 Sung 
at the decisive hour.

Thus, the revolutionary spirit of the Korean people rose still 
higher to expedite the ruin of Japanese imperialism and achieve 
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the liberation of the fatherland under the leadership of Comrade- 
Kim II Sung, and all preparations were being made to hasterv 
the great revolutionary event actively. 

The Japanese imperialists facing their doom at the time 
made every desperate attempt to check the great force of the 
anti-Japanese armed struggle, but with no efforts could they 
check it, and with no frantic attempts could they break the 
revolutionary lighting will of the people. 

Comrade Kim II Sung devoted his energies to guiding the 
military' and political training of the main force of the Korean 
People’s Revolutionary Army, while directing the details in their 
operations. 

While closely equipping all the Korean People’s Revolution- 
ary Army personnel with the unshakable idea of Jttchc in- 
view of the trend of developments, Comrade Kim II Sung edu- 
cated and trained them into reliable pillars for the building of 
the Parly and the state in anticipation of the new struggle 
ahead. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung said in the following vein: 

...On no account should we hope to rely upon others In 
carrying out our revolution. Our revolution should be carried 
out In any case by our own efforts. 

Herein lies the great significance of our anti-Japanese 
armed struggle. 

Only by so doing can we meet the forthcoming great event 
with pride and carry out democratic construction on our own 
in the liberated fatherland.... 

Upholding the teachings of Comrade Kim II Sung, 
the entire commanding officers and men of the Korean People’s 
Revolutionary' Army devoted all their energies to arming them- 
selves thoroughly with his great idea of Juckc and intensifying 
the studies in Marxism-Leninism to prepare themselves firmer 
politically and ideologically. 

And Comrade Kim 11 Sung led his men to master military 
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techniques and further intensified their military training to 
cope with modern warfare and thus brought them up into 
competent military commanding personnel capable of skil- 
fully commanding battles in a large-scale modern war- 
fare. 

In his speech made before the entire members of the Ko- 
rean People’s Revolutionary Army in September 19J4 Comrade 
Kim It Sung summed up the military and political activities 
following the Sohaibaryong Conference and clarified the fight- 
ing tasks for the Korean Communists to carry out immediately 
in the prevailing situation. 

In those days the Japanese imperialists were pul entirely 
on the defensive on the main fronts of their aggressive war, and 
the hour of their doom was gradually approaching. 

Comrade Kim II Sung saw through the obtaining situation 
with a foresight and further intensified the activities of the 
details and military and political training of the main force to 
cope with the situation. In the meantime, he taught that pre- 
parations should be completed to attain the liberation of the 
fatherland through the general mobilization of the anti-Japanese 
forces of the Korean people and all thorough-going preparations 
be made to found the Party, establish a government and carry 
out democratic construction successfully in the liberated coun- 
try in the future. 

The historic speech of Comrade Kim II Sung was of tre- 
mendous significance in strengthening the internal forces of the 
revolution and ensuring the final victory for the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle, making political and ideological preparations 
for the building ol the country after liberation and firmly build- 
ing up the backbone force of the revolution. 

With the final victory of the anti-Japanese armed struggle 
within sight, Comrade Kim It Sung devoted all his energies to 
the preparations for it. 

Under the leadership of Comrade Kim II Sung the de- 
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tail operations of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army 
became active, military and political training was conducted 
for all the ordinary and special arms and the final battle pre- 
parations such as the formulation of operational plans and the 
formation of forces were completed. In the meantime, (he anti* 
Japanese struggle of the people forged ahead vigorously and 
arrangements were made actively for a nation-wide up- 
rising to join in the military actions of the Korean People’s 
Revolutionary Army. 

On August 9, 1915 Comrade Kim II Sung issued an order 
for the general mobilization of the Korean People's Revolu- 
tionary Army units to the sacred war to liberate the country. 

According to the operational plans of Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army units 
took part In the final, decisive battle to defeat Japanese im- 
perialism side by side with the Soviet troops. 

Units of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army advanc- 
ed to Rajin, Chongjin, Namyang and Unggi respectively and 
liberated many areas, and in concert with the struggle of 
the people crushed and wiped out everywhere the Kanto 
army of Japanese imperialism and its troops stationed in Ko- 
rea that offered resistance. 

The glorious anti-Japanese armed struggle organized and 
waged under the leadership of Comrade Kim II Sung for 15 
long years was crowned with a historic victory and our coun- 
try was liberated from the yoke of nearly *10 years of Japan- 
ese imperialist rule. 

The anti-Japanese armed struggle organized and waged 
under the leadership of Comrade Kim II Sung was a proud 
struggle in which the revolutionary mettle of the Korean peo- 
ple was demonstrated and the honour of the nation was de- 
fended, a great revolutionary struggle in which the independ- 
ence of the country and the liberation of the people were 
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achieved, and the most glorious revolutionary struggle in the 
course of which were scored the immortal achievements that 
are and will be the source of strength for the victory of our 
revolution. 

The brilliant victory of the anti-Japanese armed struggle 
Is the outcome of the sagacious leadership of the great Leader 
of revolution Comrade Kim II Sung who is an outstanding 
■Marxist-Leninist and peerless patriot. 

Thoroughly establishing Juche for the first time in the 
•history of the anti-Japanese national-liberation struggle and 
the communist movement in our country, Comrade Kim 11 Sung 
•developed Marxism-Leninism through its creative application 
•to the actual conditions of the Korean revolution, set forth the 
revolutionary line, strategy and tactics in an original way 
•and correctly organized and led the struggle for putting them 
into effect. 

For the first time, by Comrade Kim II Sung, Marxism- 
Leninism was applied to suit the realities of Korea and the 
•communist movement was closely linked with the revolu- 
tionary struggle of the Korean people for national libera- 
tion and social emancipation to develop in a single 
current. 

By organizing and leading the anti-Japanese armed strug- 
gle to victory, Comrade Kim II Sung defeated the Japanese 
•imperialists once for ail, changed the balance of class forces 
in our country decisively in favour of the revolution, and so- 
lidly built up the internal revolutionary forces of the Korean 
•revolution. 

Through the anti-Japanese armed struggle Comrade 
Kim II Sung substantiated that the armed struggle is the only 
Tight path to the final victory in the anti-imperialist national- 
liberation struggle against the counter-revolutionary forces 
•armed to the teeth. 

In the crucible of the anti-Japanese armed struggle 
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Comrade Kim I) Sung established the glorious revolutionary 
traditions, the historical roots of the socialist and communist 
revolution in our country. 

The revolutionary traditions established by Comrade 
Kim II Sung embody his great revolutionary ideas and saga- 
city of Ills leadership, his superb strategy and tactics and lofty 
virtues, his strong will and fidelity to the revolutionary princi- 
ple, and his revolutionary method and popular style of 
work. 

The brilliant revolutionary traditions whose main contents 
consist in the ideological system, lighting spirit, method and 
style oi work, experiences and achievements of the struggle 
attained by Comrade Kim II Sung in the years of the anti- 
Japanese armed struggle, constitute the most valuable revolu- 
tionary wealth and the solid assets and roots of the Korean 
revolution, that should be carried forward from generation to 
generation in an all-round way by our Party and people. 

It was thanks to the glorious revolutionary traditions esta- 
blished by Comrade Kim 11 Sung that the Korean people could 
found the Party and the people’s go\crnment without delay 
even under such complex circumstances after liberation and carry 
out all the democratic reforms successfully, found the Korean 
People’s Army with the anti-Japanese revolutionary fighters 
as its backbone and consolidate the revolutionary democratic 
base rock-firm politically, economical!) and militarily in a 
short span of time, win a great victory in the Fatherland Libe- 
ration War by defeating U.S. imperialism, the chieftain oi 
world imperialism, and push ahead vigorously with the social- 
ist revolution and building oi socialism. 

For his distinguished leadership and brilliant strategy and 
tactics which brought the anti-Japanese armed struggle to a 
victorious conclusion and for his boundless devotion to the peo- 
ple and lofty virtues. Comrade Kim tl Sung earned unquestion- 
ed prestige and profound confidence among the people, and 
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commanded the unbounded trust and respect ot the entire Ko- 
rean people as their great Leader. 

From the time when Comrade Kim II Sung undertook pre- 
parations for the organization of the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle, the Korean people fought in close unity around the 
Leader, looking up to him as the sun of the nation and firmly 
convinced that the revolution would certainly triumph so long 
as they had his sagacious leadership. 
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Having defeated the Japanese imperialists, Comrade

Amidst seething enthusiasm and joy with which the whole 
country was greeting him, over 100.000 working people held 
a grand mass rally in Pyongyang to welcome Comrade 
Kim II Sung’s triumphal return to the homeland. 

In his speech before the welcoming crowd, Comrade 
Kim II Sung made the following appeal: 

"Our nation has got rid of the 36-year long dark life and 
won liberation and freedom, and our country, the land of 
three thousand rl, now beams with hope like the shining morn- 
ing sun. 

“The time has now come for us Korean nation to unite our 
strength and march ahead to build a new, democratic country'. 
This great mission cannot be fulfilled by any party or indivi- 
dual alone. Tlte entire people who really love the country', the 
nation and democracy should fully unite and build our country 
tota a democratic, sarmfga and }ndtp?ndent siafa, cantriiwi- 
ing labour, knowledge, or money according to what they 
have.'' 

With emotion and excitement at the national liberation. 
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the Korean people upheld the call of the respected and beloved 
Leader Comrade Kim II Sung and set out to create a new his- 
tory of the country, crushing the colonial ruling machine of 
Japanese imperialism and exposing and denouncing the pro- 
Japanese elements and traitors to the nation. 

Immediately after the liberation an extremely complex 
situation prevailed in our country, and our people were con- 
fronted with new, grave difficulties. After the surrender of the 
Japanese imperialists, the U.S. imperialists who had long 
since been extending their crooked hands of aggression to our 
country, occupied South Korea unlawfully and made desperate 
efforts to turn the whole of Korea into their colony, into a 
military base for their Asian aggression, while suppressing the 
patriotic democratic forces and lining up the reactionary forces 
to consolidate their foothold. The reactionaries at home and 
abroad gathered in South Korea, and the previous lackeys of 
Japanese imperialism, having now become agents of U.S. im- 
perialism, manoeuvred insidiously against the Korean people. 
At such a time, the factionaiists, the Right and Left oppor- 
tunists crawled out and disguised themselves as a “patriot” or 
a “revolutionary” each, and engaged themselves in machina- 
tions to split the revolutionary forces and drive the people who 
rose in the building of a new country into confusion, saying 
that a bourgeois republic had to be set up, or that a socialist 
revolution had to be carried out. 

Which way to go? The people were quite at a loss. It 
was an urgent problem for the future of the revolution to 
show them a correct line of struggle and organize and mobil- 
ize the patriotic democratic forces for the implementation of 
the line. 

Comrade Kim II Sung made a scientific analysis of this 
very situation and taught that the communist ranks should be 
reorganized rapidly and broad masses of the people united and, 
on this basis, a struggle should be waged to thoroughly carry 
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out the democratic revolution against the remnant forces of 
imperialism and the feudal forces and build a unified, inde- 
pendent democratic state. Above all, he taught that the way 
to the unification of the country and the nation-wide victory of 
the revolution could be successfully opened up only when a 
powerful revolutionary base was built in the northern half in 
view of the aggressive policy of the U.S. imperialists. 

This revolutionary line elucidated by Comrade Kim II Sung 
was a most sagacious one for achieving the victory of the Ko- 
rean revolution on a country-wide scale, being a development, 
in conformity to the new situation, of the Ten-Point Programme 
of the Association for the Restoration of the Fatherland and 
of the line of establishing the revolutionary base set forth 
by him back in the >ears of the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle. 

Especially, the line of creating a democratic base set forth 
by him was a firm revolutionary line of Juche and thorough-

Having put forward the re\olutionary line. Comrade 
Kim Ii Sung set out to tackle, first of all. the work of founding 
a Mar.vist-Leninist Party in order to save the complex situa- 
tion speedily and lead the revolution victoriously. 

Only by founding the Party, the General Staff of the rev- 
olution, could the broad popular masses including the working 
class be united and the powerful revolutionary forces be built 
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up for the unification of the country and the nation-wide vic- 
tory of the revolution, and a powerful revolutionary democratic 
base be established in the northern half at the earliest date. 
The issue of founding the Party was realty the key problem de- 
ciding the destiny of the Korean revolution. 

There were many difficulties to tide over in founding the 
Party. 

The U.S. imperialists in South Korea ran amuck to line 
up the reactionaries at home and from abroad to pro- 
duce pro-U.S. reactionary political parties and suppress the 
revolutionary forces. On the other hand, the factionalists in 
South Korea who had wormed into the communist ranks, put 
up the signboard of a “Communist Party” each by deceptive 
and intriguing means with no foothold whatever among the 
masses, and dispatched their agents to different areas and 
were engrossed in whipping together forces for their respective 
factions. At the same time, the factionalists and provincialists 
in North Korea were busy trying to build up the foothold of 
their own factions and take hold of the “hegemony.” 

The issue of founding the Party under such complex and 
confused circumstances could be successfully settled only by 
Comrade Kim II Sung who had laid the organizational and 
ideological groundwork for founding the Party amidst the 
flames of the protracted revolution and enjoyed absolute author- 
ity and prestige among the Korean Communists and people. 

Comrade Kim I! Sung put forth, and strove for the imple- 
mentation of, the line of founding a united Party with the 
Communists steeled and seasoned in the protracted anti-Jap- 
anese armed struggle as its core and by embracing the com- 
munist groups active in various localities, strictly according 
to the Marxist-Leninist principle of Party building. 

While administering a decisive blow to the subversive 
manoeuvres of the U.S. imperialists and the reactionaries and 
the schismatic activities of the factionalists, he sent to various 
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regions those revolutionary fighters whom he had personalty 
brought up in the course of the anti-Japanese armed struggle 
to enlist Communists with generosity, and he himself went to 
various localities and explained the line of the revolution and 
the policy of founding the Party, and thus scrupulously guided 
the preparatory work for founding the Parly. 

Comrade Kim I] Sung, on the basis of this preparatory 
work, formed the Centra! Organizing Committee of the Com- 
munist Party of North Korea in Pyongyang on October 10, 
1915, and proclaimed to the world the foundation of our Party 
which inherited the glorious revolutionary traditions of the 
anti-Japanese armed struggle. 

At the Inaugural Party Congress Comrade Kim II Sung 
elucidated the political line of the Party, which was an embodi- 
ment of the Ten-Point Programme of the Association for the 
Restoration of the Fatherland suited to the new situation after 
the liberation. 

In the political line Comrade Kim II Sung raised it as the 
fundamental task to struggle for the foundation of a Demo- 
cratic People's Republic and put forth the following four-point 
immediate tasks to carry it out- 

"1) To rally the broad patriotic, democratic forces by form- 
ing a united democratic national front embracing all patriotic 
and democratic political parties and groups and, on this basis, 
to work for the establishment of a Democratic People's Repub- 
lic which will ensure our complete national Independence and 
sovereignty; 

2) To liquidate thoroughly the remnant forces of Japan- 
ese Imperialism, the running dogs of international reaction and 
all other reactionary elements, which constitute the biggest 
obstacle to the building of a democratic state, thereby facilitat- 
ing the development of our nation along democratic fines; 

3) To lay the groundwork of an Independent democratic 
state with a view to establishing a unilicd all-Korea democratic 
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provisional government, by organizing, first of all, people’s 
committees, Hie organs of genuine people’s power, in all lo- 
calities, by carrying out all democratic reforms, restoring the 
factories and enterprises and the national economy as a whole, 
which were destroyed by the Japanese imperialists, and by rais- 
ing the material and cultural standards of the people; 

4) To further expand and strengthen the Party and energe- 
tically push forward the work of the public organizations for 
organizing and rallying the masses of all walks of life around 
the Party to fulfil all these tasks.” 

Comrade Kim II Sung prescribed it to be the political line 
of the Parly to create a powerful revolutionary democratic base 
in the northern half of the country in view of the aggressive 
policy of the U.S. imperialists. 

Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows: 

“Right after the liberation our Party prescribed it to be the 
fundamental political line to create a firm democratic base in 
North Korea with a view to fully liberating the Korean na- 
tion and making Korea a rich and powerful sovereign inde- 
pendent state in the future by thoroughly carrying out the 
democratic reforms and stepping up democratic construction in 
North Korea.” 

At the Inaugural Party Congress, Comrade Kim II Sung 
also formulated the correct organizational line of strengthen- 
ing the Party organizationally and ideologically, of ensuring 
the unity of the ideology and will of the Party and rapidly 
expanding the Party ranks. 

The Party’s political and organizational lines set by 
Comrade Kim II Sung constituted the basis for the pol- 
itical, ideological and organizational unity of the Party and 
served as the guiding pointer for the activities of our Party. 

The establishment of our Parly was the priceless fruit of 
the untiring struggle of Comrade Kim II Sung who had put 
forth all his energy for the foundation of a revolutionary Party 
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since the days of the anti-Japanese armed struggle, and was a 
brilliant victory in the lone-drawn struggle of the Korean Com- 
munists and working class under his leadership. 

The foundation of our Party, a genuine Marxist-Lcninist 
Party, was a great event that marked a historic turning-point 
in the development of the communist movement in our country 
and the Korean revolution as a whole. Moreover, the founda- 
tion of our Party was of tremendous significance in the devel- 
opment of the international communist movement and the world 
revolution.

thought and will on the basis of the unitary ideology of the 
Party, to strengthen the organizational discipline of the Parly 
based upon the principle of democratic centralism, to improve 
the composition of the Party, to rapidly extend the Party ranks, 
and, at the same time, to strengthen the tics between the Party 
and the masses. 

The Second and Third Enlarged Sessions of the Executive 
Committee of our Party held in November and December 1945 
under the guidance of Comrade Kim II Sung were of epoch- 
making significance in crushing the manoeuvres of the fac- 
tionalists who hampered the carrying out of the political and 
organizational lines of the Party, in defending the Party’s 
political line, establishing the system of the Party’s organiza- 
tional leadership, putting Party work on the right track, and 
boosting the fighting efficiency of the Party. Above all, the 
Third Enlarged Session of the Executive Committee took 
resolute measures for overcoming wrong organizational, politi- 
cal and ideological tendencies in the Party in accordance with 
the line set by Comrade Kim 11 Sung. This brought about a 
great innovation in Party work and Party life, and the Party 
could develop as a really sound and powerful one. 

Through the struggle for the fulfilment of the instructions 
given by Comrade Kim II Sung at the Third Enlarged Session 
of the Executive Committee, the schismatic and provincialist 
manoeuvres and all liberalistic actions of the factionalists were 
hard hit, a well-regulated Party organizational system was set 
up from the centre of the Party down to the cells, the principle 
of democratic centralism was established, unity of the Party 
was strengthened, and the Party could find root deeper among 
the masses. 
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Comrade Kim 11 Sung, while strengthening the Party or* 
ganizationally and ideologically, strove energetically to rally 
the broad masses around it. 

In his speech "On Building Up a New Korea and on the 
United National Front," delivered to the responsible provincial 
Party workers on October 13, 1915, Comrade Kim 11 Sung ex- 
tensively elucidated the united front policy of the Parly. 

In this speech Comrade Kim II Sung, scientifically pre- 
scribing the character and tasks of the Korean revolution, 
taught that with a view to bcilding a Democratic People’s Re- 
public a united front should be formed with the participation 
of not only the working class and the peasantry but also all 
the other patriotic democratic forces including national capital- 
ists and definitely clarified the fundamental principles to be 
observed by our Party in the united front movement. 

He taught that within the united front the Communist 
Party should firmly maintain its independence and definitely 
play the leading role, and that the united front should in any 
case be based on the worker-peasant alliance led by the work- 
ing class and rally the broadest possible patriotic democratic 
forces including even the national capitalists, and )et the prin- 
ciple of combining unity and struggle should be observed in 
forming an alliance with the national capitalists. And he em- 
phasized that the united front had to be formed on all accounts 
according to the principle of uncompromising light with the 
react ion ary forces. 

Clarifying the tasks arising in the united front movement. 
Comrade Kim 11 Sung said as follows 

"The Issue of building a new democratic Korea depends 
entirely upon whether we succeed or not In strengthening the 
Communist Party, forming a united national front, and rally- 
ing the broad masses around the Communist Party. Every 
member of the Communist Party must actively struggle to ex- 
tend and strengthen the Party ranks continuously, to co-op- 



crate sincerely with associate parties, and to win over the broad 
masses.” 

Comrade Kim I! Simp's speech "On Building Up a New 
Korea and on the United National Front” represented a clas- 
sical Marxisl-Lcninist document which gave perfect answers 
to the questions of principle arising in the work of winning 
over the masses, particularly to the strategic and tactical prob- 
lems posed in the united front movement; it served as a pro- 
grammatic guide, a powerful theoretical and practical weapon 
of the Party for winning over the broad masses. 

With a view to rallying the broad masses around the Party, 
Comrade Kim II Sung personally directed the work of found- 
ing such organizations surrounding the Party as the Trade 
Union, the Peasants’ Union, the Democratic Youth League, and 
the Democratic Women’s Union, and rallied millions of toiling 
people in organizations within a short length of time. 

Particularly, it was of great significance for the streng- 
thening of the revolutionary forces to rally the broad sections 
of the youth firmly around the Party by reorganizing the Young 
Communist League into the Democratic Youth League. 

Right after the liberation, the youth movement was very 
complex. The reactionaries at home resorted to every possible 
manoeuvre to split and disrupt the youth movement by form- 
ing all sorts of reactionary youth organizations, and each of 
the various political parties was striving to draw over young 
people under it. But the Young Communist League organiza- 
tions embraced a very small number of young people within 
limited circles. 

If such a state of affairs was left alone, a large number of 
young people could possibly be drawn away by the reaction- 
aries, not to mention the fact that the youth movement could 
be split. 

Comrade Kim It Sung, having seen through this grave 
situation, clearty explained the position and role of the youth 
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In the revolution, 3nd put forward the sagacious line of reor- 
ganizing the Young Communist League into the Democratic 
Youth League under the slogan: "Patriotic youth, unite under 
the banner of democracy!" 

This line set forth by him was a most correct and original 
one mapped out on the basis of the rich experiences he had 
accumulated in personally organizing and directing the youth 
movement from his early years of revolutionary activities and 
on the basis of a scientific analysis of the character and tasks 
of our revolution and the class positions of the youth from 
various walks of life after the liberation, and the peculiarities 
of the development of the youth movement in our country. 
Nevertheless, the factionalists and dogmatists, who did not 
have even the elementary understanding of and experience in 
the youth movement, hampered the realization of the line, blunt- 
ly calling it a "Right deviation of the Party" or a "retrogres- 
sion of the youth movement." 

Even the persistent obstructive manoeuvres of the anti- 
Party factionalists could not impede the onward movement or 
the masses of the youth who had risen in pursuance of the cor- 
rect line of Comrade Kim II Sung. Under the persona! guidance 
of Comrade Kim I! Sung, the work of reorganizing the Young 
Communist League into the Democratic Youth League made 
headway successfully, frustrating alt manner of obstructive 
manoeuvres of the anti-Party factionalists and dogmatists.

Comrade Kim 11 Sung published the Eleven-Point Imme- 
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diate Tasks and the Twenty-Point Platform, which embodied 
the Party’s political line and specified the tasks of the people’s 
government. 

In those tasks and platform he put forward the tasks of 
cleaning up the remnants of Japanese imperialism and feudal 
customs and assuring democratic liberties and rights in all 
fields of social life, building up the government bodies more 
solidly through democratic elections, carrying out the dem- 
ocratic reforms including the land reform and the nation- 
alization of industries, introducing universal compulsory educa- 
tion and establishing the public educational system, and of 
assuring by the state the development of science, culture, arts, 
health services, etc. 

The Twenty-Point Platform was a platform of a thorough- 
going anti-imperialist, anti-feudal democratic revolution, a fur- 
ther embodiment and development of the Ten-Point Programme 
of the Association for the Restoration of the Fatherland, which 
he himself had drawn up in the days of the anti-Japanese arm- 
ed struggle, and became the banner of struggle to the entire 
people in North and South Korea for the unification, indepen- 
dence and democratization of the country. 

Guiding the Party and the people’s government, Comrade 
Kim II Sung victoriously carried out the historic democrat- 
ic reforms. It was a lawful demand of the socio-economic 
development of our country to carry out the democratic re- 
forms. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that the economic basis of 
the reactionary classes including the landowners and compra- 
dor capitalists could be eliminated, a broad way could be open- 
ed for social progress, the socio-economic foundations of the 
peoples power could be cemented and the northern half could 
be turned into a powerful revolutionary democratic base only 
when the democratic reforms were carried out. 

Comrade Kim li Sung raised the solution of the land 
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problem as the prime task in carrying out the democratic re- 
forms. 

Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows: 

"The question ot land Is a burning question to be solved 
before anything else in the stage of democratic revolution. 
Tlte solution of the land question is indispensable for wip- 
ing out the economic foothold of the reactionary forces rooted 
in the rural areas, for emancipating the peasants from the 
shackles of fcudalistic exploitation to raise their political zeal 
to a great degree and fortifying the socio-political founda- 
tions for the democratization of all political, economic and cul- 
tural life in the country. And only by carrying out land reform 
is It posslbfe to free the agricultural productive forces from the 
feudal fetters, develop them quickly and promote forcefully the 
rehabilitation and development of the national Industry* and 
the whole of the national economy. The solution of the land 
question acquired a particularly important meaning in our 
country which was a backward colonial agrarian country, the 
ouTuhelming majority of its population being peasants." 

for a correct solution of the land problem, Comrade

. „ lion the balance of class forces and the re-

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being, the basis was provided for a planned development of the 
national economy, the working class became master of the 
means of production and its leading position grew firmer. 

Besides the economic reforms, Comrade Kim II Sung pro* 
mulgated the Labour Law, Law on the Equality of the Sexes, 
etc., to guarantee full democratic freedom and rights of the 
working people, and took a series of measures for the demo- 
cratization of the judicial administration and education. 

Right after the liberation Comrade Kim II Sung raised 
the issue of training national cadres as one of the fundamental 
questions for the upbuilding of a new country, as a key prob- 
lem on which depended the success of the revolution and con* 
structive work, and he always directed deep concern to it and 
gave scrupulous guidance in the work. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught as follows: 

“For the regeneration of our nation and the building of 
our country into an independent democratic state, we should 
have our own men of culture and arts, scientists and technici- 
ans. In other words, we need national cadres fully capable of 
building and developing our country in every field of politics, 
economy and culture.” 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung set forth the policy of training na- 
tional cadres, a policy of boldly embracing old intellectuals, 
educating and remoulding them and actively drawing them into 
building up a new society, while training new national cadres 
of working people origin in a big way. 

Even under the difficult conditions immediately after the 
liberation, he established numerous schools of all levels every- 
where in the country including colleges and specialized 
schools to rear new intellectuals of worker and peasant orig- 
ins, and he took positive measures for training more na- 
tional cadres at a faster rate by establishing the educational 
sj stem which combined study with work, besides the regular 
educational system. 
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Right after the liberation, on the direct initiative oT 
Comrade Kim II Sung and thanks to his concern. Party schools 
of all levels including the Central Party School were estab- 
lished, many higher and common educational Institutions and 
various training centres were set up, including the Kim 11 Sung 
University, and a large number of talent were trained. Besides, 
numerous cadres were trained in the course of practical rev- 
olutionary work. 

Especially, Comrade Kim II Sung personally established 
the Mangyongdae Revolution School to bring up into pillars 
of the revolution the bereaved children of those revolutionaries 
who had fallen in battle for freedom and independence of the 
country in the days of the anti-Japanese armed struggle, and 
showed deep concern and solicitude for their education. 

Thanks to the parental love and concern of Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the bereaved children of the revolutionaries were 
brought up as reliable successors to our revolution. 

Comrade Kim II Sung paid particular attention to the 
upbuilding of democratic national culture, and organized and 
directed this work. 

With a view to liquidating the aftermaths of the Japanese 
imperialist policy of keeping the Korean people in ignorance and 
obliterating the national culture of Korea. Comrade Kim II Sung 
democratized education and saw Jo it that upwards of 8.000 
adult schools were established and run immediately after the 
liberation and thus made it possible to wipe out the illiteracy 
from this land for ever. 

lie also indicated a clear course of developing science, 
literature, arts and physical culture and took various meas- 
ures for their advancement 

Comrade Kim II Sung energetically aroused the political 
enthusiasm or the people, which had been keyed up through 
the democratic reforms, for the upbuilding of a new coun- 
try, and he himself led the van of it. 
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In May 1946 he suggested riparian works on the River 
Potong-gang as the first step in the materialization of the far- 
reaching plan of remaking the nature of the country; he him- 
self attended the ceremony for starting the works and took up 
the first spade to dig earth. This first spade taken up person- 
ally by Comrade Kim II Sung, this scintilla immensely stirred 
up the hearts of the liberated people and forcefully aroused 
them to the construction of a new country. 

The citizens of Pyongyang, boundlessly encouraged by 
the initiative of the respected and beloved Leader Comrade 
Kim II Sung, by the example shown by him, wrought the mira- 
cle of winding up this difficult riparian project in no more 
than 55 days, which the Japanese imperialists could not ac- 
complish even in ten years. 

Upholding the appeal of the respected and beloved Leader 
Comrade Kim II Sung for coming out in the upbuilding of a 
new country, the workers displayed the revolutionary spirit of 
self-reliance and devoted all their wisdom and stamina to the 
work of rehabilitating the factories and enterprises severely 
destroyed by the Japanese imperialists. And in the year 
of 1946 alone 822 factories and enterprises including the Hung- 
nam Fertilizer Factory and the Hwanghae Iron Works were 
rehabilitated and put into operation. Holding aloft the appeal 
of the Leader "Let us greet the first spring of the liberated Ko- 
rea with increased production and let us not leave even an inch 
of land in furlough!” the peasants successfully ensured the 
spring tilling and sowing in 19-16, and started the irrigation 
and reclamation works including river-dyke projects in an alt- 
people movement. 

While victoriously guiding the democratic reforms and 
democratic construction in the northern half, Comrade 
Kim II Sung organized and directed the work of further 
strengthening and developing the Party. 

At the time, the U.S. imperialists and the domestic reaction- 
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arics were frightened at the fact that the people in the northern 
half, united firmly around the Leader, scored revolutionary 
successes in carrying out epoch-making changes and the peo- 
ple in South Korea, inspired by those successes, rose rcsotulc- 
ly in a revolutionary advance, and made all possible manoeuv- 
res to split the democratic forces and frustrate the united ac- 
tion of the toiling masses. 

Comrade Kim II Sung comprehended such a political situa- 
tion and the requirements of the development of the revolution 
with a quick Insight and set forth the sagacious line of merg- 
ing the Communist Party with other parties of toiling people 
•and developing it into the Workers’ Party, a powerful mass 
political party, which would be able to give unified guidance 
to the entire toiling masses. 

His line of founding the Workers’ Parly was the only cor- 
rect one laid down on the basis of a concrete calculation of 
the political situation prevailing in the country, the objec- 
tive requirements of development of the revolution, the lawful 
requirements of development of the Party itself, and the posi- 
tions of the toiling people which underwent changes in the 
course of the democratic reforms. Above all, it was a sagacious 
line which made it possible to frustrate the manoeuvres of 
Hie enemy to split the revolutionary forces, and rally the 
broader toiling masses around the Party and energetically 
organize and mobilize them to the revolutionary struggle. Also, 
this was an original line which was a new development of the 
Marxist-Lcninist theory on Party building in conformity to the 
actual conditions of our country 

Particularly, Comrade Kim II Sung set forth the line of 
bringing up core Party members and expanding their ranks in 
connection with the building of a mass party. 

His line for rearing and increasing core Party members 
was a most sagacious measure to consolidate the Party ranks 
qualitatively in a short space ot time in view of our Party 
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being developed into a mass party, and was an original or- 
ganizational line which most correctly expressed the lawful 
requirements of the building of a mass party. 

Thus, in August 1946 the Communist Party merged with 
the New Democratic Party and developed into the Workers’ 
Party under the direct guidance of Comrade Kim II Sung. 

The development of our Party into the Workers’ Party, a 
unified political party of the toiling masses, was an epoch- 
making event in extending and strengthening our revolution- 
ary forces. 

Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows: 

“The merger of the Communist Party with the New Demo- 
cratic Party made it possible to strengthen the Party forces, 
to further increase the ranks of the revolutionaries and make 
the Party strike roots deeper among the broad masses. It also 
eliminated the danger of dividing the revolutionary forces of 
the toiling people by leaving the two political parties of the 
toiling people to exist further, strengthened the alliance of the 
workers, peasants and toiling intellectuals under the leader- 
ship of the working class, and it further consolidated the unit- 
ed front of the democratic forces of all walks of life.” 

The development of the Communist Party into the Work- 
ers’ Party, a mass political party, under the sagacious guid- 
ance of Comrade Kim II Sung, made it possible to rally the 
working masses firmer around our Party, further enhance the 
fighting efficiency and leading role of the Party and drive for- 
ward the revolution and construction successfully. 

Thanks to the wise leadership of Comrade Kim II Sung, 
the tasks of the anti-imperialist, anti-feudal democratic rev- 
olution were thus triumphantly carried out in the northern 
half in no more than 1-2 short years. As a result of the suc- 
cessful fulfilment of the tasks of the anti-imperialist, anti- 
feudal democratic revolution, in the northern half of our coun- 
try new socio-economic relations came into being, a system of 
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people’s democracy was firmly established, and a revolutionary 
democratic base, a reliable guarantee tor the unification of the 
country, was created. 

Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows: 

“The successful fulfilment of the tasks of the democratic 
revolution completely rid the socio-economic system of its 
colonial and seml-fcudal character and fundamentally chang- 
ed the socio-economic relations In the northern half. In the 
national economy ol the northern half ol the Republic the social- 
ist form of economy composed of state and co-operative eco- 
nomies came to hold the leading place, and, besides, there 
remained the small-commodity economic form consisting of In- 
dividual peasant and urban handicraft economies and the in- 
significant capitalist form of economy confined to private capit- 
alist trade and Industry In towns and to the rich farmer 
economy in the countryside. 

“On the basis of such new economic relations a radical 
change took place In class relations In our society. Landlords, 
comprador capitalists, pro-Japanese elements and traitors to 
the nation were liquidated, the working people became masters 
of the country, the leading role of the working class was en- 
hanced and the worker-peasant alliance further strengthened 
In tlte northern half. 

“As a result, there was firmly established In the northern 
half the people's democratic system and laid the powerful rev- 
olutionary democratic base, a reliable guarantee of national 
unification." 

With the carrying out of the tasks of the anti-imperialist, 
anti-feudal democratic revolution in the northern half. Comrade 
Kim It Sung organized and mobilized the masses of the people 
continuously to fufCJ/infr the tasks of the period ol transition 
to socialism. 

To go over to the period of transition to socialism in the 
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northern half where the tasks of the democratic revolution 
were accomplished, was a lawful requirement of its socio-econ- 
omic development. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that the important tasks to 
be solved in the transition period were to reorganize the old 
production relations along socialist lines and to achieve the 
complete victory of socialism by carrying on the revolution 
even after the establishment of the socialist system and thereby 
putting down all the hostile elements thoroughly while educat- 
ing and remoulding the entire working people (o revolutionize 
and working-classize the whole society and obliterating the 
distinctions between towns and the countryside, the class 
distinctions between the working class and the peasantry, 
and laying the material and technical basis of socialism 
through development of the productive forces. 

For the successful fulfilment of the tasks of the transi- 
tion period, Comrade Kim II Sung solved in an original way, 
first of all, the question of setting up the government of the 
proletarian dictatorship by the method of further developing 
the existing people’s government to fit in with the carrying 
out of the tasks of the socialist revolution. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that all-people democratic 
election would have to be held as a means of further strength- 
ening and developing the people’s government. 

The first historic democratic election held in North Korea 
under his personal guidance was concluded with a great vic- 
tory. On the basis of this historic election, the North Korean 
People’s Committee was set up in February 1947. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung was elected Chairman of the 
North Korean People’s Committee. 

The North Korean People’s Committee was the first gov- 
ernment of the proletarian dictatorship in our country 

Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows: 

“...Our Party put forward the task of further developing 
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the people’s government, the weapon of our revolution, to suit’ 
the carrying out of the tasks of the socialist revolution. Thus, 
the first historic democratic ctectlon was held and the North 
Korean People's Committee was set up. This was the first gov- 
ernment of the dictatorship of the proletariat in our country. 
As a powerful weapon of the socialist revolution and socialist 
construction, the North Korean People’s Committee strove to 
fulfil the tasks of the period of transition gradually to go over 
In socialism and develop the national economy in a planned 
way/’ 

Comrade Kim !] Sung concentrated his energies first of 
nil on strengthening the new-born government of the proletarian 
dictatorship and on enhancing its functions and role. 

The speech of Comrade Kim 11 Sung made in November 
1D1G “Results of the Democratic Election and the Immediate 
Tasks of the People's Committee,'’ became a programmatic 
pointer not only In enhancing the functions and role of the 
people's government at the time but also in strengthening the 
government of the proletarian dictatorship to be newly born. 

In this speech he taught us to put down thoroughly the re- 
sistance of all class enemies, saying that the greater our victory 
would become, the more viciously the reactionaries would act. 

While raising the functions and role of the government of 
the proletarian dictatorship. Comrade Kim II Sung vigorous- 
ly drove forward the ideological rc\olution to remould the 
thought and consciousness of the working people for the suc- 
cessful accomplishment of the tasks of the early stage of the 
transition period. 

Here, the general ideological mobilization mo\ orient for 
national construction initiated by him in November 194G, was 
of great significance. 

Proposing to unfold the general ideological mobilization 
movement for national construction. Comrade Kim II Sung 
taught os follows: 
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“...We must carry out an ideological revolution to foster 
the spirit, traits, morality and militancy worthy of func- 
tionaries of a new, democratic Korea. We must carry out a 
great ideological remoulding work to do away with all 
survivals of degenerated and corrupt customs and attitude 
to life, left over by Japanese imperialism in the bygone days, 
and create national traits of an animated and vibrant, new 
democratic Korea.” 

While leading the entire Parly members and working peo- 
ple to wage an energetic ideological struggle for doing away 
with the survivals of old ideology and habits of life, Comrade 
Kim II Sung guided them to conduct the general ideological 
mobilization movement for national construction in close con- 
nection with economic construction. 

He taught that this movement should be carried on in 
close combination with a mass struggle to care for and econo- 
mize the state property, strengthen labour discipline, raise 
labour productivity, lower production costs and to acquire tech- 
niques. And he gave instructions to acquire, through this move- 
ment, the revolutionary traits of conscientiously carrying out 
all the assigned tasks, of helping and uniting with each other 
and courageously overcoming all the difficulties in building a 
new society. 

Upholding his instructions, the entire Party members and 
working people unrolled this movement in close combination 
with the practical struggle for the fulfilment of the revolution- 
ary tasks, while waging a vigorous ideological struggle to do 
away with the remnants of old ideology and arm themselves 
with new ideology. In this course, selfishness, tendency to- 
wards corruption and indolence, bureaucratism, irresponsibil- 
ity for work, and menial spirit were criticized and overcome, 
and hostile elements, alien elements, position seekers and loaf- 
ers who had wormed into the revolutionary ranks were detect- 
ed and purged, and the national and class consciousness of 
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the masses was enhanced extraordinarily. And the activity 
and crealixe initiative of the masses were displayed to a high 
degree in the revolution and construction. 

Indeed, the general ideological mobilization movement 
for national construction organized and conducted on the per- 
sonal suggestion of Comrade Kim II Sung was a great ideo- 
logical remoulding movement for building a new country and 
a new society and, at the same time, it was a patriotic move- 
ment of the masses as a whole closely linked with economic 
construction. 

While suppressing the resistance of the overthrown ex- 
ploiting classes by strengthening the proletarian dictatorship 
and forcefully driving forward the ideological revolution among 
the working people in this way, Comrade Kim II Sung ener- 
getically propelled economic construction. 

Under the circumstances where the democratic reforms 
were carried out and the socio-economic foundations for the 
independent development of the national economy were laid 
in the northern half, it was for more solidly building up the 
democratic base and for firmly guaranteeing the Independence 
of the country to vigorously carry on economic construction. 

Comrade Kim II Sung clearly expounded the Party’s eco- 
nomic policy in the early stage of the transition period. 

He taught that it was the fundamentals of the Party’s eco- 
nomic policy in the early stage of the transition period to as- 
sure the direct planned management by the state of the major 
industrial branches, railway transport, communications, foreign 
trade and the banking organs, and to properly combine the state, 
co-operative and private economic sectors on the basis of steady 
enhancement of the leading role of the state sector in the dev- 
elopment of tile national economy He instructed that while 
tfiis fundamental principle was strictly observed, the socialist 
transformation of production relations had to be carried out 
partially and. at the same time, thorough preparations had to 
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be made for the extensive promotion of the socialist transfor- 
mation. 

Comrade Kirn II Sung clearly indicated the basic direc- 
tion of economic construction, too. 

He taught us to restore rapidly the destroyed economy, to 
pay great attention, above all, to the production of articles 
of daily use and to the solution of the food problem and make 
stable and improve the livelihood of the people, to get rid of 
the backwardness and colonial lopsidedness of the econ- 
omy, and to lay the foundations of an independent national 
economy. 

In the early days of economic construction, Comrade 
Kim II Sung, on the basis of the economic programme set 
forth in the Ten-Point Programme of the Association for the 
Restoration of the Fatherland during the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle, advanced the great line of building an independent 
national economy for the first time in history. 

In his concluding speech delivered on February 20, 19-17 
at the Congress of the Provincial, City and County People’s 
Committees of North Korea, Comrade Kim II Sung taught as 
follows: 

“To build an independent democratic state, the basis of an 
independent economy of one's own nation should be laid firmly 
without fail, and to lay the firm basis of an independent econ- 
omy the national economy should be developed rapidly. Without 
the basis of an independent economy we can neither achieve in- 
dependence nor can build the state nor can maintain our ex- 
istence.'' 

Later, Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows as to what is 
meant by the building of an independent national economy: 

The building of an independent national economy means 
developing the economy in a diversified way, equipping it with 
up to date techniques and creating our own firm raw material 
bases, thus building up a comprehensive economic system in 
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which all branches arc organically Interlinked with each other, 
so as to turn out domestically. In the main, the heavy and light 
Industrial products and agricultural produce needed for making 
the country rich and strong and Improving the people’s live* 
lihood.” 

The line of building an independent national economy, an 
embodiment of Comrade Kim II Sung’s great idea of Juche, is 
an original line which nobody had ever presented in history: 
it is a most correct line of economic construction, which makes 
it possible to ensure the political independence, prosperity and 
development of the country, eliminate inequality between na* 
tlons. achieve national prosperity and to successfully build so* 
cialism and communism. 

Indeed, the line of building an independent national ccon* 
omy mapped out by Comrade Kim 11 Sung is a revolutionary 
line of economic construction which most correctly expresses the 
lawful requirements of national independence and socialist 
and communist construction. 

Based upon the Party’s economic policy for the early stage 
of the transition period and the line of building an independent 
national economy set forth by Comrade Kim 11 Sung, a na- 
tional economic plan was drawn up for the first time in the 
history of our country. 

Comrade Kim II Sung called the whole Party and the entire 
people to the fulfilment of the national economic plan for 1947 
and that for 1918 for laying the foundation of an independent 
national economy. 

In response to the call of the Leader, the entire working 
people came out as one in the struggle for the pre-schedule 
fulfilment of the national economic plans 

There were mans difficulties, however, on the way of ful- 
filling the national economic plan* 

Owing to the evil colonial rule of the Japanese imperial* 
ists, the industry of our country had suffered from colonial 



lopsidedness and distortion in the past, anti even that was 
severely destroyed by the Japanese imperialists. 

We lacked also the economic and technical workers and 
administrative cadres. 

The U.S. imperialists and the reactionaries at home resorted 
to all possible manoeuvres to impede the fulfilment of our first 
national economic plan and the factionalists carped at the execu- 
tion of the planned economy in every possible way, calling it 
"fantastic” or “absolutely infeasible.” 

But Comrade Kim 11 Sung, tiding over all the difficulties 
and hardships with a firm conviction that the national economic 
plans could be fulfilled without fail, and with an indomitable 
fighting spirit and extraordinary revolutionary sweep, actively 
organized and mobilized the whole Party and the entire people 
to the fulfilment of the national economic plans. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that for the successful ac- 
complishment of the tasks confronting the Party, it was neces- 
sary, first of all, to raise the leading role of the Party and 
improve and strengthen Party work. 

The Sixth Session of the Party Central Committee held in 
March 1947 under his direction discussed the question of impro- 
ving and strengthening Party work in conformity to the new cir- 
cumstances and took specific measures for the intensification of 
the Party s direction in carrying out the national economic plans. 

The treatise "The North Korean Workers’ Party Greeting 
Its First Anniversary” by Comrade Kim II Sung and his speech 
On the Tasks of Our Party Organizations” delivered at a 
conference of the North Korean Workers’ Party organization of 
Sunchon county, South Pyongan Province, were of special im- 
portance for strengthening the Party organizationally and ideo- 
ogica ly and raising the vanguard role of the Party members. 

Besides the work of raising the leading role of the Party 
tn economic construction, Comrade Kim II Sung saw to it that 
the functions of the new-born government of the proletarian 
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dictatorship were strengthened and its role as the economic 
organizer was raised, and ho propelled more energetically the 
general ideological mobilization movement for national con* 
structlon to arouse the masses to the struggle for building a new 
country. 

Through the general ideological mobilization movement for 
national construction. Comrade Kim 11 Sung, while remoulding 
the thinking and consciousness of the masses and arousing their 
patriotic zeal, appealed to the entire people to display the revo* 
lutionary spirit of self-reliance to successfully carry out econ- 
omic construction, breaking through the manifold difficulties 
and hardships. 

Comrade Kim !! Sung taught as follows: 

"...Destroyed factories, dislocated transport facilities, ruin- 
ed agriculture, the treasury with nothing but account-books— 
this was all that we took over from Japanese imperialism. With 
us, many things are lacking and difficulties are great. 
At present we are struggling to build a new country under 
very hard circumstances, bearing the destiny of the whole na- 
tion on our shoulders. We must therefore turn out what we do 
not have, and put up with the shortage, and break through all 
the hardships with clenched teeth." 

The principle of self-reliance, being a revolutionary prin- 
ciple which he had been firmly adhering to since the early days 
of his revolutionary struggle, was a source ol great strength 
and priceless spiritual wealth, which made it possible to sur- 
mount all the difficulties and trials and guarantee the vic- 
tor)’ of our revolution. 

Later, Comrade Kim I! Sung taught as follows: 

"Self-reliance Is a thoroughly revolutionary stand for a peo- 
ple to accomplish the revolution In their country basically by 
relying on their own Internal forces, it Is an independent stand 
to construct their country by their own labour and with their 
domestic natural resources.” 
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He taught that only when the revolutionary position of self- 
reliance was abided by, was it possible to continue the struggle 
without losing the revolutionary constancy in any complex situa- 
tion, to assure victory in the revolutionary struggle by valiantly 
tiding over all difficulties and bottlenecks, and enlist the 
strength of one’s people and the internal resources of one’s 
country to the maximum. 

In wholehearted response to the appeal of the Leader, the 
entire working people devoted all their wisdom and stamina 
to the struggle for the rehabilitation and development of the 
national economy. 

Comrade Kim II Sung actively organized and mobilized the 
keyed-up patriotic enthusiasm and creative ability of the masses 
to the fulfilment of the national economic plans. 

Comrade Kim II Sung personally guided the Hwanghae 
Iron Works, Kangson Steel Plant and other major factories and 
enterprises on the spot, and taught the methods of work to 
the functionaries, consulted the workers on practical measures 
and settled knotty problems, and saw to it that emulation drives 
for increased production were organized and unfolded extensive- 
ly among the working masses. 

Immensely inspired by the appeal of Comrade Kim II Sung 
and his on-the-spot guidance, the entire working people achieved 
such brilliant successes as fulfilling both annual plans (for 1947 
and 1 948) ahead of schedule and, then, carrying out the two- 
year national economic plan for 1949-1950 by the first half of 
19o0 in the main. As a result, the national economy in the 
northern half of the Republic was restored on the whole and 
e P re ~l’beration level was surpassed in a number of branches 
of production. 

Of industry the state sector accounted for over 90 per cent, 
and the building of the engineering industry and light industry 
was started. As agricultural production increased, the northern 
ia urned from a food-short zone into a zone self-sufficient in 
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provisions. Farm-machine hire stations and slate agro-stock 
farms were set up in some areas, and thus more favorable con- 
ditions were created for further developing the productive forces 
of agriculture in future. In this wav, hig successes were made in 
la>ing the foundations of an independent national economy, and 
the livelihood of the people was also improved markedly 

While building up firmly the revolutionary democratic base 
of the northern half politically and economically. Comrade 
Kim II Sung organized and directed the building of the 
people's armed forces to safeguard the people’s dtnucrattc 
svslem and to guarantee with arms the \ iclory of the revolution. 

Comrade Kim II Sung, on the basis of his personal ex- 
periences of building up revolutionary armed forces in the days 
of the anti-Japanese armed struggle, everted himself to found 
the people’s armed forces from immediately after liberation, 
perspicnciously looking ahead through the vfsfas of the develop- 
ment of the revolution, under the circumstances in which our 
country was faced with the US imperialists, the chieftain of 
world reaction, and. particularly the U.S. imperialists were 
manoeuvring to turn the whole of Korea into their colony. 

Resolutely heating bach the slanders of the anti-Partv ele- 
ments who were loudlv bnndvtng about, “What is the use of 
having armed forces when the country is not vet unified?" and 
all their obstructive manoeuvres, he established the Pvongvang 
Institute, the Central Security Cadres’ School and security 
cadres' training centres right after the liberation, and trained 
mihtarv and political cadres 

On the basis of such preparations. Comrade Kim II Sung 
founded the Korean People’s Army in Februar> 19 18 with those 
revolutionary fighters whom lie himself had brought up amidst 
the flames of the anti-Japane*-e armed struggle as its backbone 
and with best sons and daughters oi the workers and the peas- 
ants 

With the foundation of the Korean Pioplc’s Armv. a modern 



regular armed force, which is the direct continuer of the bril- 
liant revolutionary traditions of the glorious anti-Japanese arm- 
ed struggle, the Korean people came to have their own rev- 
olutionary armed forces which would reliably defend the rev- 
olutionary gains from the encroachment of the enemy and gua- 
rantee the final victory of the Korean revolution. 

This was a splendid embodiment of Comrade Kim II Sung's 
line of self-defence and a great victory won by the Korean 
people in building a new country. 

After the founding of the people’s armed forces Comrade 
Kim II Sung, with a view to reinforcing them politically and 
ideologically and in military techniques and strengthening and 
developing them into an a-match-for-a-hundred revolutionary 
army, sent numerous fine cadres to the army to intensify military 
and political training and increase combat readiness and, at the 
same time, organized and directed the campaign of assisting 
the People’s Army in an all-people movement. As a result, the 
People’s Army was strengthened and developed into an invin- 
cible revolutionary armed force equipped with the traditional 
traits of unity between officers and men and between the army 
and the people, as the army of the Workers’ Party of Korea arm- 
ed firmly with the great revolutionary ideas of Comrade 
Kim II Sung, infinitely loyal to the Leader and ablaze with 
animosity against the enemy. 

At the Second Congress of the North Korean Workers’ 
Party convened in March 1948, Comrade l\im 11 Sung exten- 
sively reviewed the activities of the Party since its Inaugural 
Congress, set forth the policy of independently unifying the 
country, and the tasks of further strengthening the revolution- 
arj democratic base of the northern half and of cementing the 
ar \ ranks qualitatively, thereby clearly indicating the road 
to be followed by our Party and people. 

In his report to the Congress Comrade Kim II Sung ad- 
\ance , a >o\e all, the line of unifying the country on an inde- 
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pendent, democratic principle to cope with the situation 
where the danger of national split was increased by tire U.S. 
imperialists, 

Comrade Kim I! Sung also set the task of further strength- 
ening the revolutionary democratic base of tire northern half, 
the material guarantee for the unification of the country, and 
stressed the need to concentrate all the efforts of the Party 
on economic construction. 

Comrade Kim II Sung S3id as follows: 

"The present situation fn our country demands not onfy 
that our Party should become a party capable of organizing 
and politically leading the masses, but also that It should be- 
come a party ol builders able to build the economy and man- 
age enterprises and possessing knowledge of economics and 
technology.'* 

Also, Comrade Kim It Sung taught that for the qualitative 
consolidation of the Party ranks it was necessary to strengthen 
the cells of the Party, its basic organizations, and properly 
bring up the cores of the cells, improve the work of personnel 
administration, intensify the ideological education of the Party 
members, and, particularly, to keep waging the struggle against 
factionalism energetically. 

The report of Comrade Kim II Sung delivered at the 
Second Congress of the North Korean Workers' Party be- 
came a combat programme for the entire Parts membership and 
people in the work of umfving the country independently, 
strengthening the revolutionary democratic base of the northern 
half of the Republic, and of cementing the Party qualitatively. 

While firmly building un the revolutionary democratic base 
of the northern half politically, economically and militarily. 
Comrade Kim II Sung guided the struggle of the Korean people 
for the accomplishment of the South Korean revolution, a major 
component of the Korean revolution, and the unification of the 
country. 
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He set it as the immediate supreme task of the nation to 
drive the U.S. imperialists out of South Korea, accomplish the 
national-liberation democratic revolution on a nation-wide scale 
and achieve the unification of the country, and organized and 
mobilized the entire Korean people to the struggle for carrying 
out the task. 

At that time, some people thought that the question of the 
unification of Korea could be solved only by relying on outside 
forces. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung gave a resolute rebuff to such er- 
roneous views, and elucidated the line of unifying the country 
in an independent way. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung taught as follows: 

“Today the question of Korea can be solved only by the 
Koreans themselves; no one other than the Korean people has 
the ability or right to solve it.... Only the Korean people should 
settle the Korean question by themselves. We alone are fully 
capable of solving it.” 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung also clearly set forth the strategic 
and tactical line for the revolutionary struggle of the South 
Korean people. 

He taught that the people in the southern half should wage 
a vigorous mass struggle against the U.S. imperialists and 
their accomplices — the landowners, comprador capitalists and 
reactionary bureaucrats, avoid foolhardy, hazardous struggles 
under the circumstances of intensified suppression by the 
enemy, preserve and expand the revolutionary forces by pro- 
perly combining various forms of struggle, and form and 
strengthen a united front by all means which widelv unites 
patriotic people from all walks of life with the working class 
and the peasantry as the core. He also taught that the ag- 
gressive nature of the U.S. imperialists should be thoroughly 
exposed and all illusions about U.S. imperialism be complete- 
ly dispelled among the people in the southern half, and poli- 
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lica! work should be strengthened for extensively explaining 
and bringing home to them the successes of the revolution in 
the northern half. 

in spite of the intense subversive and sabotaging activities 
of the hired spies of the U.S. imperialists and the factionalists 
who had wormed into the revolutionary ranks, (he people in the 
southern half, looking up to Comrade Kim II Sung, the great 
Leader of the nation, and encouraged by the results of all the 
democratic reforms achieved in the northern half under his 
guidance, rose in the surging anli-U.S., national-salvation 
struggle, including the September General Strike and the Oc- 
tober Popular Resistance in 19 IG. and dealt a heavy blow- to the 
enemy 

The U.S. imperialists unlawfully placed the Korean ques- 
tion on the agenda of the United Nations in October 1917 and. 
usurping its signboard, manoeuvred to rig up a se- 
parate puppet "government” in South Korea. In doing so, they 
were pursuing the heinous aims of justifying their occupation 
of South Korea and of perpetuating ttic national split in Korea. 

Comrade Kim It Sung took measures for striking Mews 
at tlie U.S imperialist manoeuvres to split our nation and, then, 
for carrying into effect without delay the Party’s political line 
of founding a Democratic People’s Republic 

In his New Year message of 1918 and in his speech at the 
23th Session of the Central Committee of the United Democrat- 
ic National Front held in March the same vear. Comrade 
Kim II Sung appealed to the entire people in North and South 
Korea to elect a supreme legislative bodv of Korea represent- 
ing the will of the Korean people and establish a unified, all- 
Korea central government to remove the danger of national 
split. 

He drafted the Constitution of the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea and brought it up for the nation-wide dis- 
cussion 



Comrade Kim II Sung’s line for the formation of the unified 
central government and the draft Constitution of the D.P.R.K. 
were unanimously supported by the entire people of Korea. 

The Joint Conference of Representatives of the North and 
South Korean Political Parties and Public Organizations 
held in April 1948 on the personal suggestion of Comrade 
Kim II Sung fully supported and approved his line of foiling 
the separate election in South Korea and of setting up a uni- 
fied central government on an independent and democratic 
principle, and the participants in the conference unanimously 
resolved to fight for its materialization. 

Even the die-hard nationalists and leaders of the Right- 
wing political parties of South Korea who were present at the 
conference, unanimously resolved to struggle under the guid- 
ance of Comrade Kim II Sung, moved by the correctness of 
the line set forth by him, by all the achievements scored in the 
northern half under his guidance, his ardent love for the coun- 
try and the people, and his lofty virtue. 

The success of this historic conference was ascribable 
entirely to the correctness of the line set forth by Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the sagacity of his leadership and his high pres- 
tige and lofty virtue. 

The realization of the line of Comrade Kim II Sung for 
founding the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea was the 
greatest national task of the entire people of North and South 
Korea. Only by founding the D.P.R.R. was it possible to 
establish a unified central government representing the 
interests and will of the entire people in North and South Ko- 
iea, thoroughly expose the illegal and reactionary nature of the 
South Korean puppet “government” hammered out by the U.S. 
imperialists, and to bring the struggle of the entire Korean peo- 
ple for the unification of the country onto a higher plane under 
the banner of the Republic. 

Moreover, the establishment of the D.P.R.K. alone could 
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provide favorable conditions for the struggle to drive cut 
the U.S. imperialist troops of aggression from South Korea and 
achieve the independent unification of the country, and for 
the external activities, and could further strengthen our soli- 
darity with the international revolutionary forces. 

In August I9-IS, the elections cf the deputies to the Sup- 
reme People’s Assembly were victoriously held throughout 
North and South Korea amidst high political zeal of the entire 
Korean people. 

Comrade Kim II Sung was elected deputy to the Supreme 
People’s Assembly with the absolute support of the entire peo- 
ple. 

The Supreme People’s Assembly, convened in September 
1948 on the basis of the North and South Korean general elec- 
tions. adopted the Constitution of the D.P.R.K., formed the 
Government of the D.P.R.K., and appointed Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the respected and beloved Leader of the Korean 
people, as Premier of the Cabinet. 

The founding of the D-P.R.K. with Comrade Kim II Sung 
as the head was the embodiment of the unanimous desire of cur 
nation for the attainment of freedom and independence cf the 
country', a brilliant victory of the Korean people in their strug- 
gle for the building of a sovereign, independent state, a h ; s- 
toric event of epochal significance in the revolutionary strug- 
gle of our people marching forward for the bright future of 
socialism and communism. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung said as follows: 

“With the foundation of the Democratic People's Republic 
of Korea, our people turned from a nation who had been de- 
prived of their country by foreign imperialists and suffered all 
sorts of humiliation and insult, into a mighty and dignified 
nation whom no one would dare to flout, into a resourceful 
people of a sovereign independent state who build their coun- 
try with their own efforts, firmly holding power in their hands.

The establishment of the Republic enabled the Korean people to 
shed the bitter fate of a ruined nation once and for all and enter 
a new arena of history under the banner of a full-fledged in- 
dependent state, it enabled our country, which had long suffered 
an eclipse on the world map, to enter the international arena 
on a par with big and small countries of the world.” 

The D.P.R.K. has become the banner of freedom and in- 
dependence for the Korean people and the powerful weapon for 
the building of socialism and communism. 

As a result of the founding of the D.P.R.K., a powerful 
citadel of socialism rose and shone brilliantly in the East which 
had long been kept in imperialist bondage. The founding of the 
Republic forcefully stimulated and propelled the revolution- 
ary struggle of the peoples of the world for national independ- 
ence, democracy and socialism, and dealt a heavy blow at the 
U.S. imperialist policy of colonial enslavement. 

At that time the U.S. imperialists became more open in 
their manoeuvres of military provocation against the northern 
half and ran amuck further to unleash another war. In the 
meantime, the U.S. imperialists made frantic efforts to suppress 
and ruin the revolutionary forces, perpetrating the atrocity of 
slaughtering South Korean people in masses. Further, the 
spy clique, who had cunningly covered up their cloven hoofs and 
wormed their way into our revolutionary ranks, nefariously 
manoeuvred to split and destroy the revolutionary forces under 
the manipulation of the U.S. imperialists.

In December 1949 when the U.S. imperialists launched 
an all-out “anti-communist" campaign while stepping up pre- 
parations for a new war and the revisionists, keeping pace 
with them, openly manoeuvred to split the international 
revolutionary forces, Comrade Kim 11 Sung called the Second 
Plenary Meeting of the Party Central Committee where he laid 
bare and condemned the nefarious manoeuvres of the U.S. im- 
perialists and revisionists and elucidated the principled stand 
of the Communists to be maintained in the struggle to prevent 
war and preserve peace. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung taught as follows: 

“Historical experiences show that the weaker the position 
of the imperialists and the less their hope of getting out of 
the fix grow, the more desperate their flounce and adventur- 
ism become. It is a big mistake, and harmful to the cause of 
peace, to jump at the conclusion that the danger of war has al- 
ready lessened, simply because the imperialist camp has been 
weakened and the democratic camp strengthened. 

“Peace cannot be safeguarded unless the struggle against 
the war incendiaries is organized and waged effectively, no 
matter how strong the force of the democratic camp may 
be and how sincerely the freedom-loving peoples of the whole 
world may want peace. To prevent war and win peace, war in- 
cendiaries and marauders must be exposed and repudiated, and 
a vigorous struggle waged against them in all parts of the 
world.” 

Having elucidated the revolutionary Marxist-Lcninist po- 
sition on war and peace, Comrade Kim 11 Sung stressed the 
need for all the anti-imperialist forces in the world to unite 
and intensify the anti-imperialist, anti-U.S. struggle.

Indeed, thanks to the wise leadership am! unflagging 
struggle of Comrade Kim 11 Sung the Korean people with their 
revolutionary Party, people’s government and their invincible 
People’s Army could wage a fruitful struggle to create a new 
life under the people’s democratic system in the northern half 
for the first time in their history, and unfold an energetic 
struggle for the nation-wide victory of the revolution, relying 
upon the revolutionary democratic base— the northern half. 

Through these historic changes and their actual life, the 
entire people of Korea realized more deeply the gieat vitality 
of Comrade Kim II Sung’s revolutionary Ideas mid the sagacity 
of his leadership and marched forward, rallied steel -strong a* 
round him with the firm conviction that they would definitely 
win victory if they advance along the road indicated by him 
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The U.S. imperialist aggressors and their lackeys, Syngman 
Rhec puppet clique, rejected the reasonable proposals ol the Gov- 
ernment of the Republic for the realization of the peaceful 
unification of the country, and at last started the war of ag- 
gression against the Korean people by launching a surprise 
armed attack on the northern half on June 25, i960. 

The armed invasion of the U.S. imperialists forced our 
people to suspend their peaceful labour and undergo the severe 
trials of war. 

The war forced upon us by the U.S. imperialists was a 
life-and-death struggle to decide whether we defend the in- 
dependence of the fatherland and the honour of the nation or 
fall into U.S. imperialist colonial slavery. 

The struggle of the Korean people against the armed 
invasion of the U.S. imperialists and their stooges was 
a just national-liberation war to repulse the aggression of 
the U.S. imperialists and safeguard the freedom and inde- 
pendence of the country, a fierce class struggle against the 
U.S. imperialists and their accomplices, the domestic forces 
of reaction, and a bitter anti-imperialist, anli-U.S. strug- 
gle against the allied forces of world reaction headed by 
U.S. imperialism. At the same time, it was a great revolu- 
tionary war for smashing the U.S. imperialist scheme to 
unleash another world war through expansion of the Kore- 
an war, for defending the security of the socialist camp and 
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world peace and further developing the world revolutionary 
movement. 

The Presidium of the Supreme People’s Assembly and 
the Government of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
appointed the respected and beloved Leader Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the c\er-viclorious iron-willed brilliant com- 
mander and military strategic genius, as Chairman of the Mil- 
itary Commission and Supreme Commander of the Korean 
People’s Army. 

Taking upon his shoulders all the Party, Government and 
military affairs, all work at the front and in the rear, Comrade 
Kim II Sung organized and mobilized the entire Korean people 
to the struggle for victory in the war. 

In his historic radio address "Every Effort for Victory’ in 
the War" made on June 2G. 1950, Comrade Kim !1 Sung set 
forth militant tasks for victory in the war and called upon the 
entire Korean people and the men and officers of the People's 
Army to rise as one in the sacred struggle for wiping out 
the U.S. imperialist armed invaders and their stooges from the 
territory of our country. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught in the address that in the 
Fatherland Liberation War against the U.S. imperialists and 
Syngman Rhce gang the Korean people must defend with their 
li\es the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea and its Con- 
stitution, overthrow the traitorous puppet regime in the southern 
half and liberate the southern half of our country from the 
colonial rule of the L' S imperialists, restore in the southern 
half the people’s committees— the organs of genuine people’s 
power— and accomplish the cause of national unification under 
the banner of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea. 

Comrade Kim II Sung raised the slogan “Everything 
for \icfoiy in the war'” and turned the front and the rear 
into a formidable combat formation 

Comrade Kim II Sung took emergency measures to strong* 
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then the People’s Army, place the country’s economy on a war 
footing and consolidate the rear. 

The war forced upon the Korean people by the U.S. impe- 
rialists was a severe trial to them. 

Our Republic was then still young. Our people were libe- 
rated only five years before from the Japanese imperialist yoke 
and it was only two years after the birth of the Peoples 
Army. Our economic power was still weak, too. 

Under these circumstances, the Korean people had to 
fight against the U.S. imperialists who had the strongest mil- 
itary and economic power in the capitalist world and a long 
history of aggressive wars, and the armed invaders of 16 coun- 
tries headed by them and the stooge of the U.S. imperialists,' 
the traitorous Syngman Rhee clique. 

This really could not but be a hard strain for our people. 

But as leading their van was Comrade Kim II Sung, the 
ever-victorious iron-willed brilliant commander, military strate- 
gic genius and the great Leader of the revolution, who had 
beaten the strong Japanese imperialists even in the worst con- 
ditions without any help except the support of the revolution- 
ary masses during the anti-Japanese armed struggle and led the 
anti-Japanese armed struggle to victory, our people were fill- 
ed with the firm conviction that they could surely defeat the 
U.S. imperialists. 

Comrade Kim II Sung made a subtle analysis of the un- 
just character of the aggressive war by the U.S. imperialist ag- 
gressors, their vulnerability, the adventuristic nature of their 
strategy, the instability of imperialist alliance, etc. He also 
fully analyzed all factors of victory in the war — the just 
character of the war the Korean people were waging, 
the political and moral superiority of our People’s Army inherit- 
ing the revolutionary traditions of the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle, inexhaustible might of the people united closely around 
the Party and the Leader, indestructible vitality of the peo- 
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pic’s democratic system and the international support and 
encouragement ol the peoples of the whole world. Then he laid 
down brilliant strategic and tactical lines in each period and 
stage of the war and guided the entire people and People’s 
Army to victory in the war. 

At the first stage of the war. Comrade Kim I! Sung set 
forth the strategic line of frustrating the enemy’s armed in- 
vasion and going over swiftly to the counter-offensive to smite 
and wipe out the main forces of the enemy with a high degree 
of manoeuvre and successive blows before the U.S. imperialist 
aggressors could bring in large troops in reinforcement, and 
thereby liberating the people of the southern half. 

The People’s Army which, thanks to Comrade Kim II Sung’s 
superb strategy and tactics and commanding art, repulsed 
the surprise attack of the enemy and went over to the counter- 
offensive, continued to advance southward, administering a 
crushing blow to the enemy. 

Already at the beginning of the counter-offensive, Comrade 
Kim II Sung made a scientific analysis of the enemy’s designs, 
his deployment and so on. and, on this basis, set forth the 
detailed operational lines and skilfully commanded the People’s 
Army units in their combat actions. 

This enabled the People’s Army firmly to take the initiative 
from the outset of the war and keep striking at the enemy, 
allowing him no breathing space to strengthen his defences in 
new sectors. 

Advancing southward like surging waves, the People’s 
Army liberated the Seoul area, where the main enemy forces 
were concentrated, three days after the outbreak of the war and 
continued to advance in the direction of Taejon breaking 
through the enemy sectors of defence 

The U.S imperialists tried madly to check the advance of 
our People’s Army by reinforcing their forces of aggression in 
a big way. 



In this connection, Comrade Kim li Sung, in his radio 
address on July 8, 1950, emphasized that the entire Korean 
people and men and officers of the People’s Army should deci- 
sively rout and drive out the armed invaders from our land and 
achieve the final victory in the Fatherland Liberation War, ap- 
pealing to them as follows: 

“Let us march forward to drive out the U.S. imperialists to 
the last man from the soil of the country where generation after 
generation of our ancestors lie buried and where our beloved 
younger generation is growing up. Let us carry our righteous 
liberation struggle to a victorious conclusion so that the glo- 
rious flag of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea will 
wave high over Pusan, Mokpo and Mt. Halla-san on Cheju-do 
Island.” 

In response to the militant call of the Leader, the People’s 
Army continued to advance southward, dealing a crushing 
blow at the enemy. 

Even with their large military reinforcements the U.S. im- 
perialist aggressors could not alter the situation on the front. 

The combined People's Army units that had closed in upon 
Taejon, a point of strategic and operational importance for the 
enemy, applied various tactics — frontal attack, annihilation 
through encirclement, swift manoeuvre and detour, ambush 
and assault — and won a shining victory in completely wiping 
out the 24th Division of the U.S. imperialist aggression army 
which the U.S. imperialist aggressors had boasted as an “ever* 
victorious division” and in routing and finishing off large 
numbers of puppet army troops, thereby liberating Taejon. 

The operation for liberating Taejon conducted under the 
personal command of Comrade Kim II Sung inflicted a mortal 
defeat upon the U.S. imperialist aggression forces; it again 
showed clearly the invincible force of his outstanding strategy 
and tactics. 

In those days of fierce battles, Supreme Commander 
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Comrade Kim II Sung went to the front under a rain of 
shells to plan and direct operations personally, and inspired and 
encouraged the fighting men and officers in the trenches. 

Under the superb leadership of the respected and beloved 
Leader, the People’s Army men and officers, displaying match- 
less bravery and mass heroism, routed the U.S. imperialist ag- 
gressors and liberated more than 90 per cent of the whole 
territory of the southern half and over 92 per cent of its popu- 
lation in one month and a half and drove the enemy into a 
corner, the narrow area of North and South Kyongsang Prov- 
inces, thus registering brilliant war results. 

While commanding the People’s Army units at the front. 
Comrade Kim !1 Sung made every effort to organize and en- 
list the entire people in the rear for victory in the war. 

In wholehearted response to the militant call of the Leader, 
the people in the rear came out as one in the sacred war to 
annihilate the enemy. About 850,000 youths and students vol- 
unteered for the front in only a few weeks after the war 
started. 

Our working class formed workers’ regiments everywhere 
to go to the front and, at the same time, voluntarily prolong- 
ed the working hours, organized and unfolded a “front shock 
brigade movement," a “youth workteam movement” and 
various other types of emulation drives for increased pro- 
duction to aid the front. The peasants put all their patriotic 
zeal into the wartime production of food And our transport 
fighters ensured wartime transportation, improving every 
minute. 

Comrade Kim II Sung directed the work of forming Party 
and government bodies and public organizations and carrying 
out a land reform and other democratic reforms in those areas 
of the southern half liberated by the People’s Army, and thus 
ensured democratic freedom and rights for the people there. 
The political and economic footholds of the U.S imperialists

and (heir stooges were eliminated in vast areas of the 
southern half, and a new democratic system and order was 
established in all spheres of social life. 

The liberated people of the southern half, full of joy at the 
new life, rallied firmly around the great Leader Comrade 
Kim II Sung and did all they could to aid the People’s Army 
advancing southward. 

Large numbers of patriotic youths and students in the 
southern half voluntarily joined the Volunteers’ Corps and took 
part in the sacred war for the annihilation of the enemy. Their 
number reached more than 400,000 in a few weeks after the 
liberation by the People’s Army. 

Faced with defeat, the U.S. imperialist aggressors made 
frenzied efforts. The U.S. imperialists mobilized all their 
Pacific forces, ground, naval and air, and part of their Mediter- 
ranean fleet and even brought the armed forces of their satel- 
lite countries to the Korean front by abusing the signboard of 
the “United Nations” in a vain attempt to seize our country 
at a rush. 

In September 1950 they conducted a large-scale landing 
operation on the Inchon area by mobilizing over 300 war 
vessels, more than 1,000 planes and upwards of 50,000 troops, 
while rushing hundreds of thousands of fresh troops to the 
front. 

In view of the new military and political situation, Comrade 
Kim It Sung set forth the strategic line of ensuring the strate- 
gic retreat of the main forces of the People’s Army bv 
retarding the enemy’s advance and gaining time on the onj 
hand and, on the other, of organizing new reserve units || 
lorm strong counter-offensive groups in order to prepare 
a fresh, decisive blow at tire enemy and turn the general 
war situation in our favour. 

The strategic line set forth by Comrade Kim II Sung was 
a most positive and wise line aimed to weaken and defeat 
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the enemy who had secured temporary superiority, and pre- 
set c and strengthen the forces of our army, reorganizing them 
swiftly to deal a decisive blow at the enemy. 

In his radio address on October 11, 1950. Comrade 
Kim 1 1 Sung called upon the entire people and men and officers 
of the People’s Army to defend every incli of soil of the coun- 
try with blood, prepare all forces for dc!i\ermg a new deci- 
sive blow to the enemy and smite and wipe out the U.S. im- 
perialists and their stooges to the last man from our land. 

In wholehearted response to the call of Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the entire people fought heroically even in the 
difficult period of temporary’ retreat, with the firm conviction 
that they could surely win the final victory if only they fought 


bravely, rallied firmly around him. 

Comrade Kim I! Sung resolutely organized battles for de- 
fending the Scoul-Inchon area where the enemy staged large- 
scale landing operations, and foiled the enemy’s scheme and 
ensured the operations for the organized retreat of the mam 
umtftVrom the front. The mam People’s Army units completed 
their Retreat successfully in a short span of time, dealing a 
heavy! blow at the enemy c\ cry where 

dj >mrade Kim II Sung saw to it that the second front was 
formJ 1 behind the enemy line with some of the mam units in 
rctrtrc so as to inflict tremendous losses upon the enemy’s man- 
power and materiel, liberate many enemy -occupied areas and 
projeirc themselves to join in the new offensive operations of 
thuePcople’s Armv later Thanks to this measure, the enemv 
wis put on the defensive anil hit hard both in iront and 


In response to the appeal oi the Leader to organize guerilla 
inits to strike at the U.S. imperialist aggressors, give the enemy 
lot a gram of rice and resist and light him in every way, the 
’arty members and people behind the enemy line formed the peo- 


ple's guerilla units and attacked by surprise and wiped out the 
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enemy in many places. Even young boys organized guerilla 
units and beat the enemy, thereby making him shudder with 
uneasiness and fear. 

From the first days of the war the U.S. imperialists resorted 
to all sorts of most barbarous methods of warfare unprecedented 
in the war history. The U.S. imperialists killed peaceable in- 
habitants savagely by their indiscriminate bombing of schools 
and hospitals, cultural establishments and populated areas and, 
particularly during our temporary retreat, committed thrice- 
cursed massacres and atrocities in all parts of the country. 

Referring to such brutal atrocities of the U.S. imperialist 
aggressors, Comrade Kim II Sung pointed out as follows: 

“Engels once called the British army the most brutal army. 
During the Second World War, the German fascist army out- 
did the British army in its savagery. No human brains could 
ever imagine more diabolical and more horrible barbarities 
than those committed by the Hitlerite villains at that time. 

“But in Korea, the Yankees surpassed by far the Hitlerites.” 

No amount of bestiality on the part of the U.S. imperialist 
aggressors, however, could ever bring the Korean people to their 
knees. 

Even in the hard days of retreat, our people remained true 
to the call of the Leader to the end and fought heroically, fol- 
lowing the example of the anti-Japanese guerillas who had 
thought and acted according to his ideas and will in any ad- 
versity and had not even hesitated to lay down their lives in 
carrying out his orders and instructions. 

The enemy’s plan to occupy the whole territory of our coun- 
try at a breath fizzled out completely. 

in late October 1950, the strategic retreat of the People’s 
Army ended under the superb leadership of Comrade 
Kim II Sung, and the war entered the third stage. 

Comrade Kim II Sung made it clear that the strategic line 
at tire new stage where a counter-offensive would be taken 
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was to drive away the enemy, who had made an inroad 
into the northern half, to the south of the 38th paraltel and 
weaken his strength through a constant warfare of attrition 
while making all preparations well for victory in the war. 

Conducting bold combat actions in accordance with the 
strategic line laid down by Comrade Kim II Sung, the People's 
Army units completely liberated the enemy-held areas in the 
northern half of the Republic by the end of December 1950 and 
foiled the enemy’s much-vaunted “Christmas general offensive.” 
Meanwhile, the units operating on the second front behind the 
enemy line according to the forcsighted and positive strategic 
plan mapped out by Comrade Kim II Sung, struck hard at the 
hack of the enemy in concert with the frontline units on the 
counter-offensive, wiping out numerous effectives of the enemy 
including the U.S. imperialists’ 8th Field Army commander and 
capturing quantities of combat materiel and technical equip- 
ment. 

In order to recover from their defeat, the U.S. imperialists 
brought up huge military reinforcements and set out on a new 
military adventure. The war thus came to assume a protracted 
nature. 

In connection with the protraction of the war Comrade 
Kim II Sung convened the Third Plenary Meeting of the Central 
Committee oT the Party in December 1950 in order to further 
consolidate the front and the rear and take a decisive offensive 
against the enemy, clear away the temporary confusion caused 
during the retreat and improve and strengthen the work of 
the Party and state organs and the army 

Comrade Kim II Sung delivered the report “The Present 
Situation and the Immediate Tasks” at the plenary meeting. 

In the report, Comrade Kim II Sung criticized some undis- 
ciplined practices revealed during the temporary retreat and set 
it forth as the first and foremost task to strengthen revolution- 
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ary discipline in the Parly and state organs and in the army. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that the more difficulties crop- 
ped up before the Party and the revolution, the more the Party 
discipline had to be strengthened and the unity and cohesion of 
the Party ranks be maintained and only in this way could the 
ultimate victory be achieved in the war. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught ns follows: 

“One of the essential conditions for defeating the ferocious 
enemy and winning a glorious victory is that our Parly streng- 
thens discipline more than ever and unites its ranks more 
steel-like around the Party Central Committee.... It should be 
seen that the firm work style prevails in the whole Party of 
carrying out the orders of the Party promptly and accurately 
through fire and water.” 

Touching upon the necessity of rejecting dogmatism and 
establishing Juche thoroughly in military activities, he also 
taught that the technical equipment of the army had to be im- 
proved and reinforced to suit the geographical features of our 
country which is mountainous and to meet the requirements of 
modern warfare and that a complete mastery of mountain and 
night warfares had to be acquired. 

In the report, Comrade Kim II Sung set forth the task of 
healing the wounds caused during the temporary retreat and 
firmly building up the rear. He put forward the measures to 
restore and readjust the Party and government bodies at the 
shortest possible date, rehabilitate the ravaged national econ- 
omy and stabilize the people’s livelihood in the liberated areas. 
And he pointed out that tiiose who had joined reactionary 
organizations during the enemy’s temporary occupation should 
be dealt with correctly, and an all-out offensive be taken a- 
gainst counter-revolutionaries. 

Underscoring the question of displaying the revolutionary 
spirit of self-reliance in the war to a high degree, Comrade 
Kim 11 Sung taught as follows: 
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"Our problems should be solved by ourselves, no mailer 
who may help us and how. The masters are us, (he Korean 
people. The masters should make more efforts. The inspirer 
and organizer of our people is our Workers’ Party. The mem- 
ber of the Workers* Party is the core, active vanguard and 
initiator of the working people. 

"Whether our nation can work out its own salvation or not 
depends upon how our Party works and how our People’s 
Army fights.” 

In accordance with the teachings given by Comrade 
Kim I! Sung at the plenary meeting, the Party unfolded a 
vigorous struggle to strengthen revolutionary discipline in all 
fields and organized and mobilized the entire people and Peo- 
ple’s Armymen for the ultimate victory in the war. 

The Third Plenary Meeting of the Party Centra! Committee 
held in the grimmest days of the war had an enormous signific- 
ance in arming all the Party members with the spirit of 
strengthening revolutionary discipline to uphold and carry out 
the orders and instructions of the Leader unconditionally, there- 
by thoroughly establishing the unitary ideological system in 
the whole Parly, further increasing the combat power of the 
Party, overcoming dogmatism in military affairs, further en- 
hancing the fighting capacity of the People's Army, consolidat- 
ing the rear and achieving fresh victories at the front. 

From June 1951 on, the front was fixed in the main along 
the 38th parallel and the war entered a new stage. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung, in view of the new situation, set 
forth the strategic line of building strong defence positions and 
launching active position defence battles, holding out the areas 
In our hands and incessantly knocking the eneim out of action 
and, on the other hand, gaining time to further increase the 
fighting capacity of the People’s Arm\ and consolidate the 
rear all the more so as to create c\er\ condition for the final 
victory in the war 



Wholeheartedly upholding the line advanced by the Leader, 
he People’s Army men and officers excavated tunnels and, re- 
lying on them, switched over to the active position defence 
battle, thus inflicting heavy blows in succession on the enemy 
through close co-operation between the infantry and artillery 
units 

The enemy, having suffered reverse after reverse, was com- 
pelled to propose to our side to hold armistice negotiations. 

The enemy tried to get a breathing space behind the 
smoke-screen of the armistice negotiations and retrieve his 
military defeat by crafty diplomatic devices. 

Having seen through the enemy’s attempt in advance, 
Comrade Kim II Sung clarified our stand and altitude to cope 
with it. Pointing out that no one should harbour any illusion 
about the U.S. imperialist aggressors, he taught that our forces 
should be further strengthened, the enemy be dealt military 
blows without respite, and the insidious attempt of the U.S. 
imperialists behind the smoke-screen of the armistice negotia- 
tions be thoroughly foiled. 

The armistice negotiations started on July 10, 1951. The 
enemy used every conceivable absurd argument and crafty 
trick in the armistice negotiations. But the foolish, sin- 
ister intrigues of the enemy were frustrated each time by the 
resolute and uncompromising stand of our side. 

When they failed to attain their ends in the armistice 
negotiations, the U.S. imperialists made an attempt to launch 
a large-scale offensive in combination with landing operations 
on the coasts, while largely reinforcing their armed forces on 
the front, and went so far as to threaten us with atomic weapons. 

But no military offensive or threat of the enemy could ever 
frighten the Korean people united rock-firm around the Leader. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung said as follows: 

No matter how desperately the U.S. imperialists may try 
to threaten the people with atomic weapons and to subdue them 
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on the strength of their military technique, their wild ambition 
will inevitably come to grief.... 

"The valiant struggle of the Korean people has proved to 
the freedom-loving people of the whole world that atomic black- 
mail could not have any effect on their struggle for the inde- 
pendence and freedom of the country. The war we arc wag- 
ing will, therefore, give a practical lesson to the imperialist 
marauders and an immense encouragement to the peoples In 
colonics and dependent countries and will become the banner 
of liberation movement for the oppressed nations." 

In the period from mid-August 1951 to early November, 
the enemy launched the "summer and autumn offensives" by 
mobilizing huge forces in a vain attempt to seize areas of the 
northern half once again and, politically, to achieve the so- 
called "honorable armistice” by bringing military pressure to 
bear upon our side. 

While pretending to launch a big offensive in the western 
sector of the front, the enemy, who had sustained a heavy de- 
feat in the first large-scale "summer offensive” owing to the 
distinguished strategy and tactics of Comrade Kim II Sung, 
concentrated huge forces in the eastern sector of the front and 
again launched an "autumn offensive” viciously to seize the 
northern half of the Republic at a stretch in co-operation with 
his units to be landed on the east coast 

Having seen through the crafty scheme of the enemy in 
good time. Comrade Kim II Sung taught that the enemy's of- 
fensive had to be crushed by moving some of our defence units 
from the west coast quickly to the eastern sector of the front 
and forming, in the meantime, an impregnable zone of defence 
in the area of Height I2II where the enemy’s large-scale attack 
was expected, and then by conducting a big annihilation opera- 
tion there. 

While personally commanding the defensive battle for 
Height 1211, Comrade Kim II Sung saw that strong reserve 



units were formed and the defences on the oast coast further 
strengthened to counter the enemy's attempt for landing. 

The defenders of Height 1211 who were boundlessly loyal 
to Supreme Commander Comrade Kim 11 Sung fought bloody 
fights giving a wholesale death to the enemy who made attacks 
scores of times every day on the grim battlefield where a daily 
average of 30,000-40,000 enemy shells and bombs were shower- 
ed and rocks were crushed into powder and the earth scorch- 
ed. On Height 1211 fierce battles went on day in, day out. 
Through the heroic struggle the People’s Army turned the 
height into a “Heartbreak Ridge” and the ravine below into 
a “Punch Bowl" for the enemy and defended the height of the 
country with honour. 

Comrade Kim II Sung, directing the operations for defend- 
ing the height, showed paternal love for the fighting Peo- 
ple’s Army men and officers. When the defence battle for the 
height was going on fiercely, he told the Army Commander there 
that each combatant was an invaluable revolutionary comrade- 
in-arms and priceless asset, and earnestly instructed him to 
see that as it was getting chilly all of them were served with 
warm rice meals and hot soup and they were provided with 
warm beds lest they should catch cold. Encouraged by the 
deep love of the Leader, the defenders of the height dis- 
played mass heroism with redoubled courage in the battles for 
annihilating the enemy. 

Throughout the whole period of the war, Comrade 
Kim II Sung showed warm fatherly concern for every aspect 
of the life of the People’s Army men and officers os he had 
done for the guerillas in the days of the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle. All the commanding personnel followed his teachings 
and examples and fully displayed the traditional traits of rev- 
olutionary comradeship and unity between men and officers. 
Tiius, tiie men and officers of the People’s Army performed 
brilliant exploits in repulsing and thwarting at every step the 
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large-scale offensives conducted by the enemy by employing 
all barbarous methods of war. 

Thanks to the superiority of the military art created by 
Comrade Kim II Sung, the "summer and autumn offensives’* of 
the enemy ended in failure and the enemy sustained severe de- 
feats. It demonstrated once again to the whole world that our 
People’s Army equipped with the revolutionary ideas of the 
great Leader Comrade Kim II Sung, the cver-victorious iron- 
willed brilliant commander, and led by him, is invincible in 
fights against any enemy. 

The U.S. imperialists, having suffered decisive setbacks in 
their "summer and autumn offensives," were compelled to come 
out again to the conference table for armistice negotiations, 
which they had unilaterally broken off. and to accept the pro- 
posals of our side. 

The victories of the heroic People’s Army at the front were 
closely linked with the correct and scrupulous guidance given 
by Comrade Kim II Sung to steadily strengthen and develop 
its combat capacity. 

Comrade Kim II Sung attached a decisive significance to 
Party political work in strengthening and augmenting the 
combat capacity of Hie army. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught as follows: 

‘Tor an army to win a battle it should, of course, 
have good weapons, but should have a high degree of fighting 
spirit, Ideological consciousness and a high level of technique. 
In particular, ideological consciousness has a decisive sign- 
ificance." 

At the outbreak of the war. he assigned a great number 
of competent political cadres to the arms, reorganized the pre- 
vious Cultural Department into the Political Department to 
further strengthen Party political work in the army, and 
gave concrete teachings on the s\-tem and method of its work. 

On the personal initiative of Comrade Kim II Sung, Party 


organizations and political organs were set up in the People’s 
Army in October 1950. 

The establishment of Parly organizations and political 
organs in the People’s Army was a most sagacious measure 
for arming the People’s Armymen more firmly politically and 
ideologically and an epochal event in strengthening Party 
political work in the People’s Army and enhancing its combat 
capacity. 

The Party organizations and political organs in the army 
explained and brought home to the entire servicemen the in- 
structions and orders of Supreme Commander Comrade 
Kim II Sung in good time, and organized and conducted Party 
political work energetically for their thorough implemen- 
tation, thereby uniting all the armymen rock-firm around 
Comrade Kim II Sung. 

Comrade Kim II Sung organized and directed the work of 
training and re-educating large numbers of commanding 
officers and political cadres of all services and arms in order 
to expand the ranks of the People's Army in compliance with 
the increasing requirements of the front, and to strengthen the 
ranks qualitatively and especially to elevate the ability of the 
commanding personnel and the staff as organizers. Thus, even 
under the war conditions, officers’ schools at various levels and 
different training centres were newly set up or expanded, and 
many new commanding officers and political cadres were 
trained. 

Also, Comrade Kim II Sung directed deep attention to im- 
proving and reinforcing the armament and equipment of the 
units of every service and arm to suit all the characteristics 
of modern warfare and the natural-economic and military-geo- 
graphical conditions of our country. Consequently, the fighting 
capacity of the Peoples Army increased constantly even in the 
conditions of the fierce war, and our People’s Army was equip- 
ped better with modern military technique. 
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The model company movement conducted on the initiative 
of Supreme Commander Comrade Kim II Sung in 1952 to in- 
crease the combat capacity of the People’s Army acquired an 
important significance In strengthening and developing the 
entire units of the People’s Army politically, ideologically and 
in military technique, and in leading the armymen to display 
mass heroism on the front. 

In particular, the historic speech of Comrade Kim II Sung, 
“Let Us Strengthen the People’s Army” made in December 
1952 was of tremendous significance in creatively developing 
the Marxist-Leninist theory concerning the question of the 
character of war and the permanent factors of victory in the 
war and other military affairs, in equipping all the men and 
officers of the People’s Army and the masses of the people with 
scientific knowledge to ensure victory in the war, and in train- 
ing the People’s Army into a cadre army and modernizing it. 

While organizing and directing the operations in every 
section of the front to assure victory. Comrade Kim II Sung 
energetically organized and guided in the rear the work of 
strengthening the Party and go\ eminent bodies and enhanc- 
ing their leading role and organizing and mobilizing the peo- 
ple to victory in the war. 

He taught that in the complex and difficult circumstances 
of the war, no time should be lost to spot and remedy 

defects in Party work, however trilling they might be, so as to 

steadily strengthen the Party organizationally and ideologically. 

Comrade Kim It Sung convened the Fourth Plenary Meet- 
ing of the Party Central Committee in November 1951, at 

whicli lie took measures to o\ercome the Left deviations in 

Party work, expand and consolidate the Party ranks and 
strengthen the ties between the Party and the masses 

He severely criticized theclosc-doonst and penalty-imposing 
errors committed by the tiquidationists for subverting the Party, 
and advanced the concrete tasks for expanding the Party ranks 
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rapidly and consolidating them qualitatively. He then taught 
that in order to tighten the bonds between the Party and the 
masses, the united front work should be improved and streng- 
thened and, especially, bureaucracy be rejected and the method 
and style of work of the functionaries improved. 

The whole Party was mobilized for the struggle to imple- 
ment the tasks set forth by Comrade Kim 11 Sung. 

Thus, the Left deviations in Party work were rectified, 
and in a short span of time hundreds of thousands of advanced 
elements of workers, peasants, armymen and working intellec- 
tuals who had fought devotedly at the front and in the rear 
were admitted to the Party, whose ranks grew into a big force 
one million strong. More, the Party organizations at all levels 
improved their level of guidance and overcame bureaucratic 
errors, thereby bringing into full play the activity and van- 
guard role of the Party members. 

As a result, our Party was rapidly expanded and streng- 
thened and its fighting power further enhanced, and the ties 
between the Party and the masses grew stronger. 

After the fourth plenary meeting, Comrade Kim 11 Sung 
waged a vigorous struggle against bureaucracy. The historic 
speech “The Tasks and Role of the Local Power Organs at the 
Present Stage” delivered by Comrade Kim 11 Sung in Febru- 
ary 1952 was of particular importance in opposing bureaucracy, 
establishing the popular method and style of work among the 
functionaries and rallying the masses around the Party. 

In the speech, Comrade Kim 11 Sung, urging the function- 
aries to wage an energetic struggle against the bureaucratic 
style of work, said as follows: 


The functionaries of people’s power organs should become 
true servants of the people, who rely on the people in work, 
respect their interests, persuade and educate them instead of 
shouting commands to them, learn from them at all times and 
serve them wholeheartedly.” 
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The speech of Comrade Kim li Sung served os a pro- 
grammatic guide to improving the method and style of work 
of the functionaries of the Party and government bodies and 
strengthening their tics with the masses. Through the strug- 
gle for implementing the tasks set in the speech, criticisms 
were made on the bureaucratic style of work manifested among 
some functionaries of the Party and government bodies who 
regarded it quite natural to perform their work by dictates 
and administrative methods in wartime conditions, and all 
practices detrimental to the Party and the state were thorough- 
ly exposed, criticized and remedied, with the result that the 
bonds of kinship between the Party and government bodies and 
the people were further strengthened and the creative zeal of 
the masses rose greatly. 

The Fifth Plenary Meeting of the Party Central Commit- 
tee held in December 1952 under the guidance of Comrade 
Kim II Sung was a great event in strengthening and develop- 
ing our Party. 

At the plenary meeting, Comrade Kim II Sung delivered 
the historic report "The Organizational and Ideological Streng- 
thening of the Party Is the Basis of Our Victory." 

In the report. Comrade Kim 11 Sung put forward the pro- 
grammatic task of tempering the Partv spirit of the Party mem- 
bers, cementing the unity and cohesion of the Parly ranks and 
o\ercommg dogmatism and formalism in ideological work to 
reinforce the Party organizationally and ideologically. 

He raised it as one of the fundamental questions in Party 
building to steel the Parts spirit of the Party members and 
gave a scientific definition of Party spirit 

Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows 

"The heightening of Party spirit means for each member 
ot the Workers’ Party to be boundlessly loyal to the Party 
and active In Party work, regard the interests of the revolu- 
tion and the Party as his litc and soul and subordinate his 
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personal interests to them, defend the interests and principles of 
the Party when and where and in whatever conditions, fight un- 
compromisingly against all hues of anti-Party, counter-revolu- 
tionary ideas, lead his Party organizational life conscientious- 
ly and observe Party discipline strictly and to strengthen the 
bonds between the Party and the masses at all times." 

Also, Comrade Kim II Sung called upon the entire Party 
membership to unfold a resolute struggle against factionalist 
and liberalistic tendencies that hampered the Party’s unity and 
cohesion. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught in the report that it should 
be made the central task in the Party’s ideological work to 
thoroughly overcome dogmatism, formalism and national ni- 
hilism existing in the Party’s ideological work and solve the 
practical problems of our revolution from the unshaken posi- 
tion of Juche. 

Stressing in the last part of the report that, first of all, our 
Party should be further consolidated in order to rout and 
wipe out the U.S. imperialists and their lackeys and win the 
freedom, unification and independence of the country, Comrade 
Kim 11 Sung taught as follows: 

“What does it mean to consolidate our Party? 

“It means that our Party should be equipped with Marx- 
ism-Leninism, the all-conquering revolutionary theory that in- 
dicates the way to the overthrow of capitalism and emancipa- 
tion of the working people. 

“Consolidation of the Party means that iron discipline 
should be established in the Party, the unity of its ranks de- 
fended, the slightest factionalist tendency not tolerated, and 
the Party should be firmly protected from the infiltration of 
bourgeois ideas and tempered politically and ideologically. 

Strengthening of the Party also means educating the 
Party members in the spirit of serving the Party, the coun- 
try and the people with all loyalty, of devoting themselves 
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to the came of emancipation of the labouring masses, remain* 
ing faithful to the principle of proletarian internationalism, 
hating the class enemies, sharpening revolutionary vigilance 
and of waging an uncompromising struggle against the slight' 
cst expression of bourgeois ideas. 

'‘Consolidation of the Party means strengthening the 
hortds between the Party and the masses of the people, fighting 
stubbornly against the bureaucratic and formalistic style of work 
that divorces the Party from the masses and establishing the 
revolutionary style of work within the Party. 

“Consolidation of the Party means permitting no corner* 
vatlsm, stagnation and indolence within the Party and cultivat- 
ing the Party members in the indomitable fighting spirit o( 
winning victory through a devoted struggle by overcoming all 
difficulties and In vivacious creative spirit." 

The report of Comrade Kim II Sung furnished a program- 
matic guide to strengthening our Party organizationally and 
ideologically and made a great contribution to advancing and 
enriching the Marxist-Lcninist theory on Party building. 

The fifth plenary meeting of our Party held under the 
leadership of Comrade Kim II Sung was of great significance 
in reinforcing our Party organizationally and ideologically 
and hastening victory for the Fatherland Liberation War, as it 
roused the entire Party to the struggle to consolidate the 
Party’s unity and cohesion, elevate the Party spirit of the Parts 
members and their vanguard role, and establish Juche thorough- 
ly against dogmatism and formalism in Party work 

Through the discussions on the documents adopted at the 
lifth plenary meeting, the Party spirit of the members was 
heightened markedly and the Party’s fighting power increased 
further. Also in the course of the discussions of the docu- 
ments, an anti-Party, counter-revolutionary spy clique that 
had been lurking in the Party for a long time was exposed and 
expelled, and a struggle started for rooting up factionalism 
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that had been a historical malady in the communist movement 
in our country. 

Even in the difficult conditions of the war, Comrade 
Kim II Sung exerted tireless cITorts lo ensure wartime produc- 
tion adequately and stabilize the people s livelihood and to 
promote the arrangements lor carrying out the far-sighted 
plans he worked out for the postwar rehabilitation and the coun- 
try’s eternal prosperity and progress. 

Even though he was so busy organizing and directing all 
activities for victory in the war, shouldering the destinies of 
the country and the nation, lie visited factories and rural vil- 
lages in many parts of the country to lead Party-cell meetings 
and consult directly with woikers and peasants about slate ai- 
fairs, inspiring them with firm confidence in victory in the war 
and encouraging them. 

Indeed, the Leader was always with the people and shar- 
ed sweets and bitters with them at any time and at any place 
in the raging flames of the war. 

When the people were tackling an arduous job for increas- 
ing wartime production, he himself went out to the fields and 
assisted the peasants in sowing. Moreover, he personally grew 
vegetables and fruit trees. Besides, he took all possible 
steps in good time for stabilizing the livelihood of the people 
such as providing free medical care for war sufferers and ex- 
empting the peasants from returning loan grain and paying the 
tax in kind so that they had no worries about life even during 
that fierce war. 

Comrade Kim 1! Sung saw that nursery schools and educa- 
tional institutes were set up in various places for the bereaved 
children of the men and officers of the People’s Army and the 
patriotic martyrs who had fallen in the heroic fight against 
U.S. imperialism, and looked after their management and the 
study and life of the bereaved children with profound care. 

Besides, he had primary institutes established in various 
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places to take care of those orphans who had lost their homes 
and parents in the enemy's barbarous bombing and massacre 
and all arrangements made for their education and training 
at the safe areas 

Moreover, he saw that honoured wounded soldiers’ schools 
were set up in many places for the men and officers of tin 
People’s Army and patriots who had been disabled whih 
heroically fighting at the front and in the rear, so that they 
could study science and technology to their hearts’ content ac- 
cording to their hopes and physical conditions. 

Comrade Kim II Sung also saw to it that the benefits of 
social maintenance were provided preferentially to the honoured 
wounded soldiers and the special courses for them set up in 
higher educationat institutions and political schools so as to 
train them into competent national cadres 

Inspired by such meticulous guidance and warm care of 
Hie Leader, the workers, peasants and all other people of our 
country displayed fiery patriotic devotion to ensure wartime 
production and support the front 

While carrying on the work of consolidating the rear. 
Comrade Kim II Sung boldly pushed ahead with the prepara- 
tions for postwar rehabilitation and construction and socialist 
construction Even in the crucible oi the fierce war. he took 
a perspective view of the countr>’s future and actively drove 
forward the work of creating the powerful base of machine in- 
dustry In the meantime, tie shaped a plan for postwar re 
liabilitatiou and construction, puslud forward the stir\e)s 
of the actual conditions of the demolished factories and enter- 
prises. and personally directed the work of drafting the plans 
for the reconstruction of towns and factories and of drawing 
up their blueprints. And be saw to it that numerous large state 
agro-stock farms and farm-machine hire stations were set up 
which would be of great help in transforming the countr\sid« 
along socialist lines ind along with tins tic orgamred and 



guided the work of exploring the country’s natural resources 
and surveying the sites of nature-remaking projects. With 
a view to rearing the cadres urgently needed in the postwar 
rehabilitation and construction and socialist construction, he 
gave instructions to open all institutes of higher learning and 
call back combatants from the front for study at the institutes. 
Moreover, he himself crossed rugged mountains to visit the 
university and other higher educational institutions and the 
Party school, and gave the faculty members and students 
specific orientations in their instruction and education as well 
as scientific researches. In April 1952, he convened a conference 
of scientists and gave them the orientation of scientific develop- 
ment. After that he not only founded the Academy of Sciences 
but also paid scrupulous attention, and rendered assistance, to 
individual scientists in their research work. 

All this acquired a great significance not only in fortify- 
ing the rear reliably and equipping the army and the people 
with revolutionary optimism to make them fight more valiantly, 
but also in speedily healing the war wounds and carrying on 
victoriously the socialist revolution and socialist construction 
after the war. 

Entering 1952, the enemy launched tenacious “offensives," 
while continuously increasing military forces on the Korean 
front and using bacteriological and chemical weapons in large 
quantities at the front and in the rear. But each time he suffer- 
ed huge losses on his manpower and materiel due to the stub- 
born defence battles and tactical counterattacks of the Peo- 
ple’s Army units. 

As the people were united firmly around the Leader, the 
front and the rear were built up impregnably and the combat 
actions of the People’s Army stepped up, the enemy sank 
deeper into a bog with each passing day. Upset by this, at the 
outset of 1953 the U.S. imperialist aggressors hurried to stage 
a massive operation in their last desperation.

Eisenhower, the warlike boss ol the U.S. imperialists, whe 
personalty came to the Korean front at the end of 1952, prat- 
tled that “action is better than negotiations," and became more 
impetuous to accelerate preparations for a large-scale “new 
offensive" in a wild dream to cut off the front from the rear by 
conducting landing operations on the east and west coasts 
and thus "encircle and annihilate" our main units in conjunc- 
tion with attack at the main front. 

But in accordance with the distinguished strateg) and tac- 
tics of Comrade Kim II Sung, the cvcr-victorious iron-willed 
brilliant commander, and under bis personal direction, the 
People’s Army and people built up impregnable positions on 
the east and west coasts and at the front and waged a heroic 
struggle with a towering determination to annihilate the enemy 
amt completely frustrated what the enemy called "new offensive." 

Meanwhile, in mid-May 1953 the People's Army units 
.at the main sectors of the front launched powerful counter- 
offensive battles against the enemy in succession and thus 
gave an annihilating blow to the enemy and liberated a vast area. 

The longer the war dragged on. the more irretrievable 
military and political reverses the t S imperialists suffered 
in succession. 

During the three years oi the Korean war the enemy lost 
more than 1,093,800 men including over 397,000 U S. imperial- 
ist aggressor troops, over i 2.2<X) planes, 250-odd war vessels of 
different types and a huge amount of other combat and technics 1 
equipment. 

The losses the U.S. imperialists suffered during the thres- 
>ear Korean war reached near!;. 23 times as much as the fossa?

time oi World War 11 both in manpower and combat and txzr- 
cal equipment. 

Having sustained irretrievable military, politick 
moral setbacks, the US imperialists found themselves 


to go on with the war any longer, amt wetc compelled to kneel 
down before the Korean people and sign the Armistice Agree- 
ment. 

On July 27, 1953, the just Fatherland Liberation War of 
the Korean people ended in a great victory for them thanks 
to the distinguished strategy and tactics and wise leadership 
of Comrade Kim 11 Sung. 

The shining victory of the Korean people in the Latherland 
Liberation War was a splendid victory for Comrade 
Kim II Sung’s great military thought and brilliant military art.

Fully convinced that no matter how serious the damage 
and how difficult the situation might he, a new life could In- 
built again so long os there were the people, the territory, the 
Party and the people’s government. Comrade Kim II Sung roil- 
ed the whole Party and the entire people to the grandiose strug 
gle for the postwar rehabilitation and construction 

Comrade Kim II Sung called the Sixth Plenar> Meeting 
of the Party Central Committee on August 5, ID53, only a few 
days after the ceasefire, and clearly indicated the orientation of 
the postwar rehabilitation and construction, thereby illumining 
the road for our people to follow. He had a deep insight into 
the postwar situation in the country ami the prospect of our 
revolution and. on this basis, set foitli an original line of eco- 
nomic construction, the basic line of postwar economic construc- 
tion on giving priority to the growth of heavy industry with 
simultaneous development of light industry and agriculture, 
which no one had ever tried his hand at 
Comrade Kim II Sung taught as follows 
”ln postwar economic construction we must follow the line 
of Riving priority to the rehabilitation and development of heavy 
industry with simultaneous development of light industry and 
agriculture. This alone will enable us to consolidate the eco- 
nomic foundations of our country and improve the people's 
living conditions in a short period ol time ” 
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The basic line of postwar economic construction laid down

And light indus- 
try and agriculture, together with heavy industry, had to be de- 
veloped rapidly for building an independent national economy 
in our country where agriculture and light industry had been 
very backward originally.

this movement as the enthusiasm of the peasants increased. 

In carrying out the agricultural co-operativization Comrade 
Kim II Sung determined correctly the principles which the 
Party and the state had to observe, the stages and tempo of de- 
velopment of agricultural co-operativization, the forms and 
sizes of the co-operatives and so on in conformity with the 
actual conditions of our country, and gave guidance in pro- 
moting this complex and far-rcaching socio-economic change 
rapidly and successfully. 

In carrying out agricultural co-operativization, he worked 
out the correct class policy of relying firmly on the poor 
peasants, strengthening alliance with the middle peasants and 
restricting and gradually remoulding the rich farmers. And 
he saw to it that the peasants were educated by practical ex- 
amples while the voluntary principle was strictly adhered to 
in the agricultural co-operative movement and that the guid- 
ance and assistance from the Party and the state were 
strengthened. 

The concluding speech of Comrade Kim 11 Sung ‘‘On Our 
Party’s Policy for the Future Development of Agriculture” made 
at a Plenary Meeting of the Party Central Committee in Novem- 
ber 1954 was of great historic significance in successfully ac- 
celerating the agricultural co-operative movement. 

In the speech Comrade Kim II Sung summed up the achi- 
evements scored in the experimental stage of the agricultural 
co-operative movement, pointed out the need to guard against 
all possible Right and Left deviations in the course of this 
movement and set forth the task of unfolding the agricultural 
co-operative movement extensively on a mass scale. 

Following the teaching of Comrade Kim II Sung, agrieul- 
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turat co-operativization forged ahead apace in a mass move- 

m While co-opcrativizing agriculture, Comrade Kim U Svag. 
also pushed ahead vigorously with the work of socialist trans- 
formation of urban handicrafts and capitalist trade and in- 
dustry. . , , . , . . 

Already in 1947 when the transition period started, he set 
forth the line of reorganizing the individual economy oi the 
handicraftsmen into the socialist co-operative economy by 
organizing producers* co-operatives with them. As a result,, 
initial success was achieved and some experiences were accumu- 
lated in the socialist transformation of handicrafts already be- 
fore the war. 

As to the capitalist trade and industry in our country, too. 
Comrade Kim 11 Sung, on the basis of an all-round analysis of 
their specific features, pursued the policy of reorganizing them 
gradually along socialist lines in the transition period while 
turning to account their good aspects and restricting their evil 
aspects. 


In the postwar years the socialist reorganization ol the capi- 
talist bade and industry presented itself as an urgent demand. 

The originally insignificant capitalist trade and industry 
of our country were reduced to almost nonexistence owing to the 
war, and if there were left any, they were as fragmented as 
the handicrafts. So. it was impossible for the entrepreneurs and 
tradesmen of our country either to restore their economy or im- 
prove their livelihood in the postwar years without turning to 
the state for active assistance and without pooling their labour 
power and funds.

This line advanced by Comrade Kim II Sung for socialist 
transformation, and not expropriation, of the capitalist elements, 
was mapped out on the basis of a scientific analysis of the 
specific realities of our country, and it was the most correct line 
not only in full accord with the requirements of socialist con- 
struction but also in keeping with the interests of the entre- 
preneurs and tradesmen themselves. 

Thanks to the correct line indicated by Comrade 
Kim II Sung and his wise leadership, the work of reorganizing 
urban handicrafts and capitalist trade and industry along so- 
cialist lines proceeded very smoothly and rapidly in our country. 

With the socialist revolution and socialist construction 
forging ahead apace in the northern half, Comrade 
Kim It Sung clearly explained the character and tasks of the 
revolution in our country and the ways for its accomplishment, 
taking into account the new changed situation and the dif- 
ferent specific conditions created in the North and the South 
in the development of the revolution, educated the Party memb- 
ers and working people to have a thorough understanding of 
the prospects for development of the revolution and dynami- 
cally organized and unfolded the work of enhancing their 
class awakening to further reinforce the revolutionary forces 
politically and ideologically. 

This was posed as a very pressing question in the circums- 
tances where the dogmatists and flunkeys towards great powers 
were out to impede the onward movement of the revolution; 
they prattled as they pleased about the Korean revolution and 
its prospects, declaring that the socialist revolution was not 
to be advanced farther in the northern half till the North 
and the South were unified and that the socialist revolution 
in the northern half was premature. 

In April 1955, Comrade Kim II Sung issued theses on the 
character and tasks of our revolution “Every Effort for the 
Country's Unification and Independence and for Socialist Con- 
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struction In tlic Northern Half of the Republic,” thereby lucidly 
indicating the path to be followed by our revolution. 

In this historic work he gave a scientific analysis of the 
situation and the complex social and class relations created 
in the North and the South at that time and, on this 
basis, clearly defined the character and tasks of our revolu- 
tion and our Party's strategic and tactical lines originating 
therefrom. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught in tiic theses as follows: 

“...The basic tasks of our revolution at the present stage 
are to smite the aggressive forces of U.S. imperialism and their 
ushers and allies— the landlords, comprador capitalists, pro* 
Japanese and pro-American elements, and traitors to the nation 
In the southern half— and to free the people there from imperl* 
allst and feudal oppression and exploitation, thereby achieving 
the country’s unification along democratic lines and attaining 
complete national Independence.” 

And in his theses Comrade Kim II Sung, incisively ex* 
posing and criticizing the reactionary allegations of the anti* 
Party lactionalists and dogmatists that the revolution in the 
northern half should not be advanced farther till the North 
and the South were unified and the anti-imperialist, anti-feudal 
democratic revolution completed on a nation-wide scale, proved 
in a scientific manner that the socialist revolution and social* 
ist construction in the northern half were by no means con- 
tradictory to the nation-wide revolution and the cause of the 
country’s unification, but would rather accelerate them still 
further, and clarified the general tasks for the building of the 
foundations of socialism in the northern half of the Republic. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught as follows- 

“Socialist construction In the northern half will be a great 
Incentive to the people In the southern half, especially to the 
workers, peasants and the broad strata of small propertied 
classes, and conducive to the formation of a united front even 
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with some of the national capitalists in the southern half. 

“The successes gained in socialist construction in the 
northern half will not only be a decisive force in achieving the 
unification of the country, but also a strong material guarantee 
for speedily rehabilitating and developing the economy in the 
southern half and ensuring socialist construction on a nation- 
wide scale after the country is unified.” 

Comrade Kim Ii Sung also taught as follows: 

"The basic task confronting our Party at the present stage 
of transition to socialism is to lay the foundations of social- 
ism on the basis of the achievements gained in the struggle for 
the postwar rehabilitation and development of the national 
economy, further consolidating the worker-peasant alliance. 

“We should further expand and strengthen the predomi- 
nant position of the socialist form of economy in all spheres of 
the national economy by gradually transforming the small- 
commodity and capitalist forms of economy along socialist 
lines, and should further develop the productive forces to lay 
the material and technical foundations of socialism.” 

The tasks of building the foundations of socialism set by 
Comrade Kim II Sung were: to transform the small commodity 
economy and capitalist economy on socialist lines and make 
the socialist economic form hold undivided sway in all domains 
of the national economy and to lay the solid foundations of so- 
cialist industrialization by further developing the productive 
forces. 

He taught that for the triumph of the revolution the 
Party should be strengthened and broad patriotic forces be 
rallied around it to fight against U.S. imperialism and its 
stooges, and the tasks of building the foundations of socialism 
should be thoroughly carried out by advancing the revolution 
in the northern half in order to turn the northern half into 
a decisive force for winning the unification and independence 
of our country. 
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The theses constituted a firm programmatic guide {or vur 
people in their struggle for the unification ami irulcpciuKivv of 
the fatherland and for socialist construction in the mn thorn 
half of the Republic and became a militant banner tint gave a 
strong impetus to our revolution and coi^tructiou winch title* 
red on a new- stage of development after the war. 

Comrade Kim II Sung set forth the Hue o( further hitcitsih 
ing the work of class education to further increase I tie vl.is* 
awakening of the Party members and the working people amt 
organize and mobilize them actively to the revolution amt con 
struction in view of the fact that our revolution assumed a pro- 
tracted, arduous and complicated nature owing to the oc- 
cupation of South Korea by U S imperialism ami, particularly, 
that the socialist revolution and building of socialism in On* 
northern half were accompanied by an acute class struggle. 

In his report “On Further Intensifying the Class I'diit*' 
tlon of Party Alembers” delivered at the April lPo!> Plenary 
Meeting of the Party Central Committee, lie gave a full clarifi- 
cation of the need to intensify the work of class education, of its 
significance, its concrete orientation and principles. 

Pointing out that only by arming the Party members ami 
the working people firmly with the ideas of the working ilass 
*md its class consciousness could Hies wage an uncompinnilv 
ing struggle against the class cneim ami resolutely light for 
the triumph of the cause of socialism ami communism with a 
firm confidence in the victory ot revolution, 1.01111 ode 
Kim II Sung taught as follows 

“We must give all Party members a clear understanding 
«f the reactionary nature of our hostile classes, by leaching 
them which classes oppressed and exploited the Korean people 
in our country in the past and arc doing so at present. 
these classes betray the country and the people and how cMtl* 
**y !ltc r deceive the workers and peasants Also we must 
the Party members a correct understanding o! the pmb mix 



concerning the main motive force and its allies in the revolu- 
tion by teaching them who is capable of fighting in the most 
revolutionary way for the country’s freedom and independence, 
what are the classes and strata with which we can co-operate, 
and for what grounds.” 

In the report Comrade Kim Ii Sung laid great emphasis 
on the need to conduct the class education work in proper 
combination with the concrete realities of our country and the 
practical struggle for the revolution and construction in our 
country. 

The teachings of Comrade Kim II Sung on strengthening 
class education furnished an important historic occasion which 
brought about a new switchover in the Party’s ideological work 
and became a powerful driving force to firmly build up the 
forces of revolution politically and ideologically and propel 
the revolution and construction further still. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung set forth the line of thoroughly esta- 
blishing Juche against flunkeyism towards great powers and 
dogmatism in all domains of the revolution and construction 
and particularly in the Party’s ideological work and saw that a 
powerful struggle was waged by the whole Party for its 
implementation to bring about great changes in the ideological 
life of the Party members and the working people and in the 
fulfilment of the revolution of the country. 

From the first days of his leadership of the Korean revo« 
lution, Comrade Kim II Sung had firmly maintained the revo- 
lutionary Marxist-Leninist position that the decisive factor in 
the triumph of the revolution is the internal revolutionary forces, 
and set forth a clear-cut line for establishing Juche and ener- 
getically directed the struggle for its implementation with all 
consistency, thereby pushing ahead successfully with the revo- 
lution and construction. 

However, the obstinate flunkeys and dogmatists and fac- 
tionalists were swallowing foreign things whole and copying 
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them mechanically and would not desist from hampering the 
implementation of the creative lines and policies of our Party. 
The accelerated socialist revolution and construction could 
no longer tolerate such acts. 

Without getting rid o! flunkcyism and dogmatism it was 
impossible to thoroughly carry out the lines and policies of 
the Party that furnished original answers to many questions 
arising in the socialist revolution and socialist construction 
in our country, and to tackle the problems arising in the dif- 
ficult conditions of the postwar rehabilitation period. 

At the time ft was an essentia! problem to establish Juchc 
also for checking the infiltration of modern revisionism that 
had appeared In the international communist movement and 
for upholding the revolutionary principle of Marxism-Leninism. 

Comrade Kim II Sung raised the thorough establishment 
ol Juchc as the key problem on which depended the destinies 
of the revolution and construction, as the most pressing task 
confronting the Party, and put forward a determined policy for 
establishing Juchc. 

Comrade Kim II Sung made a historic speech "On Elim- 
inating Dogmatism and Formalism and Establishing Juchc 
in Ideological Work” before the Parly propagandists and agita* 
tors in December 1955. 

He again expounded in on all-round way the resolutionary 
essence of the idea of Juchc, its justness and the tremendous 
significance of its establishment, on the basis of profound an- 
alysis of the requirements of development of our revolution and 
the state of Party ideological work tn those dajs And he 
clearly indicated the programmatic task of thoroughly establi- 
shing Juchc in all spheres of revolution and construction, par- 
ticularly in Party ideological work. 

Comrade Kim It Sung clarified that establishment of Juchc 
was not merely a question of theory and practical work, but a 
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question of Communists’ attitude and fundamental position 
in relation to our Party and to the conduct of the Korean rcvo« 
lution as a whole. 

In the speech Comrade Kim 11 Sun", giving instructions 
to establish Juche in ideological work, said as follows: 

“What is hichc. in the ideological work of our Party? What 
arc we doing? We arc engaged tint in the revolution of any 
other country hut precisely in the Korean revolution. Tin's, the 
Korean revolution, constitutes the very hichc in the ideological 
work of our Party. Therefore, all ideological work must be 
subordinated to the interests of the Korean revolution.” 

As regards what was meant by establishment of Juche, 
Comrade Kim II Sung subsequently taught as follows: 

“The establishment of Juche means holding fast to the 
principle of solving for oneself all the problems of the revolu- 
tion and construction in conformity with the actual conditions 
of one’s country, and mainly by one’s own efforts. This is the 
realistic and creative stand opposed to dogmatism and apply- 
ing the universal truth of Marxism-Leninism and the experien- 
ces of the international revolutionary movement to one’s coun- 
try in conformity with its historical conditions and national 
peculiarities. This is an independent stand of discarding depen- 
dence on others, displaying the spirit of self-reliance and solv- 
ing one’s own affairs on one’s own responsibility under all cir- 
cumstances.” 

Comrade Kim II Sung’s idea of Juche is a thoroughly revo- 
lutionary idea which emanates from the lawful requirements of 
the revolution itself and from the principle of Marxism-Leninism 
and a most correct Marxist-Lcninist guiding idea aimed at 
successfully carrying out the revolution and construction. And 
it is a genuinely internationalist idea of actively contributing to 
the international revolutionary movement by thoroughgoingly 
carrying out the revolution of one’s own country. 

Comrade Kim II Sung emphasized that to firmly establish 
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Juche is a qucslion of special importance lor our country in the 
light of its geographical situation and environments, of the 
peculiarities of its historical development, and the complex 
and arduous nature of our revolution. 

And he, teaching that the thorough establishment o! Juche 
in the Ideological domain is prerequisite for the establish* 
incut of Juche in the political, economic, military anil all other 
fields, instructed that ideological work be conducted in the 
direction of inducing our people to know well the specific re* 
alitfes of our country and our own things and hold them dear. 

Teaching in particular that the keystone in establishing 
Juche among the Party members and the working people is 
to arm them closely with the lines and policies of our Party 
and bring them to take guidance from ttiose lines and policies 
in carrying out all work, he laid great stress on the need to 
intensify the education in the Party's policies. 

He also taught that the Party members and the working 
people should be brought to have national pride and self* 
confidence by giving them a correct understanding of the glo- 
rious revolutionary traditions of our Party and our revolu- 
tion and acquainting them well with the politico-economic rela- 
tions and class relations in our country and its nature, geo- 
graphy, culture, customs, and so on 

Tiie programmatic teaching of Comrade Kim II Sung on 
opposing dogmatism, flunkevism and formalism and thorough- 
ly establishing Juche in ideological work opened up the 
path for a fundamental change in getting rut of the 
evil ideological aftereffects of flunkevism and dogmatism which 
had been handed down through history in our country, in 
firmly establishing Juche in all split res and in cmbodvmg the 
revolutionary principle of independence, self sustenance and 
self-defence to the full ft also provided a solid guarantee for 
defending and creatively developing the revolutionary principles 
of Marxism-Leninism in the acute struggle against revisionism 
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and Left opportunism that had appeared within the internation- 
al communist movement. 

Comrade Kim Ii Sung said as follows: 

"...Our Party in 1955 set forth the definite policy of estab- 
lishing Juche and ever since then it has conducted a vigorous 
ideological struggle to carry it through. The year 1955 marked 
a turning-point in our Party’s consistent struggle against dog- 
matism. In fact, our struggle against modern revisionism that 
had emerged within the socialist camp began at that time. Our 
struggle against dogmatism was thus linked up with the strug- 
gle against modern revisionism.” 

Through the struggle to thoroughly establish Juche against 
flunkeyism and dogmatism, our Party grew stronger organiza- 
tionally and ideologically and the internal forces of the revolu- 
tion were built up solidly. 

In particular, the establishment of Juche freed our Party 
members and working people from the ideological fetters of 
dogmatism and flunkeyism, markedly increased their creative 
initiative, and brought about a great change in the revolution 
and construction. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung convened the Third Congress of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea in April 1956 for the purpose of lay- 
ing out a new fighting programme for the Party and the peo- 
ple and energetically organizing and mobilizing the people 
to the struggle for completing the building of the foundations 
of socialism as the postwar rehabilitation of the national eco- 
nomy was coming to an end in the main and the socialist trans- 
formation of production relations was being triumphantly ex* 
pedited. 

Comrade Kim II Sung made a report on the work of the 
Party Central Committee at the Party Congress. In the report, 
he summed up the great achievements and experiences obtained 
by our Party in its activities during the period under review 
and set forth new revolutionary tasks for accelerating the in- 
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dependent unification of the fatherland arid socialist construc- 
tion in the northern half of the Republic and for further streng- 
thening our Parly. 

He set the new goal of embarking upon the fulfilment of 
the Five-Year Plan, a prospective plan of a longer-term, from 
1957 and elucidated the programmatic tasks of bringing the 
building of the foundations of socialism to compk'lion and 
basically solving the questions of food, clothing and housing 
for the people in this period, thus opening up a new stage 
In (he development of the revolution in the country. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung also set forth niihtant tasks for de- 
veloping the Party's work of organizational leadership and ide- 
ological work including the questions of consolidating the unity 
and cohesion of the Party, of strengthening the Party life of 
Party members and the training of their Party spirit, smashing 
the old patterns of Party work— subjectivism, bureaucratism 
and formalism— and equipping the Party members and 
cadres with the revolutionary mass viewpoint, and indicated 
tasks for further enhancing the people's government's functions 
and role of the proletarian dictatorship. 

At the Congress Comrade Kim II Sung clarified once a- 
gain the line of independent unification of the country con- 
sistently followed by our Party, and advanced new proposals 
and concrete measures for its realization And be gave a clear 
elucidation of the fundamental principles of our Party's foreign 
policy — to oppose modern revisionism and firmly defend the 
purity of Marxism-Leninism, to safeguard the unity and so- 
lidarity of the socialist camp and the international communist 
movement in strict accordance with the principles of proletarian 
internationalism, give active support to the anti-imperialist na- 
tional-liberation struggle and strengthen the anti imperialist, 
anti-U.S. struggle in the international field 

The report delivered by Comrade Kim II Sung at the Third 
Congress of the Workers' Partv of Korea provided a powerful 


Ideological-theoretical weapon to our Parly’s struggle for com- 
pleting the building of the basis of socialism in the northern 
half of the Republic and accelerating the cause of the country’s 
unification, and also made a great contribution to the develop- 
ment of the international communist movement and the world 
revolutionary movement. 

Comrade Kim II Sung was re-elected Chairman of the 
Party Central Committee at the Party Congress, and led our 
Party and people along the road of new victory. 

The task of completing the building of the foundations of 
socialism set forth by Comrade Kim II Sung at the Third 
Congress of the Workers’ Party of Korea was fulfilled through 
a sharp class struggle against the enemies at home and abroad. 
At the time the internal and international situation was very 
complex and many difficulties and trials were lying before 
our Party and people.

any stormy weather.

the anti-Part>. counter-revolutionary factionalism Thus, the) 
swept away the filth of factionalism following the August 1050 
Plenary Meeting of the Party Central Committee 

Through this serious struggle waged under the leadership 
of Comrade Kim II Sung, chronic factionalism which had 
done tremendous harm to our revolution through history 
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v/as surmounted, the unity and cohesion of our Party further 
consolidated and the unitary ideological system of the Party 
firmly established among the whole Party membership and the 
entire people. This was an event of great significance in the 
strengthening and development of our Party and the progress 
of the Korean revolution. 

Comrade Kim II Sung combined the struggle against fac- 
tionalism for strengthening the unity and cohesion of the Party 
closely with the struggle against dogmatism, flunkeyism and 
great-power chauvinism for establishing Juche, and against re- 
visionism in defence of the purity of Marxism-Leninism.

sweeps away all that is antiquated and makes constant in- 
novations in all spheres of economy and culture. Ideology and 
morality, and which accelerates socialist construction at an un- 
precedented rate; the movement has become our Party's general 
tine in socialist construction. 

’’The essence of this line is to unite the entire working pro 
pie more closely around the Party bv educating and remould- 
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ing them in communist ideology and bring their revolutionary 
zeal and creative talent into full play, so that socialism can 
be built faster and better.” 

The Chollima movement which represents the general line 
of our Party in socialist construction opened up the Tightest 
way to expedite socialist construction in our country to the 
maximum and furnishes a practical example showing what 
to draw on, and how, to build socialism and communism.

Party and people’s committees in March 1039. “On the Method 
of Party Work” and “Tasks before the Party Organizations of 
North ilamgjong Province.” he gave a clear elucidation of

Pointing out that arming ail Partv numbers and working 
people thorough!) with fhr hn«-s and policies of the Partv 
is of paramount important in firrnl\ establishing tfie tm/fart 
ideological sssteni of the Party. Comrade Kim II Sung said 
as follows: 

*Tirst of all, the Party functionaries should study the 
policies of the Part) and decisions of the Party Central Com- 
mittee and explain and propagate them to male all Parly 
members have a clear understanding of them Ontv when all 


Party members know wei! the policies and decisions of the 
Party can the one million Party members, from the Chairman 
of the Party Central Committee down to ri Party committee 
chairman, move in a body, all breathing the same breath and 
saying the same thing.” 

Teaching that the revolutionary ranks should be firmly 
built up, Comrade Kim II Sung stressed the need, first of all. 
to solidly build up the ranks of cadres, the backbone of the 
revolution, and to give them proper education and assistance. 
He taught that the work with the cadres must be placed first 
in the work of the Party committee, and expounded the concrete 
ways and means of improving it. 

At the same time, he taught that the ranks of the working 
class should be built up firmly and the masses of all walks of 
life be embraced open-mindediy, educated and remoulded to 
unite them firmly around the Party. 

Teaching that the Party organizations should acquit them- 
selves well of the work of economic guidance for the successful 
fulfilment of the immediate revolutionary tasks, lie also offered 
clear-cut conclusions on questions arising in the Party’s gui- 
dance of the economic work and in the relationship between 
the Party functionaries and the administrative and economic 
workers.

Comrade Kim II Sung paid 
a deep attention to thoroughly acquainting tin* Partv numbers 
and working people with the lnstnm.il roots of our Partv am! 
revolution, the glorious revolulionar) traditions of the anti 
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Japanese armed struggle, and thus making them firmly de- 
fend and carry forward the traditions. 

His speech, “The Korean People’s Army Is the Successor 
to the Anti-Japanese Armed Struggle,” delivered before the 
men and officers of the 324th Unit of the Korean People’s 
Army in February 1958 while giving on-the-spot guidance to 
the unit provided a programmatic guide to defending and car- 
rying forward the revolutionary traditions. 

In this historic speech and a number of his works Comrade 
Kim II Sung gave a scientific elucidation of the immense sig- 
nificance of inheriting the revolutionary traditions and their 
great vitality in the revolution and construction, their basic con- 
tents, the principles that had to be strictly observed in carrying 
them forward and even the methods of education in the revolu- 
tionary traditions.

"...Our revolutionary traditions consist of the Indomitable 
fighting spirit displa>cd, and the valuable experiences and 
acJifcvcmcnls gained, by the Korean Communists In their pro- 
traded heroic struggle for carving out the way of victory' In 
lire Korean revolution under the banner of Atarxlsm-Lenlnism." 
Also, Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows: 

"What does It mean to inherit tire revolutionary traditions 
ol flic Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army? ft means inheriting the 
ideological system of the Anti-Japanese Guerilla Army and its 
excellent method and style of work." 

l:\plaining the position and role ol the revolutionary tradi- 
tions in the revolution and construction. Comrade Kim II Sung 
taught that the continuation and development of the revolution- 
ary traditions is one of the cardinal problems lor viclorv in 
the revolution. lor victory in socialist and communist construc- 
tion. 

Saving that we owe onr viclorv of today to the glorious 
revolutionary traditions of the anti -Japan esc armed struggle, 
he taught that the revolutionary traditions will not become 
outdated even when the Korean revolution is accomplished and 
communism is fully realized, and that they should be continu- 
ously defended, inherited and developed in future, too. for the 
final victory of the revolution 

Referring to the significance of the education in the revo 
lulumarv traditions. Comrade Kim II Sung taught as follows 
"It plays a most important part in revolutionizing people 
and establishing the unitary ideological system to conduct the 
education In the revolutionary traditions profoundly in depth." 
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Comrade Kim 11 Sun g taught that only by inheriting the 
revolutionary traditions and arming the Party members and the 
working people with them, is it possible to thoroughly estab- 
lish the unitary ideological system of the Party, revolutionize 
and working-classize the whole society, firmly build up the re- 
serves of the revolution, and raise the revolutionary zeal and 
activity of the masses to advance the revolution and construc- 
tion faster and better.

The speech of political programme delivered by Comrad<

people in Uie revolution and construction over 12 \ ears after 
liberation and set forth the immediate tasks confronting tin 
Government and the people in expediting the unification and 
independence ol the fatherland and socialist construction m 
the northern half ol the Republic, inspired ami encouraged tin* 
people to a new victory m the revolution and aroused them 
more vigorously to the Choi lima movement 

Comrade Kim If Sung saw that the functions of the pro 
letarian dictatorship of the pmph\ government were strong 
thened and its role as economic organizer and cultural educator 
steadily enhanced with a view to consolidating the successes 
achieved in the revolution and construction and accelerating the 
socialist construction of the country more energetically

revolution In the meantime. IN revisionists within the in

It was at that tunc. ic. in April fW*. Thar in his speech 
’Tor the Implementation of the Judicial Policy of Our Party." 
Comrade Kirn H Sung charlv expound *d the turner of the 
proletarian dictatorship and the orientation and ways for 
its consolidation 



In this speech Comrade Kim II Sung laid emphasis on 
further strengthening the proletarian dictatorship under social- 
ism and gave a scientific clarification to the essence of the 
dictatorship. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught as follows: 

“Today in our era, there are two kinds of dictatorship: one 
is the dictatorship of the bourgeoisie and the other is the dicta- 
torship of the proletariat. 

“...The dictatorship of the bourgeoisie enforces dictatorship 
over the workers and peasants, while guaranteeing democracy 
to the landlords and capitalists.... The dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat exercises dictatorship over the landlords and capitalists, 
while guaranteeing democracy to the workers, peasants and 
broad other sections of the working people. The bourgeois dic- 
tatorship is needed for the capitalist system and the proletarian 
dictatorship for the socialist system.” 

In his speech Comrade Kim II Sung made a profound 
Marxist-Leninist analysis of the essence of laws and their 
class nature and pointed out that our laws should serve as 
the weapon of the proletarian dictatorship to defend the social- 
ist system and socialist gains. And he taught that correct 
enforcement of the state law implied to defend our Party’s 
policy actively and implement it thoroughly, and the function- 
aries had, accordingly, to study the Party policy strenuously 
and temper their Party spirit, if they were to enforce the law 
correctly.

Comrade Kim II Sung put forward the watchword "Iron 
and machinery are king of industry” at the September 195S

chinetools movement to produce machine tools in a movement 
of the entire masses and thus swiftly strengthened the techni- 
cal equipment of the national economy and promoted the 
technical reconstruction. 
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Comrade Kim 11 Sung set forth the creative line of develop- 
ing the medium- and small-scale local industry in parallel with 
large-scale industry under central authority for the production 
of popular consumption goods, so that many local industrial 
factories were built by turning to account the raw and other 
materials and labour force remaining unused in the localities, 
and this made it possible to rapidly expand the light industrial 
base and fully satisfy the increasing demands of the people for 
necessaries of life. 

Comrade Kim II Sung actively pushed forward the techni- 
cal revolution in the countryside by relying on the growing 
might of heavy industry. On the basis of a scientific analysis 
of tfie climate and natural features and the specific conditions 
of our country where rice growing holds the most important 
place in agriculture, he set forth and vigorously pushed ahead 
with the line on the technical reconstruction of agriculture, a 
line of giving priority to irrigation while earning on mechani- 
zation, electrification and chemicalization. As a result, irriga- 
tion networks covered the length and breadth of the rural areas 
of our country in a short space of time, and great changes took 
place in all branches of agriculture. 

The reality of our countryside where agricultural output 
steadily grows in spite of continued drought or floods every 
year, proves how correct Ins line of technical reconstruction 
of agriculture was 

Comrade Kim II Sung unrolled a splendid plan for turning 
.ill the hillocks in the country into fruit gardens, and set an 
example of carrying it into practice in Pukchong and organized 
a struggle for the generalization of the example throughout the 
country in a movement of the entire masses, thus turning the 
whole land in a short space of time into an orchard where all 
kinds of fruits thrive. 

He also set forth the line of radically improving the live- 
lihood of the peasants in the mountain areas through an 
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effective use of the mountains and a comprehensive develop, 
ment of local industry and agriculture in conformity to their 
natural-economic features, and personally went out to Chang- 
song county, a remotest mountain area in our country, and 
created a splendid experience in the solution of the matter, pav- 
ing the way for the even development of livelihood of the 
people in all parts of the country, whether plain or mountain. 

He put forward the tasks of conducting active fishing on 
the sea all the year round by developing pelagic and deep-sea 
fishing and combining large-scale and middle- and small-scale 
fishing, and of decisively improving fish processing. For 
this purpose, he saw that technical equipment in the domain 
of fishery was reinforced and the fishing industry placed on 
a highly scientific basis and that youths went to the sea actively. 
In this way, he saw to it that a great change was brought about 
in the development of the fishing industry which has a great 
significance for the livelihood of the people. 

Thanks to the correct economic policy set forth by Comrade 
Kirn 11 Sung and his wise leadership, one great innovation 
•after another took place in ail fields of the national economy 
and remarkable progress was made in production and construc- 
tion in our country. 

It is a consistent revolutionary stand inherent in the 
leadership of Comrade Kim II Sung to oppose inertia and 
conservatism, lead the people to make continued innovation and 
continued advance and steadily carry the revolution forward to 
new victory and new upsurge.

He put up the militant slogan “Let’s think boldly and act 
boldly!” and organized and mobilized the people to the strug- 
gle to advance farther the upsurge in socialist construction, and 
led the masses to new innovations by personally going among 
the masses to consult them and grasp and solve urgent pro- 
blems awaiting solution. 

In response to the call of the Leader, our working people 
performed new miracles and innovations every day, shattering 
all sorts of old and conservative things which hindered the 
onward movement of the revolution and displaying a high de- 
gree of revolutionary zeal and creative initiative, thus smashing 
old work norms and rated capacities. 

In this course all types of modern machinery and equip- 
ment including tractors, automobiles, excavators and 8-metre

Under the wise leadership of the great Leader, each passing 
day recorded the world-startling miracles and innovations in 
our country and the Chollima advance continued still more 
grandiosely 

Comrade Kim II Sung laid down the cultural revolution, 
along with the technical reconstruction of the national economv. 
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as one of the basic tasks in socialist construction, and took 
radical measures for raising the working people’s levels ol 
general knowledge, technique and culture, training a large 
army of technical personnel, improving public health services 
and hygienic work and rapidly developing science and cul- 
ture, and thus brought about a great progress in the cultural 
revolution.

weapon of the working class that has seized power in its 
hands, should thoroughly oppose all hues of reactionary Ideas 
including bourgeois ideology and revisionism, and serve the 
revolution and construction, serve the revolutionization and 
working-classizaiion of the whole society. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung said as follows: 

"Our literature and art should by no means part from 
the interests of the revolution and the Party's line, nor shou/d 
allow those elements which cater to the taste and liking of the 
exploiting classes. Only revolutionary literature and art which 
thoroughly rely on the line and policy of the Party can truly 
enjoy the love of the popular masses and become a mighty 
weapon of the Party for educating the labouring masses In the 
revolutionary spirit of communism." 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung taught, in particular, that in litera- 
ture and art, flunkcyism and dogmatism should be rejected 3nd 
Juche be established, fine traditions of national culture critical- 
ly inherited and developed to suit the thoughts and feelings of 
the working people who build socialism, and that literature 
and art be made a possession of the people themselves and 
broad masses be made their creators. 

Comrade Kim 1] Sung originated the revolutionary literary 
and art thoughts and set forth a creative line on literature and 
art so as to oppose modern revisionism and Left opportunism 
and defend the revolutionary principle in literature and art. 
In many of his writings he creatively developed and enriched 
the Marxist-Leninist theory on literature and art in their funda- 
mental problems such as of the functions and role of literature 
and art in the revolution and construction, of the inheritance 
and renovation of the heritages of national culture, the correla- 
tion between ideological content and artistic quality in litera- 
ture and art, and of types in literature and art. 

Thanks to the creative theory ol Comrade Kim II Sung on 
literature and art and to his wise leadership, the literature and 


art of our country effloresced and developed as truly Party 
and popular literature and art, national in form and socialist in 
content. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung pointed the right direction for the 
question of language and development of linguistics and paid 
deep attention to the development of our language and letters. 

Emphasizing that our people should love and take pride in 
their fine language and letters, Comrade Kim 11 Sung taught 
as follows: 

“Our language is fluent with its rising and falling in- 
flections and long and short sounds, and has a good intona- 
tion, too, and it sounds very elegant to the ear. Our language is 
so rich in expression that it can express well any complex 
thoughts and delicate feelings, can stir people, make them cry 
or laugh. Our language is highly effective for educating people 
in communist morality, as it can clearly express etiquette. Our 
national speech is very rich in pronunciation, too. Therefore, 
our language and letters can express almost freely the pronun- 
ciation of the language of any Eastern or Western country.” 

Instructing that our language be refined and developed 
more accurately and beautifully primarily with words indige- 
nous to our country, Comrade Kim II Sung clearly elucidated 
questions of principle that should be a guide to the develop- 
ment of our language. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung showed scientific foresight and 
gave a clear-cut elucidation as to the future of the development 
of the national language too. 

He said that even when the whole world has turned com- 
munist, the national characteristics of languages will be pre- 
served for a long time, and taught that the national character- 
islics should be carried forward and developed to the utmost 
and, at the same time, the common trend of development of 

languages of the world peoples should be taken into considera- 
tion. 
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Tiie teachings of Comrade Kim II Sung concerning the 
linguistic question furnished a programmatic guide to the de- 
velopment of language and letters in our country. 

When the socialist reorganization of production relations 
was completed in towns and the countryside. Comrade 
Kim 1! Sung lost no time to advance the line of all-round com- 
munist education and energetically promoted the ideological 
revolution* not only reckoning with the present but also foresee- 
ing the distant future of the revolution and construction. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught as follows: 

“To build socialist society it Is necessary to remould the 
minds of people while laying the material and technical founda- 
tions. Even though the socialist reorganization of production 
relations has been completed and up-to-date techniques are 
introduced, we cannot say that we have built socialism com- 
pletely unless we remould people, the masters who run society 
and handle technology.” 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that to educate and remould 
the working people along communist lines is a lawful require- 
ment of socialist and communist construction and an important 
task of the dictatorship of the proletariat 

Particularly, he stressed that the ideological education 
of the working people came to the fore as an especially im- 
portant question under the conditions of two opposing social 
systems existing in North and South Korea and the enemy 
carrying on vile manoeuvres against socialism. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that all people, to the 
exclusion of very few confirmed hostile elements, could be 
educated and remoulded on communist lines under the condi- 
tions m which the socialist s>stcm had been established in the 
country and the unitary ideology of our Party was firmly pre- 
vailing in the whole society, and that they should all be taken 
along to communist society, and he vigorously promoted the 
work of educating and remoulding the masses, while giving 



definite precedence to the ideological revolution before all 
other work. 

He taught that the education and remoulding of the 
masses on communist lines is, in the final analysis, aimed at 
revolutionizing and zvorking-classizing them and bringing 
them up into revolutionaries and Communists faithful to the 
Party and the cause of revolution, and, accordingly, in conduct- 
ing the ideological education of the working people, the educa- 
tion in the Party's policies and the revolutionary traditions, 
above all, should be strengthened, and communist education 
with class education as its main content and the education in 
socialist patriotism should be carried on. 

The work of Comrade Kim II Sung "On Communist Edu- 
cation" published in November 1958 provided a programmatic 
guide to the communist education of the working people. 

In this and a number of other works Comrade Kim 11 Sung 
made a deep analysis of the great role played by the thoughts 
and consciousness of the working people in the building of so- 
cialism and communism and clearly indicated the main con- 
tent and ways of communist education. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught as follows: 

fn order to reach the eminence of socialism as early as 
possible, we must arm the working masses firmly with com- 
munist ideology. Unless we conduct ideological education and 
wage ideological struggle in a thoroughgoing way, we cannot 
ensure the advance of the revolution, nor can we consolidate 
the victories we have already won. 

We must root out the remnants of the obsolete feudal 
and capitalist ideologies which still remain in the minds of the 
working masses. 

The revolution we are carrying on is a struggle to shatter 
all that is outmoded and to create things that are new. The 
s rugg e etween the new and the old, between progress and 
conservatism, between activeness and passivism, between col- 
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lectivism and individualism, and In general between socialism 
and capitalism— such is the content of our revolutionary strug- 
gle, The cause of socialist construction can win victory only by 
sweeping away all the outdated and corrupt things that block 
our advance." 

Elucidating the main content of communist education. 
Comrade Kim II Sung taught the necessity for arming the 
working pcopie with our Party’s policies, for educating them 
in the spirit ol loyalty to the Party, inspiring them with firm 
confidence in the superiority of the socialist system and in tiie 
inevitability of its triumph, making them have a dear under- 
standing of the reactionary nature of the capitalist system and 
the inevitability of its downfall, and thus bringing them to 
strive actively to defend the socialist system and further con- 
solidate and develop this system. 

He also taught that the working people should be brought 
to oppose individualism and selfishness and acquire the spirit 
of loving collectivism and labour, and should be equipped 
with socialist patriotism and proletarian internationalism and 
with the revolutionary ideas of uninterrupted innovation and 
continued advance. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that class education was the 
keystone of communist education 

He taught that the strengthening of cfass education was 
posed as a very urgent question in view of the fact that the 
socialist and communist revolution is accompanied by a fierce 
class struggle against imperialism and all shades of reaction- 
ary classes, particularly in view of the fact that our country 
is divided into the North and the South and is standing op- 
posed to US. imperialism, the chief lain of world imperialism 
Also, after giving a scientific analysis to the fact that ncu 
generations who have had no taste of exploitation and oppres- 
sion nor undergone the trials of the revolutionary struggle, are 
emerging as masters of society in the socialist countries and 


the fact that people may forget their previous lot and slide 
into indolence and laxity and get weary of the revolution as 
the revolution assumes a protracted nature and their living 
standards rise, he taught that the question of class edu- 
cation acquired special importance in communist educa- 
tion. 

Stating that class education in the countries where the 
revolution triumphed only in a part of their territory and in 
the socialist countries where the revolution emerged victorious 
earlier under the conditions in which imperialism remained in 
existence, was a question of great importance for the inter- 
national communist movement at the present time, Comrade 
Kim II Sung said as follows: 

“In all socialist countries the work of class education 
should be energetically conducted to carry their revolution to 
the end and fulfil the world revolution to the end. Strengthen- 
ing of class education among the working people, it can be said, 
is an important task assigned to all the Communists of our 
era by the cause of the world revolution.” 

Comrade Kim II Sung not only gave a clear and intelli- 
gent account of the main content of communist education 
with class education as its keystone, but also taught that 
communist education should always be conducted on the basis 
of strengthening the education in the revolutionary traditions 
and in close combination with this. 

He also taught that communist education should be con- 
ducted with the work places as its bases, its principal method 
being education through influence by the medium of positive 
examples. 

The work of Comrade Kim II Sung “On Communist Educa- 
tion” and his teachings concerning communist education clearly 
pointed to the new road to be followed by our Party in its 
work of ideological education and furnished a powerful ideo- 
logical and theoretical weapon for rearing the Party members

and working people into Communists and turning the whole 

society Red. 

While energetically accelerating the ideological revolu- 
tion in our country, Comrade Kim I! Sung made great efforts, 
as an important part of the ideologies) revolution, to rear the 
rising generations into fine builders of socialism and com- 
munism, into men of a new, communist type who are develop- 
ed in an all-round way. 

In a number of works including "On the Duty of Educa- 
tional Workers in the Upbringing of Children and Youth," and 
"Let Us Educate the Students into True Reserves of Socialist 
and Communist Construction,” Comrade Kim II Sung newly 
defined the principle of education of the rising generations 
under socialism, particularly of school education, and the orien- 
tation of its development, and solved it successfully. 

Pointing out that the proper education and training of 
successors to the revolution is an important revolutionary 
work which decides the destiny ol the revolution and guarantees 
its victory and that, accordingly, it is a lofty task of the Com- 
munists, Comrade Kim 1) Sung emphatically taught that the 
role of the educational establishments had to be enhanced in 
the education of children and youth. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that the educational estab- 
lishments under socialism are important organs which fulfil 
the educational-cultural function of the state ol the proletarian 
dictatorship, and hold an important place in the conduct ol the 
ideological revolution. 

Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows: 

"The major foundation for bringing up people Into 
revolutionaries should be Is Id In school education. The educa- 
tional establishments ranging from kindergartens to primary 
schools, middle schools, higher technical schools and Institu- 
tions of higher education are one of the fundamental means 
In conducting the ideological revolution. In other words, the 


educational establishments, as one of the organs which direct- 
ly fulfil the educational-cultural function of the state, are an 
important weapon of ideological education.” 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that the primary task of 
educational institutions under socialism is to bring up Com- 
munists who will fight against exploitation and oppression for 
society, the people and the working class, and, therefore, that 
the class principle of the working class should he thoroughly 
observed and Juche should be established firmly in school 
education. 

The educational thoughts and lines set forth by Comrade 
Kim II Sung, who, by creatively developing the Marxist-Lenin- 
ist theory on education, newly raised and brilliantly solved the 
theoretical and practical questions arising in the education of 
children and youth and in school education such as of the 
position and role of school education and its orientation and 
contents under socialism, constituted a programmatic guide 
in bringing up children and youth, successors to the revolu- 
tion, into true revolutionaries, to carry on the revolution gen- 
eration after generation, revolutionize and working-classize the 
whole society and firmly ensure victory for socialism and com- 
munism. 

In accordance with the line laid down by Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the ideological revolution was promoted vigor- 
ously and the education in the Party’s policies and the revolu- 
tionary traditions and communist education with class edu- 
cation as its main content were intensified, so that the revolu- 
tionary ardor and creative activity of the working peopl e were 
brought into fuller play and the Choliima movement was 

eveloped in depth to turn into the ChoUima workteanr move- 
ment. 

As the Choliima workteam movement which organically 
combined the collective innovation movement with the work 
oi educating and remoulding people was widely organized and 
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unfolded, a new trait of working, studying and living in a 
communist way under the motto "One for all and all for one** 
began to take shape in an all-round way among the working 
people and there took place a big change in the work of edu- 
cating and remoulding the masses. 

The new circumstances and conditions in our country— 
where the socialist reorganization of production relations was 
completed to establish the undivided sway of the socialist 
economic form, the productive forces developed rapidly, the 
volume of production increased sharply, and the political en- 
thusiasm and creative activity of the masses rose immensely- 
made it imperative to improve the system of work at the Party, 
state and economic organizations and the methods and style 
of work of the functionaries in an all-round way to fit in with 
the new circumstances and conditions. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung perceived this urgent demand in 
good time and gave instructions at the December 1939 Plenary 
Meeting of the Party Central Committee to decisively improve 
the system and methods of work to suit the new circumstances. 
Subsequently, in February i960, he gave the historic on-the- 
spot guidance to the village of Chongsan-ri, Kangso county, 
for 15 days. 

Comrade Kim II Sung obtained a deep, first-hand know- 
ledge of all work of the count) and the village and had con- 
crete discussions with the masses, and thus explored the way ol 
improving the work of the Party, state and economic organiza- 
tions to suit the developing realities and the new changed 
circumstances. 

Through the on-lhc-spot guidance to Chongsan-ri and 
Kangso county and in his speeches "For the Correct Manage- 
ment of the Socia/ist Rural Economy” made at a general mem- 
bership meeting of the Chongsan-ri Party organization, "On 
improving the Method of Work of the County Party Organiza- 
tion to Fit in with New Circumstances” made at a plenary meet- 


ing of the Kangso county Party committee and "On the Lessons 
Drawn from the Guidance to the Work of the Kangso County 
Party Organization" made at an Enlarged Meeting of the Pre- 
sidium of the Party Central Committee, he gave comprehensive 
clear-cut answers to the urgent questions awaiting solution 
in the management of the socialist rural economy and in the 
work of the Party and the stale. 

The Chongsan-ri spirit and Chongsan-ri method is the 
most correct guiding idea and guiding method for the work 
of the Party and state and for economic work under socialism, 
which was created anew by Comrade Kim 11 Sung and the 
model of which was supplied by him personally. 

Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows: 

"The essentials of the Chongsan-ri method arc that the 
higher organ helps the lower, the superior assists his inferiors 
and always goes down to work places to have a good grasp 
of the actual conditions there and find correct solutions to prob- 
lems, and gives priority to political work, or work with peo- 
ple, in all activities to give play to the conscious enthusi- 
asm and creative initiative of the masses so as to ensure the 
fulfilment of the revolutionary tasks. This method is not only 
an effective method of work enabling us to carry out the im- 
mediate revolutionary tasks successfully in a deep-going manner 
but a potent method of education that enhances the ideological 
and political levels and practical ability of the functionaries 
and revolutionizes the masses.” 

He taught that the Chongsan-ri method should be thor- 
oughly embodied to improve the work with people and make 
all people active. In other words, he instructed, all Party 
members should be roused to action in such a way as one 
person rouses ten to action and ten persons rouse a hundred and 
a hundred men a thousand in order to make the whole Party a 
living organism and the Party members should mobilize the 
entire masses to perform the revolutionary tasks with success. 
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The Chongsan-ri melhod is a genuine Parlv melhod and a 
communist method of guidance of the masses." It contains all 
the fundamental principles and methods of Party, state and 
economic guidance. 

The Chongsan-ri spirit and Chongsan-ri method which 
gives comprehensive answers to the fundamental problems of 
Party, state and economic guidance in socialist and com* 
munist construction, furnishes a theoretical and practical 
example of the Marxist-Leninist Party's revolutionary guidance. 

The revolutionary mass viewpoint and revolutionary mass 
line of Comrade Kim It Sung who firmly believes in the 
strength of the masses of the people and settles all revoJulion- 
ary tasks by relying on them, underlies the Chongsan-ri spirit 
and Chongsan-ri method which constitutes the great source 
of all innovations and victories and a powerful theoretical 
and practical weapon for the building of socialism and 
communism. 

In the whole course of the arduous anli-Japancsc armed 
struggle and all the complicate and hard struggles since the 
liberation, Comrade Kim 11 Sung has always been among the 
people, shared joys and sorrows with them, consulted with 
them about state affairs, and enlisted tiieir inexhaustible 
strength and wisdom in tiding over the difficulties and lead- 
ing the revolution and construction to victory 

To what extent Comrade Kim 11 Sung always goes and 
works deep among the people, is well demonstrated by his on- 
the-spot guidance. 

Up to now he has personally given on-the-spot guidance 
to more than 80 per cent of all the cities and counties (dis- 
tricts) of the country. He gave on-thc-spot guidance to the 
village of Chongsan-n alone as many as 40 times or more. 

Indeed, there is almost no place in our country *hich 
has not been visited by Comrade Kim H Sung, whether towns 
or farm villages, factories or enterprises, schools or scientific 


and cultural institutions, lumbermen’s settlements up in deep 
mountains or fishermen’s hamlets on the seashore. 

He mapped out the Party’s lines and policies on the basis 
of overall study and understanding, through his on-the-spot 
guidance, of what the masses were aiming for and how mat- 
ters stood down below, and organized and guided their 
thorough implementation: he directed stale affairs after a 
concrete study and analysis of the realities. 

Further, in the course of his on-the-spot guidance lie shows 
parental care and kindly looks after every aspect of the liveli- 
hood of the people throughout the country — from the dietary 
life of the workers and farmers and the shoes of the children 
in the streets to the health of scientists and dresses and school 
supplies of pupils and students, and resolved urgent problems 
awaiting solution. 

The Chongsan-ri spirit and Chongsan-ri method is the 
embodiment and development of the revolutionary mass line 
in conformity to the new reality of socialist construction— a 
line which Comrade Kim II Sung, who personifies the 
revolutionary method and popular style of work, has been 
firmly adhering to ever since the days of anti- Japanese armed 
struggle. 

The Chongsan-ri spirit and Chongsan-ri method has a 
firm grip on the hearts of the millions for its correct reflection 
of the urgent requirements of the revolutionary development 
and for the might of personal example set by Comrade 
Kim II Sung in practice. 

With the carrying into effect of the Chongsan-ri spirit and 
Chongsan-ri method which was created by Comrade 
Kim II Sung, the old system, method and style of work which 
had hampered the onward movement were crushed and a new 
revolutionary system, method and style of work were fully 
established in all domains of Party, state and economic 
guidance. 
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With Party work thoroughly turned into work with people, 
the intentions of the Party came to be accepted readily by the 
masses and the Party's policies carried out more effectively. 

As the Chongsan-ri method penetrated deep into the 
masses, the work of educating and remoulding the working 
people was converted into a work of the masses themselves and 
developed into a mass movement for ideological remoulding. 

In January 1961, a year after the guidance in Chongsan-ri, 
Comrade Kim II Sung personally guided a general member- 
ship meeting of the Rihyon-ri Party organization, Sungho 
district, and delivered the historic speech “The Alain Thing in 
Party Work Is to Educate, Remould and Unite All People.” 

In this speech, Comrade Kim It Sung set forth the tasks 
for carrying through more thoroughly the Chongsan-ri spirit 
and Chongsan-ri method. 

Pointing out, above all, that after the generalization of the 
Chongsan-ri spirit and Chongsan-ri method the Party organiza- 
tions and Party members confidently undertook a most diffi- 
cult work, the work of educating and remoulding people and 
were bringing into firm unity the masses of all walks of life, 
Comrade Kim II Sung taught as follows: 

“ Since our Party organizations have become Invincible 
militant ranks of devoted communist fighters who are able 
enough to tackle this kind of work, we have nothing to fear, 
and no difficulty whatever coufd block our path ahead.— 

“This achievement we have gained i$ dearer than gold or 
millions of tons ot rice, and cannot be bartered for anything.” 

In the course of generalizing the Chongsan-ri method, the 
Party's leading role was further enhanced and our revolu- 
tionary ranks were rapidly reinforced. All this gave a more 
powerful impetus to the great upsurge of socialist construction 
and the Chollima movement. 

Under the wise leadership of Comrade Kim II Sung the 
Five-Year Plan was carried out in two \ears and a half in 



gross industrial output value and was fulfilled or overfulfilled 
in four years in all indices, too, amidst the great upsurge of 
socialist construction and the swift advance of the Ciioliima 
movement. 

In 1960 our industrial output was 1.3 times higher than the 
level envisaged in the Five-Year Plan, the total value of in- 
dustrial output was 3.5 times that in 1956 and 7.6 
times greater than in the pre-liberation year 1944. In the 
four years of the fulfilment of the Five-Year Plan, grain output 
went up by 32 per cent and great success was achieved in the 
technical revolution in the countryside, too. 

With the fulfilment of the Five-Year Plan, the historic 
task of laying the foundations of socialism was accomplished 
triumphantly in the northern half of our country and our 
country turned into a socialist industrial-agricultural state 
with the firm foundations of an independent national economy. 

Socialist relations of production came to hold undivided 
sway in town and country, and there were laid the heavy in- 
dustrial base with the machine-building industry as its core 
and the light industrial base, and agriculture, too, was put on 
a firm foundation of production. The people’s livelihood im- 
proved and all people were freed from worries about food, 
clothing and housing. 

Under the wise leadership of Comrade Kim 11 Sung our 
people laid the solid foundations of an independent national 
economy in a short space of time, and thus firmly ensured the 
independence and political sovereignty of the country and 
have come to possess a formidable defence power to frustrate 
any aggressive acts of the enemy at one blow, and become able 
to consolidate rock-firm the revolutionary base of the northern 
half of the Republic which represents the decisive guarantee 
for the unification of the country and for the nation-wide vic- 
tory of the Korean revolution. 

This clearly proved the wisdom and correctness of the lead- 
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ersJiip oJ Comrade Kim I J Sung who set forth the line of 
building an independent national economy and the line of eco- 
nomic construction for the priority growth of heavy industry 
with simultaneous development of light industry and agricul- 
ture and saw to their thorough implementation through the 
strictest economy in the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance. 

The great victory won by our people in successfully build- 
ing the foundations of socialism on the war debris in spite of 
all the difficulties and trials, further cemented their convic- 
tion that there can be no unconquerable fortress for them and 
they can fulfil whatever difficult and complex tasks with 
flying colours, when they march forward under the wise lead- 
ership of Comrade Kim It Sung, united firmly around him. 

While pushing ahead actively with the revolution and con- 
struction in the northern half of the Republic after the war. 
Comrade Kim II Sung correctly set forth the strategic and 
tactical line for the South Korean revolution and the unifica- 
tion of the country and the fighting tasks for each period, and 
unswervingly led our people to the struggle for their success- 
ful realization. 

Showing the road ahead of the South Korean revolution. 
Comrade Kim 11 Sung said as follows. 

“The basic contradiction in South Korean society at the 
present stage Is the contradiction between U.S. Imperialism 
and its accomplices— landlords, comprador capitalists and re- 
actionary bureaucrats— on the one hand, and the workers, peas- 
ants, urban petty bourgeois and national capitalists on the 
other. 

“To attain freedom and liberation, therefore, the South Ko- 
rean people must drive out the U.S. imperialist forces of ag- 
gression and overthrow the landlords, comprador capitalists 
and reactionary’ bureaucrats who are In league with them. U.S. 
Imperialism, above all, Is target No 1 of the struggle of the 
South Korean people.” 
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Teaching that the basic task of the South Korean revolu- 
tion is to blow up the colonial rule of U.S. imperialism, secure 
the democratic development of South Korean society and 
achieve the country’s unification in unity with the socialist 
forces in the northern half, he called upon ail the patriotic 
forces in the southern half to unite and wage an all-people 
struggle against the U.S. imperialist aggressors. 

Comrade Kim II Sung advanced the invariable principle 
of unifying the country independently on democratic principles 
free from the interference of outside forces and exerted efforts 
to put it into effect. 

After the war he put forward the most correct and re- 
asonable proposals for independent, peaceful unification of the 
country and carved out new phases for the unification of the 
country. 

The fundamental policy of our Party and Government 
set forth by Comrade Kim II Sung for independent, peaceful 
unification of the country was to set up a unified govern- 
ment through free all-Korea elections based on democratic 
principles under the conditions in which the U.S. imperialist 
aggression troops would be made to withdraw from South Ko- 
rea and interference of any outside forces precluded. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught as follows: 

“...Our country should be unified peacefully according to 
the democratic will of the Korean people themselves with no 
interference from any other country. Our country which is di- 
vided into the North and the South should be unified through 
nation-wide elections held on universal, equal and direct suf- 
frage by secret ballot, with no pressure and restriction from 
without, under the conditions where free activities of all pol- 
itical parties are assured in North and South Korea.” 

Being an expression of the unanimous will of the entire 
Korean people, the line set forth by Comrade Kim 11 Sung 
for independent, peaceful unification gained an active support 
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and approval of the progressive peoples throughout (he u-orld, 
not to speak of the Korean people. 

To consolidate peace in Korea and create a favorable at- 
mosphere for (he country’s unification, Comrade Kim 11 Sung 
put forward a number of reasonable proposals on the questions 
of expelling the U.S. imperialist aggression forces from South 
Korea and reducing the North and South Korean armies, of 
realizing economic and cultural exchanges, free travels and 
correspondence between the North and the South, establishing 
a confederation of the North and the South, and so on. 

He also made proposals and suggested relief measures for 
rehabilitating the South Korean economy devastated by the 
colonial rule of the U.S. imperialists and stabilizing the live- 
lihood of the people in the southern hall who are in rags and 
suffering from hunger. 

The reasonable and fair proposals advanced by Comrade 
Kim II Sung for the independent, peaceful unification of the 
country greatly inspired the South Korean people in their 
struggle against the U S. imperialists and the Syngman Rhce 
puppet clique. 

The South Korean people who drew courage and strength 
from our Party’s line for the unification of the country laid 
down by Comrade Kim 11 Sung and from the triumphant pro- 
gress made in socialist construction in the northern half under 
his leadership, rose at last m (he April 19th Popular Uprising 
in I960 and overthrew the regime of the puppet Syngman Rhcc. 
the old stooge of the U S imperialists, dealing a mortal blow 
to the colonial rule of the U S imperialists 

Alarmed by the ever mounting struggle of the South 
Korean people for the unification of the country following 
the April 19th Popular Uprising, i he US imperialists estab- 
lished a military fascist regime in South Korea. 

In the light of the changed situation. Comrade 
Kim 11 Sung vigorously aroused the North and South Korean 



people to a more positive struggle to further strengthen the 
revolutionary base of the northern half, firmly build up the 
revolutionary forces in South Korea and actively meet the great 
event of the unification of the country. 

Thus, the South Korean people waged an unremitting strug- 
gle, upholding the correct line of Comrade Kim II Sung on the 
South Korean revolution and the unification of the country. 

Comrade Kim I! Sung has never forgotten even a moment 
all the Korean citizens abroad including the 600,000 Korean 
citizens in Japan, and constantly directed paternal solicitude 
to them, guiding their struggle for democratic, national rights 
and freedom along the right path. 

Comrade Kim II Sung gave the right orientation in the 
patriotic movement of the Korean citizens in Japan and their 
struggle for democratic, national rights, thereby enabling them 
to frustrate all the suppression and persecution by the Japanese 
reactionary forces and fight successfully in defence of their 
national rights as overseas citizens of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea. 

In May 1955 the Korean citizens in Japan, upholding the 
line of struggle set forth by Comrade Kim II Sung, formed 
the General Association of Korean Residents in Japan (Chong- 
ryon), which is truly their own organization. 

The formation of Chongryon as an organization of the 
citizens of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea in Japan 
was an historic event which marked an important turning- 
point in the life of the Korean citizens in Japan and in the 
development of their patriotic activities. 

Deeply concerned for the education of the children of the 
Korean citizens in Japan, he not only pointed the right direc- 
tion for the development of their democratic, national educa- 
tion, but also sent enormous sums of educational aid funds, 
thus enabling the Korean citizens in Japan to conduct demo- 
cratic, national education with success. 
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Also, according to the unanimous will of the Korean 
citizens in Japan and the entire Korean people, he opened th>: 
way for the repatriation of the Korean citizens from Japan. As 
a result, in 1939 Korean citizens in Japan began reluming to 
their dear homeland — -the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea— and thus the returnees have come to lead a new happy 
life in the bosom of the Leader. 

That is why the Korean citizens in Japan regarding it as 
the greatest honour and happiness to have Comrade Kim It Sung 
as their Leader and live and fight under his leadership as 
citizens of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, 
vigorously waged the struggle for the independent unification 
of the country and the defence of their democratic, national 
rights with great national pride and confidence, even though 
they were living in the alien land. 

While always leading the revolution and construction in 
our country to victory, Comrade Kim II Sung waged an active 
struggle for the advancement of (he international communist 
movement and the world revolutionary movement. 

When modern revisionism made its appearance in the in- 
ternational communist movement, he saw through it in good 
lime and waged a resolute struggle against it in defence of the 
purity of Marxism-Leninism, firmly adhering to the revolution- 
ary principles of Marxism-Leninism and the stand of Juchc, 
and put up a stubborn struggle against dogmatism, too. And 
he advanced the most correct line for safeguarding the unity 
and solidarity of the socialist camp and the international com- 
munist movement on the principles of Marxism-Leninism and 
proletarian internationalism and of complete cquaht), inde- 
pendence, mutual respect, non-interference in each other’s in- 
terna! affairs and comradely co-operation, and waged a prin- 
cipled struggle for the implementation of the hoc 

Particularly, he resolutely fought in defence of independ- 
ence against the manoeuvrmgs of great power chauvinists to 
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force their erroneous lines upon others and interfere in the lat- 
ter’s internal affairs, set forth the principled line of defending 
the socialist camp as a whole, not any particular country, and 
waged a resolute struggle against all attempts to split the 
socialist camp. 

Comrade Kim II Sung also waged a determined struggle 
to strengthen the international solidarity and unity with the 
peoples of the countries in Asia, Africa and Latin America, 
give an active support to the anti-imperialist, national-libera- 
tion movement of the peoples in these areas and to the revolu- 
tionary movement of the peoples in different countries, to op- 
pose the imperialist policy of aggression and war and promote 
world peace and the progress of mankind. 

He sharply exposed and criticized the modern revisionists 
for their illusions about U.S. imperialism, the chieftain of im- 
perialism, and taught that only when the revolutionary forces 
of the world unite and strike blows at the U.S. imperialists and 
bind them hand and foot everywhere they set foot, can peace 
be really safeguarded and the revolutionary cause of the 
people be accomplished. 

The activities of Comrade Kim II Sung who, holding aloft 
the revolutionary banner of Marxism-Leninism, waged a prin- 
cipled struggle for the unity and cohesion of the socialist camp 
and the international communist movement, for victory in the 
revolutionary struggle of the peoples of all countries and for 
world peace, earned him a broad support among the Com- 
munists and the revolutionary peoples throughout the world. 
Numerous Communists and revolutionary peoples of the world 
have thus come to trust and respect Comrade Kim II Sung 
still more profoundly. 
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Upon the successful fulfilment of the task of building 
(lie foundations of socialism set forth at the Third Congress of 
the Workers* Party of Korea, Comrade Kim II Sung put for- 
ward the new strategic task of further advancing socialist cons* 
truction in the northern half of the Republic and organized 
and mobilized the whole Party and the entire people to its 
fulfilment. 

The Fourth Congress of the Workers' Party of Korea, a 
congress of victors and a congress of unity, was convened in 
September 1961 under the circumstances in which the whole 
country, standing at a great turning-point in the development 
of the revolution, was seething with labour upsurge and crea- 
tive enthusiasm. 

In his report on the work of the Party Central Committee 
to the Congress, Comrade Kim II Sung summed up in an all- 
round way the brilliant successes achieved by our Party in the 
socialist revolution and building of socialism in the period 
under review, and put forward the magnificent programmatic 
tasks of the Seven-Year National Economic Plan for scaling 
the eminence of socialism. 

Pointing out that the Seven-Year Plan would mark the 
decisive period in the socialist construction of our country. 
Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows 

"The fundamental task of (he Seven-Year Plan is to carry 
out all-round technical reconstruction and cultural revolution 
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and to radically improve the people’s livelihood relying on the 
triumphant socialist system. We must carry out socialist in- 
dustrialization, equip all branches of the national economy 
with up-to-date techniques, and decisively raise the material 
and cultural standards of the entire people, and thus attain to 
the eminence of socialism.” 

Comrade Kim II Sung placed great stress on the need 
to firmly adhere to, and continue to thoroughly carry out, the 
revolutionary lines and policies — the line of building an inde- 
pendent national economy, the basic line of postwar economic 
construction, the Chollima movement which represented the 
Party’s general line in socialist construction, and the great 
Chongsan-ri spirit and Chongsan-ri method — whose validity 
has been confirmed beyond doubt in the course of practical 
struggle. 

Comrade Kim II Sung reaffirmed the line for the South 
Korean revolution and independent unification of the country 
and set forth in an all-round way the fighting tasks of the 
North and South Korean people on the basis of a deep analysis 
of the features of the developments in South Korea and the 
experiences of the protracted struggle for the accomplishment 
of the cause of the unification of the country. 

He summed up the successes and experiences obtained 
in the period under review in the work of firmly building up 
the ranks of the Party and raising its leading role, and set 
forth the fighting tasks for applying the Chongsan-ri spirit 
and Chongsan-ri method more effectively, for decisively raising 
the cadres’ level of leadership and conducting, on an all-Party 
and all-mass scale, the work of uniting the masses through 
education and remoulding. 

lie also gave teaching to further heighten the functions 
of the proletarian dictatorship of the people’s government and 
the role of the working people’s organizations, the transmis- 
sion belts of the Party. 
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In the report, Cornradc Kim II Sung elucidated the through* 
and-tbrough anti-imperialist, proletarian internationalist for- 
eign policy ol our Party for opposing revisionism and dog- 
matism, for defending the unity and solidarity of the so- 
cialist camp and the international communist movement, 
and giving active support and encouragement to the strug- 
gle of the Asian, African and Latin American peoples, 
against imperialism and colonialism for freedom and national 
independence and to the revolutionary struggle of the interna- 
tional working class. 

The report of Comrade Kim JI Sung to the Congress infused 
our Party members and working people with the boundless pride 
.and confidence of a victor and furnished a powerful ideological 
and theoretical weapon for inspiring them to a new battle. 

The report to the Congress, which made a profound an- 
alysis and generalization of the experiences and achievements 
gained by our Party in the course of carrying out the original 
lines and policies of Comrade Kim II Sung and which clarified 
the fighting tasks ahead, made a valuable contribution to en- 
riching the treasure-house of Marxism-Leninism and the ex- 
periences of the international communist movement. 

Comrade Kim II Sung was re-elected Chairman of the- 
Party Central Committee at the Congress. 

Immediately after the historic Fourth Congress of the 
Workers' Party of Korea, Comrade Kim fl Sung organized 
and mobilized the whole Party and the entire people to the 
implementation of its decisions 

One of the important questions whose solution was indis- 
pensable to the acceleration of socialist construction and to the 
carrying out of the programmatic tasks of the Seven-Year Plan 
was’to improve and strengthen the state guidance of the eco- 
nomy and the management and operation of enterprises to lit 
in with the character of the socialist economy and the re- 
quirements of the constantly developing realities. 
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The question of improving the direction and management 
of the socialist economy was a very urgent task whose early 
solution was indispensable for the building of socialism and 
communism. 

No one, however, had ever given a definite answer to the 
question of how to direct and manage the socialist economy, 
and there was no experience to bring in from anywhere to 
draw on in its solution. 

Comrade Kim II Sung originally solved this question 
point by point from the position of Juche on the basis of pro- 
found thinking and theory, firm revolutionary stand and of 
a scientific analysis of the socialist economic system. 

At the Second Enlarged Plenary Meeting of the Fourth 
Central Committee of the Party in November 1961, Comrade 
Kim II Sung taught that the guidance of the economy and the 
management and operation of enterprises should be improved 
and strengthened by applying the Chongsan-ri method scrupul- 
ously. He personally went out to a locality and tackled the 
matter. In the course of the personal on-the-spot guidance to 
the Taean Electrical Machine Factory in December 1961, he 
radically improved the old system of management of the 
factory and created the Taean work system, a new socialist 
system of industrial management. 

In the new system of work, Comrade Kim II Sung laid 
down the principle that the factory be managed under the 
collective leadership of the Party committee, and established 
a system of guidance of production to intensify the technologi- 
cal guidance of production and give comprehensive direction 
in production. And he established a material supply system 
under which the higher units supply the lower ones with 
materials and a new supply-service system. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung said as follows: 

The Taean work system is radically different from the old 
system of work; it is an advanced work system with many fac- 
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tors of communist management of enterprises. This new system 
of work is an excellent embodiment of the principle of collec- 
tivist, communist life: ‘One for all and all for one.’” 

The Tacan work system created by Comrade Kim II Sung 
is a communist system of guidance 3nd management of the 
socialist economy, and a new revolutionary system of eco- 
nomic management capable of bringing the advantages of the 
socialist economic system into full play. 

As Comrade Kim II Sung said, the introduction of the 
Tacan system, a new system of industrial management, cn* 
abied economic organizations and enterprises to periorm all 
their work under the collective leadership of the Party com- 
mittees and carry out their revolutionary tasks by giving pre- 
cedence to political work and rousing the masses to activity, 
and enabled the higher organ to help the lower, the superior to 
assist his inferior, those who are versed in work to teach the 
less versed, all people to co-opcratc in a comradely way and 
all workshops, factories and branches to closely co-opcratc with 
each other so as to develop co-operative production and run 
the economy rationally on scientific lines in accordance with 
(he objective laws of economy. 

Comrade Kim II Sung established the line of unified 
and detailed planning in the Tacan work system, and thus 
brought about a radical change in the planihcation of the so- 
cialist economy. 

The unified and dctatled planning implies that the state 
planning organs and planning cells all over the country lorm 
a single system of phnification to secure complete unity in 
purification under the unitary centralized leadership and 
see that alt cogs of the managing activities of enterprises 
gear squarely with each other down to details. 

This is the most revolutionary and scientific way of pJani- 
fication making it possible to thoroughly meet the demands for 
plan and balance in socialist economic management and stead- 
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ily develop the economy at a high tempo by intensifying the 
centralized, planned guidance of the state, by strengthening 
discipline in the fulfilment of plans, following the mass line 
in planification and enlisting all reserves to the maximum. 

The introduction of the unified and detailed planning fur- 
ther strengthened the functions of state organs as economic 
organizers and eliminated the subjectivism of state planning 
bodies and the departmentalism and localism of the producers 
in planning so that truly realistic, scientific and active plans 
could be drawn up by properly combining the intentions of 
tire state with the creative initiative of the producers. 

Indeed, the unified and detailed planning represents an or- 
iginal measure which has given clear answers to the funda- 
mental problems whose solution is essential to planification. 

After creating the Taean work system Comrade Kim II Sung 
radically revised the system of guidance in socialist agri- 
culture. 

In the field of the rural economy he established a new 
system of agricultural guidance with the county co-operative 
farm management committee as its pivot and concentrated 
under it agro-technicians and state enterprises in the service 
of agriculture. The establishment of the new system of agricul- 
tural guidance made it possible to direct agriculture by the 
industrial method of management, render material and technical 
assistance from the state to co-operative farms more effectively 
and strengthen the leading role of the property of the entire 
people decisively in relation to co-operative property. 

He also originated the sub-worldeam management system 
which is the most rational form of labour organization that 
brings into full play the advantages of the socialist system of 
agriculture and which is a cell of collective life for cultivating 
the communist ideas among the peasantry and a form of pro- 
duction organization at the basic unit. 

With the sub-workteam management system generally in- 
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Hwanghae Iron Works is another live example of the method 
of teaching the inferiors, his traditional work method of giving 
general assignments and then delving into one specific point 
to create a model and generalize it. 

Upholding the teaching of Comrade Kim II Sung a vigorous 
struggle was waged in the whole Party to enhance Party 
spirit, working-class spirit and popular spirit and, in this 
course, a radical change took place in the ideological viewpoint 
and work attitude of the leading functionaries and Party mem- 
bers. 

For the successful carrying out of socialist economic 
construction, Comrade I\im II Sung saw to it that the Taean 
work system was thoroughly carried into operation in economic 
management and, at the same time, he grasped in good time 
the urgent questions arising in socialist construction and 
took creative measures for their solution. 

He completely established a unified planning system for 
the national economy of the country as a whole and, subse- 
quently, reorganized the banking system which plays an im- 
portant role in the development of the national economy. 

He also reorganized the trading system to meet the re- 
quirements of the ever-improving material and cultural life of 
the people, and established a well-organized land administra- 
tion system which is of great importance for taking good care 
of the natural resources of the country and for more assiduous- 
ly managing the economic life of the country. 

While improving the guidance and management of the 
economy, Comrade Kim II Sung directed great attention to 
further improving and strengthening Party work by thorough- 
ly applying the Chongsan-ri spirit and Chongsan-ri method 
to it in accordance with the basic line laid down at the Fourth 
Congress of the Party. 

In the course of giving on-the-spot guidance to Party 
organizations in South Hwanghae Province early in 1962, 
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Comrade Kim II Sung acquired a grasp of how things stood 
with Party work as a whole and, on this basis, called the Third 
Enlarged Plenary Meeting of the Fourth Central Committee 
of the Party in March 1962 where he took steps for the im- 
provement of Party work. 

In his concluding speech “On Improving and Strengthen- 
ing the Organizational and Ideological Work of the Party" 
made at the meeting. Comrade Kim II Sung clarified the es- 
sentials and contents of Party work and taught that the Party 
organizations should put an end to the practice of faking upon 
themselves to do administrative work, concentrate their efforts 
on Party work and build up the Party into a revolutionary, mil- 
itant living organization, an active Party. 

Pointing out that Party work is designed to firmly build 
up and consolidate the Party, steadily expand and develop it, 
properly arouse its organizations to activity to make it fully 
display its combat function as a Marxist-Leninist Party, he gave 
detailed teachings on improving and strengthening the inner 
work of the Party— the work with Party members and cadres, 
with Party cells and Party committees. 

Saying that the mam link m Party work lies in giving 
the Party members correct guidance in their Party life. Comrade 
Kim II Sung taught: 

“A Party member belongs to a Party organization from 
the very day of admission and must fulfil the tasks assigned 
by the Party organization. 

“The organizational life of a Party member begins from 
the moment he joins the Party organization. Organizational 
life fn the Party means activities of the Party members to ful- 
fil the tasks assigned them by the Party. It represents the po- 
litical life and revolutionary activities o! the Party members. 
We always say that the traits required ol a revolutionary 
should be acquired, and the revolutionary' is not an extraor- 
dinary man. If a Party member, abiding by the Party Rules, 
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-efficiently carries out the revolutionary tasks assigned him by 
the Party, it can be said that he fulfils the duties of a rev- 
olutionary.” 

Comrade Kim Ii Sung also instructed that what is im- 
portant in the guidance of Party life is to give proper assign- 
ments to the Party members so that they may execute the tasks 
given by the Party well in accordance with the duties stipulated 
■in the Rules, and thus make the entire Party display activity, 
and, to this end, he taught, the Party cells to which the Party 
members belong and the Party committees at all levels should 
•be built up firmly and their fighting efficiency enhanced. 

Further, Comrade Kim 11 Sung emphasized that all the 
.Party organizations, while concentrating their efforts on Party 
•work, should further enhance their role as steersmen in rela- 
tion to the administrative and economic work, and gave detailed 
■explanation as to the direction of work and functions of the 
Party committees at all levels and their departments. 

The teachings of Comrade Kim II Sung at the enlarged 
iplenary meeting served as a programmatic guide to the de- 
velopment of the work of our Party. 

While firmly building up the Party, the General Staff of 
the revolution, and enhancing its fighting efficiency, he took 
a series of creative measures for improving the work of the 
toiling people’s organizations — the transmission belts of the 
Party — in conformity to the new circumstances of socialist 
construction in order to enhance their role. 

Comrade Kim II Sung who personally guided the Fifth 
Congress of the Democratic Youth League of Korea in May 
1964, clarified the duties and role of the youth organization for 
the present stage of socialist construction, and saw to it that it 
was renamed League of Socialist Working Youth to suit its 
duties and role. 

Subsequently, he called the Ninth Plenary Meeting of the 
Fourth Central Committee of the Party in June 1964 where 
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he newly defined the duties and role of the trade unions under 
socialism and indicated concrete tasks for improving their sys- 
tem and method of work as a whole in conformity to the needs 
of the developed realities. 

Particularly, at the plenary meeting Comrade Kim If Sung 
set forth the line of newly organizing the Union of Agricul- 
tural Working People. 

His creative line for organizing the Union of Agricultural 
Working People was the most sagacious line to unite all 
the working people in the rural areas without exception in 
the political organization and educate, remould and rear them 
into conscious socialist and communist builders under the 
changed circumstances after socialist co-operativization. it was 
a further development of the theory of Marxism-Leninism con- 
cerning the role of the transmission belts of the Party in the 
budding of socialism and communism. 

Comrade Kim II Sung also gave programmatic teachings 
on the duties of the Women’s Union organizations and on the 
need to enhance their role in the period of socialist construc- 
tion, and gave meticulous guidance in the work of the Women’s 
Union, showing deep solicitude for it. 

He personally attended, and guided the work of, the Na- 
tional Meeting of Mothers held in November 19GI and, sub- 
sequently, the Third National Congress of the Democratic 
Women's Union and the National Meeting of Nursery Gover- 
nesses and Kindergarten Workers, and elucidated programmatic 
tasks of the Women’s Union organizations and women for each 
period. 

The working people’s organizations in our country such 
as the General Federation of Trade Unions, the Union of 
Agricultural Working People, the League of Socialist Working 
Youth and the Democratic Women’s Union have been built up as 
reliable transmission belts of our Party, as firm political 
organizations which, no matter how complex and dilhcult the 
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circumstances may be, are capable of coping with any difficult 
tasks with honour in response to the call of the Leader, and 
they have firmly armed the entire working people with the re- 
volutionary ideas of Comrade Kim 11 Sung — the unitary ideo- 
logy of the Party— and rallied them more closely around the 
Leader. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that the level of leadership 
by the cadres, the basic nuclear force of the Party, should be 
decisively raised in order to thoroughly embody the Chongsan- 
ri spirit and Chongsan-ri method in all fields of Party work 
and social life and successfully carry out revolutionary tasks, 
and he took measures for the solution of the matter. 

With a view to raising the level of the cadres and the 
entire working people to keep abreast of the rapidly develop- 
ing realities, he set it as a task of the entire Party to study 
and, particularly, the cadres at the county level and upwards 
to raise their level to that of the college or university graduate 
in the shortest possible time. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that what was important in 
raising the level of the cadres and working people was to 
strengthen the education in the Party’s policies and, at the 
same time, to heighten their technical and practical qualifica- 
tions for their respective domains. 

Referring to the significance of the education in the Party’s 
policies, Comrade Kim 11 Sung taught as follows: 

“Our Party’s policies are Marxism-Leninism applied in the 
concrete practice of the Korean revolution and a guide to all 
our actions. When you know them, you are as good as in pos- 
session of a yardstick. You can measure all phenomena by this 
yardstick. Only when you judge whether what you are going 
to do conforms to the Party’s policies or not and which road 
you should take to carry out the Party’s policies, can you dis- 
tinguish between right and wrong, maintain principles and 
correctly settle the matters in hand.” 
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In order to raise the level of the cadres and working 
people. Comrade Kim 11 Sung saw to it that all cadres assumed 
responsibility for the education of their inferiors, and establish- 
ed a system of cadres’ education and training under which the 
cadres could study while working. And he provided the cadres 
with all conditions for regular study and even set the study- 
hours for them, so that all cadres could rapidly raise their 
po/itico-theorct/cal level and practical qualifications. 

In 19G2 the U.S. imperialists, making frenzied preparations 
for a new war in South Korea, became more rampant in their 
aggressive provocations against the northern half of the Re- 
public and, internationally, provoked the Caribbean crisis a- 
gainst (he Republic of Cuba and further expanded their aggres- 
sive war in South Viet Nam 

To cope with such situation Comrade Kim II Sung called 
the Fifth Plenary Meeting of the Fourth Central Committee of 
the Party in December 1962 and set forth the new line of carry- 
ing on economic construction and defence upbuilding in parallel. 

While reorganizing economic construction in keeping with 
the prevailing situation and continuously developing it, he 
took a series of important measures to more thoroughly imple- 
ment the military line of our Party which, being a full on* 
bodiment of the self-defensive principle in national defence, has 
as its basic contents the training of the whole army into a 
cadre army, its modernization, the arming of the entire people 
and fortification of the whole country. 

Thus, our self-defence capacity has further increased and 
full preparations have been made to cope with the manoeuvres 
of the enemy for war provocation 

With the development in depth of socialist construction in 
our country, life called for a scientific elucidation on the final 
solution of the rural question 

Under socialism the rural question is one of the funda- 
mental questions whose solution is indispensable to the building 
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of socialism and to the preparations for transition to communism. 

No one, however, had ever given a clear answer to this 
question and, more, some countries had failed to give full 
scope to the advantages of the socialist agricultural system. 
Meanwhile, the imperialists and their servants, taking advan- 
tage of the hardships which some socialist countries were und- 
ergoing in the solution of the rural question, hurled malignant 
calumnies and slanders at the socialist agricultural system. 

Like this, the socialist rural question was a difficult and 
complicated question and a burning question whose solution 
was urgent. 

In February 1964 Comrade Kim II Sung, a great Marxist* 
Leninist, made public his historic work “Theses on the Social- 
ist Rural Question in Our Country" in which he gave a scienti- 
fic elucidation concerning the final solution of the socialist rural 
question. 

In the Theses he scientifically analyzed and summed up 
the brilliant successes and experiences gained by our Party 
in the building of the socialist countryside in the past and, 
on this basis, gave a deep and extensive explanation as to 
the essentials and contents of the rural question under social- 
ism and the basic principles and ways for its final solution. 

In the Theses Comrade Kim II Sung made it clear that under 
socialism the peasant and agricultural questions become a mat- 
ter of developing the productive forces of agriculture to a 
high level, making the life of the peasants bountiful, abolish- 
ing the backwardness of the countryside left over by the ex- 
ploiter society, and gradually obliterating the distinctions be- 
tween town and country, on the basis of the continuous streng- 
thening of the socialist system established in the countryside. 
And he clarified the basic principles to be adhered to impera- 
tively for the solution of the rural question, saying: 

Firstly, the technical, cultural and ideological revolutions 
should be thoroughly carried out in the rural areas; 
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"Secondly, the leadership ol the worhlnc class over (lie 
peasantry, Ihe assistance ol industry to airrfculfnre and the 
support ol the tosvns to the countryside should be strengthened 
In every %vay; 

"Thirdly, the guidance and management ol the rural econ- 
omy should be steadily brought closer to the advanced level of 
management of Industrial enterprises, the links between the 
property of the entire people and co-operative property should 
be strengthened, and co-operative property should be steadily 
brought closer to the property of the entire people/’ 

In the Theses, Comrade Kim 11 Sung formulated In a 
classic manner the original thought that the Marxist-Lcnlnist 
Party should continue with the revolution for the victory oi 
socialism and communism even 3fter the establishment of the 
socialist system 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung said as follows: 

“The revolution must be continued to achieve the full- 
scale construction of sociaf/sm and to prepare for the gradual 
transition to communism. 

"The very fact that the distinctions between town and 
country and the class distinction between the working class 
and the peasantry remain even after the liquidation of the ex- 
ploiting classes and the completion ol socialist transformation, 
shows that the revolution should be carried forward and that 
the revolution In the rural areas. In particular, should be car- 
ried out more thoroughly.” 

Comrade Kim II Sung defined the ideological, technical and 
cultural revolutions as the central rcvolutionan tasks to be 
carried forward continuously in the countryside and gave 
concrete teachings concerning the wa>s and means lor their 
implementation 

Pointing out that the leadership of the working class 
over the peasantry, assistance of industry to agriculture and 
support of towns to the countryside should be strengthened 
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in every way, lie taught that this was one of the essential con- 
ditions for obliterating differences between town and country. 

Proceeding from this, he stressed that the Party and the 
state should continuously strengthen their assistance to the 
countryside so that the burdens of the co-operative farms and 
the peasants might be systematically lightened, and that the 
peasants, too, like the workers, should be provided with all 
conditions for production and livelihood in the future by the 
state and the whole society. 

This idea of Comrade Kim II Sung is an embodiment of 
the most thoroughly revolutionary stand of the working class 
to lead the peasantry to communist society and an expression 
of his boundless loyalty to the historical mission of the working 
class. 

His idea is a creative development and perfect elabora- 
tion of the Marxist-Leninist theory on the worker-peasant alli- 
ance corresponding to the historical conditions of the period 
of socialist and communist upbuilding. 

In the Theses, Comrade Kim II Sung also put forward 
the questions of the direction and management of socialist 
agriculture, of the development of co-operative property and 
correlation between the property of the entire people and co- 
operative property as one of the basic questions in building the 
socialist countryside and in socialist construction as a whole, 
and as an important question of principle for erasing class 
distinctions between the working class and the peasantry, 
and indicated clear-cut ways to its solution. 

He taught that the large-scale agricultural co-operative 
farming equipped with modern technique should be directed by 
the industrial method of management like industry. Stressing 
that the system of co-operative economy in agriculture, display'- 
mg its great superiority, gives a powerful stimulus to the de- 
velopment of the productive forces, Comrade Kim II Sung also 
gave an instruction that the potentials and possibilities of the 
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system of co-operative farming should be tapped and utilized 
to the maximum and co-operative prepay developed and per- 
fected further in line with the strenglhening of the material 
and technical basis of the rural economy and the rise in the 
peasants' level of culture, thoughts and consciousness. He 
pointed out that along with this, the questions of the correla- 
tion between the two types of property and the bond between 
industry and agriculture should be solved correctly. 

Comrade K»m 11 Sung said as follows; 

“...The questions of the correlation between the property 
of the entire people and co-operative property and of the ties 
between industry and agriculture must be solved correctly. 
What is of prime importance In this connection Is to organic- 
ally link the two types of property In such a way as to streng- 
then the direct production ties between Industry and agricul- 
ture and constantly enhance the leading role o! property ot the 
entire people over co-operative property." 

The original ideas of Comrade Kim II Sung concerning 
the bond between industry and agriculture and correlation be- 
tween the two types of property clearly indicate the most scien- 
tific Marxist-Lemnist way to increase political and ideological 
influence of the working class on the peasantry, introduce 
industry’s machine technology, advanced method of industrial 
management and production culture in agriculture in a better 
way, and to give effective assistance from towns to the coun- 
tryside, and thus consolidate and develop co-operative property 
to bring it closer to the property of the entire people, facilitat- 
ing and accelerating the process of gradual welding o! co- 
operative property into property oj the entire people. 

In the Theses he also further developed the idea set forth 
by himself already at the Ch3ngsong Joint Conference of Local 
Party and Economic Functionaries in August I9G2 and. on this 
basis, defined the county as the regional unit lor giving direct, 
unified and comprehensive leadership to the rural work and 
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to the local affairs as a whole, as the base for accelerating the 
ideological, technical and cultural revolutions in the country- 
side and as the base for linking towns with the countryside and 
bringing the support of towns to the countryside, and put for- 
ward the task of increasing the role of the county. 

He also set forth concrete tasks to strengthen the material 
and technical foundations of socialist agriculture and to swift- 
ly improve the livelihood of the peasantry. 

The Theses opened up broad vistas before our people of 
abolishing differences between town and country and class 
distinctions between the working class and peasantry and of 
building a socialist countryside, rich and civilized, where every- 
one will enjoy a happy life. 

The Eighth Plenary Meeting of the Fourth Central Com- 
mittee of our Party adopted the "Theses on the Socialist Rural 
Question in Our Country” as a great programme of our Party 
in the building of a socialist countryside. 

The “Theses on the Socialist Rural Question in Our Coun- 
try” which comprehends all the brilliant plans of Comrade 
Kim II Sung concerning the solution of the rural question, 
is a great programmatic document which scientifically indicated 
the road to the final solution of the rural question for the 
first time in the history of the development of Marxism-Lenin- 
ism. 

The Theses blew up the slanders of the imperialists and 
reactionaries against the socialist system of agriculture and 
demonstrated the real advantages of this system. The Theses 
also defended the purity of Marxism-Leninism in the solution 
of the rural question and developed it from a new angle, and it 
is making a tremendous contribution to the cause of socialist 
and communist construction. 

As soon as the Theses was published, a great number of 
Communists and revolutionary people the world over highly 
appraised the Theses as the ".most correct text-book for the 
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solution of the socialist rural question” and “a valuable Marx* 
ist-Lcninist document which lias provided a scientific solution 
to the basic question of socialist and communist upbuilding." 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung took epochal steps for abolishing 
agricultural tax in kind and strengthening the assistance of the 
state to (he countryside to put into practice the tasks provided 
in the Theses. 

On the initiative of Comrade Kim 1! Sung, the Third 
Session of the Third Supreme People’s Assembly held in March 
1904 adopted a historic law on completely abolishing agricul- 
tural tax in kind in the years from 19G4 to I9GG, on earning 
on capital construction and house building in the countryside 
with stale funds and supplying the countryside with major pro- 
duction equipment and farm machines at state expenses. 

In the rural areas of our country the ideological, lcchnea' 
and cultural revolutions have made brisk headway, capital 
construction and house building have been carried out cn a 
large scale with slate funds in accordance with the tasks laid 
down in the Theses, and the look of the countryside has 
changed beyond recognition today Irrigation, mechanization 
electrification and chemicalization have been promoted rapidh 
in the countryside and agricultural tax in kind has been abolish- 
ed once and for all Our countrjside in the old society xvhere 
Ignorance and darkness, exploitation and poxertx had prevailed 
for thousands of years . has been turned into a socialist coun- 
tryside in the era of the Workers’ Parts led h\ Comrade 
Kim II Sung, a countryside, ruli and mi)i;<d. fr«e from 
ploitation and oppression and all sorts t>i Kxies .nut l.ius an* 
knowing no crop failure 

While energetically earning forward mu ijhst construction 

in the northern hall of the Republic, ('< mrade Kim 11 UI1 R 
mapped out a dear-cut line of stniggV i^r positively pa'm 
the way for the unification of the vountn and the re\olution i 
South Korea 



Ai the Eighth Plenary Meeting oi the Fourth Central Com- 
mittee of the Parly in February 196'!, he set forth the strategic 
line and fighting tasks for advancing the cause of the country’s 
unification and the revolution in South Korea. 

He scientifically analyzed the situation created in our 
country and the balance of forces between revolution and 
counter-revolution, defined the revolutionary forces in the 
northern half of the Republic, the revolutionary forces in the 
southern half and the international revolutionary forces as 
three major revolutionary forces essential for the accomplish- 
ment of the, cause of the unification of the country, and set 
forth the line and fighting tasks for strengthening them in 
every way, thereby brightly illumining the road of struggle ly- 
ing before the North and South Korean people. 

Particularly when the U.S. imperialists and Pak Jung Hi 
puppet clique were hastening towards the ‘‘final conclusion” 
of the ‘‘ROK-Japan talks” and the Japanese militarists were 
becoming pronounced in their machinations to resume ag- 
gression, Comrade Kim II Sung sharply analyzed and exposed 
the reactionary nature of the ‘‘ROK-Japan talks” and vigorously 
aroused the South Korean people to the struggle against it. 

In March 1964 broad segments of patriotic youths, stu- 
dents and people in South Korea rose in a mass demonstration 
struggle against the traitorous acts of the Pak Jung Hi puppet 
clique who were selling out South Korea to the U.S. and Ja- 
panese imperialists as a dual colony and against the U.S. im- 
perialists and the manoeuvres for resumption of aggression by 
the Japanese militarists who were seeking to worm into South 
Korea with the backing of the U.S. imperialists. 

Horrified at the struggle of the enraged youths, students 
and people, the U.S. imperialists and Pak Jung Hi puppet clique 
made frenzied efforts to stamp out their struggle by brutal 
repression and conciliatory and deceptive tricks. 

According to the policy set forth by Comrade Kim II Sung, 
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the Third Session oi the Third Supremo People's Assembly ex- 
pressed full support end solidarity for the patriotic struggle of 
the youths, students and people of South Korea uho turned 
out in a struggle, and appealed for the immediate formation of 
a nation-wide united anti-U.S., anti-Japanese, national-salsa- 
tion front. 

And it put forward concrete proposals to restore the se\ered 
bonds of national affinity, realize economic exchanges between 
(lie North end the South, and offer an enormous volume of 
relief goods for South Korea to tide over its economic crisis 

The South Korean youth, students and people, boundless- 
ly encouraged by the sagacious policy for struggle and deep 
solicitude of Comrade Kim II Sung, the great Leader of the 
40 million Korean people, waged a valiant struggle for over 
70 days in the teeth of the enemy’s harsh suppression, hitting 
hard at the U.S and Japanese imperialists and their stooges 

Comrade Kim II Sung clearly indicated the line for the 
South Korean people to raise their fighting spirit continuous- 
ly to combat the US. imperialists’ manoeuvres for another 
war and the troop dispatch to South Viet Nam. overthrow the 
tyrannical military fascist rule and win democratic rights and 
freedom and, further, to develop their revolutionary movement 
to the struggle for seizing power 

He (aught that in South Korea the mam force of the 
revolution— the basic classes that could be mobilized to the 
revolution and a A\arxist-Lcmnist Party rooted deep among 
them— should be built up solidly before anything else, and 
the work of the united front should be strengthened to win 
over the masses of all social strata to the side of the revolu- 
tion. 

He induced the South Korean people to concentrate their 
efforts on preparations for actively greeting the decisive hour 
of the revolution by preserving the revolutionary forces from 
the enemy's suppression and, at the same time, bv constantly 
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building up and expanding those forces in the course of the 
struggle, and provided for clear strategic and tactical princi- 
ples to be abided by in aligning revolutionary forces and carry- 
ing forward the revolution. 

Comrade Kirn II Sung said as follows: 

"It is necessary... to develop the revolutionary movement, 
properly combining diverse forms and ways of struggle— the 
political and economic struggles, the violent and non-violent 
struggles, the lawful and unlawful struggles— to suit the ob- 
taining subjective and objective situations.... 

"The revolutionary organizations and revolutionaries in 
South Korea must do their best to constantly accumulate and 
expand the revolutionary forces through a positive struggle 
against U.S. imperialism and its hirelings." 

The strategic and tactical lines and tasks put forth by 
Comrade Kim II Sung lor the South Korean revolution and the 
unification of the country offered the possibility for the South 
Korean revolution to develop rapidly along the Tightest path 
even under the circumstances in which the Right and Left 
opportunists who made their appearance within the internation- 
al communist movement were manoeuvring most outrageously. 

These strategic and tactical lines and tasks immediately 
got a grip on the hearts of the people and revolutionaries in 
South Korea, swiftly brought them to unite and aroused them 
with a sweeping force to an ever more active anti-U.S., nation- 
al-salvation struggle including the armed struggle. 

It was thanks to the deep concern and brilliant strategy 
and tactics of Comrade Kim II Sung that the South Korean 
revolution and the cause of the country’s unification triumphant- 
ly pulled through the difficulties and made a steady progress. 

When our people, under the correct leadership of Comrade 
Kim 1! Sung, were fighting with great revolutionary enthusiasm 
for socialist construction in the northern half and' the unifica- 
tion of the country, the imperialists headed by the U.S'. impe- 
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riatist* were further aggravating the international situation, 
while endeavouring more and more desperately to suppress 
the growing revolutionary movement cf the peoples. 

And many complex questions arose within the socialist 
camp and the international communist movement. 

This situation placed obstacles in the way of the develop- 
ment of the world revolutionary movement and also affected 
the revolution and construction in our country. 

Comrade Kim II Sung who always actively opened up 
the way for our revolution and is fighting energetically for 
the development of the international communist movement 
and the world revolution, correctly analyzed the prevailing 
situation and the state of affairs within the* international com- 
munist movement and mapped out a positive and revolutionary 
policy to cope with them. 

In October J9C5 Comrade Kim II Sung convened a Con- 
ference of the Workers’ Party of Korea. 

In his report “The Present Situation and the Tasks of Our 
Party" delivered at the Party Conference, Comrade Kim II Sung 
gave a comprehensive and profound scientific analysis and cor- 
rect Mar.xist-Lcninist assessment of the present international 
situation, and elucidated the line of interna! and external ac- 
tivities of our Party for energetically pushing ahead with the 
revolution and construction in our country and promoting the 
international communist movement and the world revolutionary 
movement as a whole to suit the prevailing situation. 

He elucidated the basic strategy of the world revolution 
to counter the L’ S imperialist policy of aggression and war 
provocation 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught as follows 

“The basic strategy of the world revolution today is to 
direct the spearhead of attack mainly on U.S. imperialism “ 

Saying that today the l S imperialists are resorting 
to the strategy of swallowing up primarily the divide nr 



countries one by one while refraining as far as possible from 
worsening their relations with big countries, Comrade 
Kim II Sung said as follows: 

"In the present situation, the U.S. imperialists should be 
dealt blows and their forces be dispersed to the maximum in 
all parts and on all fronts of the world— in Asia and Europe, 
Africa and Latin America and in all countries, big and small — 
and they should be bound hand and foot everywhere they set 
foot so that they may not act arbitrarily. Only in this way can 
we succeed in foiling the strategy of the U.S. imperialists to 
destroy the international revolutionary forces including the 
socialist countries one by one by concentrating their forces in 
this or that area and country." 

Emphasizing that all forces should be concentrated on 
the struggle against U.S. imperialism, he set forth in the report 
the strategic line of achieving joint anti-imperialist action and 
forming a united anti-imperialist front. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught as follows: 

“The attainment of joint anti-imperialist action and a u- 
nited anti-imperialist front is the acutest question of principle 
in the international communist movement today. It concerns 
the fundamental questions of whether the U.S. imperialist policy 
of aggression and war can be checked or not, whether the so- 
cialist camp can be defended or not, whether the national-lib- 
eration movement can be stepped up or not and whether world 
peace and security can be safeguarded or not.” 

The basic strategy of world revolution and the strategic 
line of achieving joint anti-imperialist action and forming 
a united anti-imperialist front advanced by Comrade 
Kim II Sung, threw light on the most correct way to ride 
out the complex situation of the present time and energetically 
advance the world revolution. 

In the report he reaffirmed the anti-imperialist, proletarian 
internationalist position of our Party to fight against U.S. 
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light in defence of the socialist camp as a whole. At the same 
time, he taught that the complicated questions which have 
arisen between brotherly parties are, in any case, interna! af- 
fairs of the socialist camp and international communist move- 
ment and, therefore, should be settled by means of an ideo- 
logical struggle guided by a desire for unity. 

Pointing out further that opportunism could be overcome 
in the practical revolutionary struggle as well as in the ideo- 
logical struggle, he taught that the united anti-imperialist front 
and joint anti-imperialist action should be achieved. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught that the Communist and 
Workers’ Parties of all countries should maintain independ- 
ence. 

He taught that only when each party has independence 
can it successfully carry on the revolution in its country and 
also contribute to the world revolution, and can the unity and 
co-operation of the fraternal parties be truly voluntary, solid 
and comradely. 

Particularly, he stressed that in order to maintain in- 
dependence, one should resolutely reject flunkeyism and great- 
power chauvinism, and uphold one’s conviction in Marxism- 
Leninism unwaveringly under whatever circumstances. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught as follows: 

“It is not on instructions from anyone nor to curry favour 
with him that the Communists are engaged in the revolution. 
The Communists carry on the revolution out of their own faith 
in Afarxism-Lcninism for the emancipation of the working class 
and the working people in their own countries, for the great 
cause of the international working class. It is a noble trait of 
the Communists to adhere to their conviction and fight unyield- 
ingly for its sake.” 

In the next part of the report Comrade Kim II Sung set 
forth strategic lines for further consolidating the revolution- 
ary base of the northern half politically, economically and 
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militarily, which is a sure guarantee of victory for our revolu- 
tion. 

Comrade Kim II Sung defined, first of all, the strategic line 
of carrying on economic construction and defence upbuilding 
in parallel as an unshakable line of the Party, and said as 
follows: 

“It is of paramount importance in our revolutionary strug- 
gle and constructive work today to reorganize the whole work 
of socialist construction In line with the requirements of the 
prevailing situation and, especially, to carry on tire building 
of economy and defences In parallel so as to further increase 
the defence capacities to cope with the enemy’s aggressive 
manoeuvres." 

This revolutionary line is the only correct line for taking 
in hand and tackling equally all of the questions of strengthen- 
ing defence capacities, consolidating the economic foundations 
and improving the people's livelihood with the firm conviction 
that an aggressive war provoked by the imperialists headed 
by the U.S. imperialists might delay our economic construction, 
but could never check our progress towards socialism and 
communism, while taking full account of the danger of war 
which might be unleashed by them. 

Tliis revolutionary line indicated by Comrade Kim II Sung 
clarified the most revolutionary Marxist-Lcninist stand and at- 
titude of opposing the Right and Left deviations in the attitude 
towards imperialism and the war it might provoke and of coping 
with imperialist aggression, and gave a scientific answer to 
the fundamental question of how to defend and carry forward 
the revolution and construction under the conditions in which 
imperialism remains 

Setting forth the task of firmly building up the revolution- 
ary ranks pofificaffy and ideologically to further strengthen 
the revolutionary base of the northern half. Comrade 
Kim ll Sung also elucidated m the report the creative line ol 
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militarily, which is a sure guarantee of victory for our revolu- 
tion. 

Comrade Kim II Sung defined, first of all, the strategic line 
of carrying on economic construction and defence upbuilding 
in parallel as an unshakable line of the Party, and said as 
follows: 

"It Is of paramount importance in our revolutionary slnig* 
gle and constructive work today to reorganize the whole work 
of socialist construction in line with the requirements of the 
prevailing situation and, especially, to carry on the building 
of economy and defences in parallel so as to further Increase 
the defence capacities to cope with the enemy’s aggressive 
manoeuvres." 

This revolutionary line is the only correct line for taking 
in hand and tackling equally all of the questions of strengthen' 
ing defence capacities, consolidating the economic foundations 
and improving the people's livelihood with the firm cenvichon 
that an aggressive war provoked by the imperialists 
by the V.S. imperialists might delay our economic constre—^ 
but could never check our progress towards socialist- 
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correctly combining the political and ideological unity of the 
masses of the people with the class struggle. 

This line elucidated by Comrade Kim II Sung is based on 
a scientific clarification of the basic motive power propelling 
the development of socialist society and of the characteristics of 
the class struggle under socialism. 

He made it clear that in socialist society where the ex- 
ploiting classes have been liquidated, the unity and co-opera- 
tion of the working class, co-operative farmers and working 
intellectuals make the basis of social relations and that the 
political and ideological unity of the masses of the people based 
on the worker-peasant alliance and their common aspirations 
and enthusiasm to build socialism and communism under the 
leadership of the Party constitute the basic motive power pro- 
pelling the development of socialist society and the decisive 
factor accelerating socialist construction. 

Also, he elucidated that under socialism, too, the class 
struggle is continued, and laid stress on the proper combina- 
tion of the two factors — the class struggle and the political 
and ideological unity of the masses of the people. 

Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows: 

“One may commit a Leftist error if he emphasizes class 
struggle only and overstates it, forgetting that the alliance of 
the working class, peasantry and intelligentsia constitutes the 
basis of social relations under socialism.... In contrast, one 
may commit a Rightist error if he sees only the political and 
ideological unity of the masses of the people and absolutizes 
it, oblivious of the fact that under socialism, too, there exist 
hostile elements, the outmoded ideological survivals remain 
and class struggle continues.” 

This teaching of Comrade Kim II Sung clearly shows the 
most correct way to accelerate the revolution and construction 
by thoroughly isolating and suppressing the handful of hostile 
elements and educating and remoulding the broad masses and 
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rallying them more firmly around the Party on the basis of 
categorically opposing the Right and Left deviations mani- 
fested hi emphasizing and absolutizing cither political and 
ideological unity of the popular masses or class struggle and 
of properly combining them. 

In the report Comrade Kim II Sung also gave a scientific 
analysis of the class essence and contents of the building 
of socialism and communism and set forth the creative 
line of revolutionizing and tzorking.classizing the whole 
society. 

He taught that it is necessary for (he revolutionization 
and working-classizaiion of the whole society to elevate the 
leading role of the working class, increase its revolutionary 
inllucnce, enhance Us ideology, organization and culture, serrv 
its ranks more closely and thus make the working class a more 
revolutionary and cultured class and enable it to perform its 
role better as the leading class. 

He stressed that for the revolutionization and working- 
classizaUon of the peasantry which hold an important place 
in the revolutionization of the whole society, it was necessary 
to energetically push ahead with the technical, cultural and 
ideological revolutions in the countryside, continuously streng- 
then the guidance and assistance to the countryside by the 
Party and state of the working class, and steadily bring co- 
operative property close to property of the entire people, while 
developing the two forms of property in organic combination 

Comrade Kim If Sung paid deep attention to the revolu- 
tionization of the intelligentsia. 

The policy of Comrade Kim If Sung on the revolutionization 
and tz'orking'dassization of the intellectuals proceeds from the 
deep care for and trust in them shown In him who, attaching 
faith to the national and democratic revolutionary spirit ol 
the intellectuals of our country already from immediately after 
liberation, has positively embraced and educated them and 
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led them along the most correct path to make them faithfully 
serve the revolutionary cause of the working class. 

The line of revolutionizing the intellectuals set forth by 
him is a genuinely Marxist-Leninist, revolutionary line which 
is antipodal both to the Right deviation of failing to see 
the danger of the old ideological survivals and educate the 
intellectuals in a revolutionary way, and to the Left deviation 
of suspecting and rejecting the intellectuals, exaggerating the 
danger of the old ideological survivals in their minds. 

Comrade Kim II Sung set forth the concrete task of inten- 
sifying political and ideological work among the working peo- 
ple in order to accelerate the process of the revolutionization 
and working'Classization of the whole society and solidly build 
up the revolutionary ranks. 

Particularly in this connection, he taught that the education 
in the Party’s policies and the revolutionary traditions should 
be strengthened and the communist education with class educa- 
tion as its main content and the education in socialist patriotism 
be intensified. 

Comrade Kim II Sung indicated the creative line of revo- 
lutionizing and working-classizing all members of society and 
thus clearly expounded the historical necessity of firmly 
maintaining the leadership of the working class in the course 
of building socialism and communism and elucidated for the 
first time the way for the abolition of classes and transition to 
a classless society systematically and scientifically. 

Comrade Kim II Sung gave a new, all-round definition of 
the historical mission of the diclatotship of the proletariat and 
its functions as well. 

Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows: 

The historical mission of the dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat lies not only in liquidating the exploiting classes and 
putting down their resistance but in remoulding all the work- 
ing people to i vorking-classize them, thus gradually eliminat- 
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in£ all class distinctions. In our society where the exploiting 
classes have been wiped out and the socialist system triumph- 
ed, an important task of the dictatorship of the proletariat is 
the work of educating and remoulding the working people and 
Korkin g-classizing the whole society.’* 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung defined it as the basic form ol the 
class struggle under socialism to revolutionise and Korking- 
cl as size the workers, peasants and working intellectuals through 
education and remoulding for the purpo>e of their unity and 
solidarity . 

Referring to the forms of class struggle under social- 
ism in his subsequent works. Comrade Kirn II Sung taught 
as follows: 

“...In socialist society there Is a form of class struggle 
to enforce the dictatorship upon the enemy at home and ab- 
road, together with the basic form of class struggle to rev- 
olutionize and remould the workers, peasants and labouring 
intellectuals by the method of co-operation aimed at their unity 
and cohesion." 

Proceeding from this he taught that although the dictator- 
ship of (he proletariat under socialism should wage the class 
struggle and dictatorship should be exercised o\cr the handful 
of hostile elements in conformity with its historical mission, the 
struggle against the surwxals of obsolete ideas in the minds of

The thought of Comrade Kim 11 Sung winch ga\c a new. 
all-round definition of the historical mission o! the proletarian 
dictatorship and the characteristics of the class struggle under 



socialism indicates the most correct and wise way of overcom- 
ing the outdated ideological remnants in the minds of the 
working people and educating and remoulding them on com- 
munist lines, while guarding against both the Right deviation 
of weakening the proletarian dictatorship s functions for 
suppression of hostile elements, underestimating the dan- 
ger of the survivals of outmoded ideas and neglecting the 
struggle against them, and the Left deviation of exaggerat- 
ing the danger of the survivals of outmoded ideas to a fault, 
identifying the struggle against them with the struggle for 
repressing the hostile elements. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung, on the basis of a profound scientific 
analysis of the present situation in South Korea, set forth 
once again the basic line and concrete fighting tasks for de- 
veloping the South Korean revolution and the struggle for the 
unification of the country. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung’s report "The Present Situation and 
the Tasks of Our Party" is not only a programmatic document 
which brightly illumines the road ahead of the Korean revolu- 
tion but a great classic document which further develops Marx- 
ism-Leninism at the present age and makes a great contribution 
to the development of the international communist movement 
and world revolution. 

Comrade Kim II Sung’s work "The Present Situation and 
the Tasks of Our Party” wins absolute support and sympathy 
from the Communists and the revolutionary peoples on an in- 
ternational scale. 

At the Party Conference, Comrade Kim 11 Sung reassumed 
the heavy responsibility of General Secretary of the Party 
Central Committee by the unanimous will of the entire Party. 

In May 1967 Comrade Kim 11 Sung made public an im- 
mortal work, “On the Questions of the Period of Transition 
from Capitalism to Socialism and the Dictatorship of the Pro- 
letariat.” 
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In the work he, firmly adhering to the stand of Jueke* 
profoundly analyzed the propositions of the founders of Marx- 
ism-Leninism on the question of the transition period, link- 
ing them with the historical circumstances of their times and 
(he premises they had started from, creatively applied them 
to the concrete reality of today and developed them, thus 
giving a most scientific and all-round elucidation to the ques- 
tion for the first time, overcoming all sorts of Right and Left 
deviations in dealing with it. 

Comrade Run U Song said as inflows: 

“—The questions of the transition period and the dicta- 
torship of the proletariat as defined by the classics were per- 
fectly correct under the historical circumstances of Ihefr times 
and the premises they had started from. 

“Our present reality, however, demands us to develop them 
creatively and not apply them perfunctorily. We carried out 
the socialist revolution under the conditions where we had 
taken over very backward productive forces ol a colonial ag- 
rarian country, and are building socialism under the circum- 
stances where capitalism still exists as a considerable force in 
the world. 

“We must take into account such specific realities of ours 
in order to give correct solutions to the questions of the transi- 
tion period and the dictatorship ot the proletariat. Bearing 
this point in mind, I consider it to be excessive to regard the 
transition period in our country as the period up to the higher 
phase of communism, I deem It right to regard It as the period 
up to socialism. But it is wrong to believe that the transition 
period will come to a close as soon as the socialist revolution 
has come off victorious and the socialist system Is established. 

Defining the transition period 3S up to complete victory 
of socialism, Comrade Kim II Sung taught us that when wc 
push ahead with socialist construction and thorough J " 10 °' cr 
the former middle classes to the side ot the rc\o ution. ^ en 


we eliminate the distinctions between the working class and 
the peasantry and build .a classless society, we shall be able 
to say that the tasks of the period of transition from capitalism 
to socialism have been accomplished. 

Saying further that the transition period will not immedi- 
ately be followed by the higher phase of communism even when 
it is over and a classless society is built, he elucidated that 
even after the close of the transition period, the revolution and 
construction must be continued in .order to enter the higher 
phase of communism. 

The thought and theory of Comrade Kirn 11 Sung concern- 
ing the transition period represent another immortal feat in 
the development of the theory on scientific communism. 

Also given in the work is a new, all-round account of the 
question of the dictatorship of the proletariat. 

On the basis of scientific elucidation of the essentials 
of the transition period and the proletarian dictatorship, Comrade 
Kim II Sung made it clear that the transition period and the 
dictatorship .of the proletariat will not perfectly correspond to 
each other in their periods, and even with the end of the 
former the latter will exist much longer as long as the re- 
volutionary struggle of the working class continues. 

Comrade Kim II Sung said as follows: 

“...If a classless society is materialized and the complete 
victory of socialism is achieved in our country, i.e., if the tasks 
of the transition period are accomplished, will the dictatorship 
of the proletariat become no longer necessary? We never can 
say so. Even when the transition period is over, the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat must be continued up to the higher phase 
of communism, to say nothing of the necessity of having it 
during the whole period of transition.” 

Comrade Kim II Sung also proved that even if the higher 
phase of communism is realized in one country, the dictatorship 
of the proletariat will still be needed under the conditions in 
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wliich the revolution has not been accomplished on a uorhh 
wide scale. 

The ideas of Comrade Kim II Sung that the working c!a« 
should firmly maintain the dictatorship of the proletariat till 
the accomplishment of its revolutionary cau«e, constitute a 
decisive blow to all sorts of opportunist ideological trends 
of the present tfme which consist in rejecting the dictator, 
ship of the proletariat, denying (he class nature of the so. 
cialist state and clamouring about the withering away of the 
state. 

Comrade Kfm II Sung’s work “On the Questions of the 
Period of Transition from Capitalism to Socialism and the Die- 
tatorship of the Proletariat” constitutes a great contribution 
to the development of the international communist movement 
and the theory on scientific communism as a classic work which 
has perfected the theory concerning the class struggle 

Comrade Kim !! Sung who has always shown deep con. 
cern for the development of the world revolution, wrote the 
work “Let Us Intensify the Anti-Imperialist, Antl-U.S. Strug- 
gle” in August 19G7 and the work “Great Antf-Impcrfaffst Rev- 
olutionary Cause of Asian. African and Latin American Peo- 
ples Is Invincible" m October I9G8. thus actively inspiring the 
people who have risen in the struggle for finally doing away 
with the colonial slave system of imperialism 

In these treatises fee summed up the experiences of the 
revolutionary peoples of the world in the anti-imperialist. anti- 
colonialist struggle and. on this basi«, clarified again the revo- 
lutionary and scientific strategic and tactical ltno< to mten^rfv 
the anti-imperialist, anti-U S struggle and the national libera- 
tion struggle in colonies. 

In these works. Comrade Kim II Sung made a most correct 
appraisal of the world-historical significance and role of the 
anti-imperialist, anti-colonialist struggle of the peoples of the 
three continents, it is pointed out in the work "Let Us Intrn* 



sify the Anti-Imperialist, Anti-U.S. Struggle” that the anti-im- 
perialist, anti-colonialist struggle of the Asian, African and 
Latin American peoples is a sacred struggle for liberating 
themselves and, at the same time, is a great struggle for 
cutting the life line of world imperialism, and that this strug- 
gle, as well as the revolutionary struggle of the international 
working class, constitutes one of the two major revolutionary 
forces iof our times. 

He pointed out that any illusion about the possibility of 
the imperialists making a gift of independence to the colonial 
peoples should be dissipated, and explained that the oppressed 
peoples can liberate themselves only through a struggle. Then 
he branded and strongly denounced all the tendencies to avoid 
or to be afraid of the struggle against imperialim as acts of 
helping the imperialist policy of aggression and war. 

Saying that so long as imperialism plunders and oppresses 
small and weak nations by force, it remains an inalienable 
right of the oppressed nations to fight against the aggressors 
with arms in their hands, Comrade Kim II Sung taught: 

“The struggle must continue till all shades of colonialism 
are wiped off the face of the earth once and for all, till all the 
oppressed and humiliated nations build their independent states 
and achieve social progress and national prosperity.” 

Pointing out that the revolution cannot develop of itself 
but can be advanced and brought to maturity only through an 
active and hard struggle of the revolutionaries, Comrade 
Kim II Sung taught: 

"It is the task for the revolutionaries of each country to 
lay down a scientifically-motivated, careful way of struggle 
on the basis of a correct assessment of the internal and exter- 
nal situation and a proper calculation of the balance of forces 
between friend and foe, accumulate and build up the revolu- 
tionary forces by rearing the nuclear elements and awakening 
the masses . of the people in the trying crucible of the revolu- 
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tion, unfolding an active struggle and >el going around the 
snags and avoiding unnecessary sacrifices at ordinary times, 
and make full preparations to meet the great revolutionary 
event. And once the revolutionary situation Is created, they 
should not miss the opportunity to rise without delay In a 
showdown to shatter the reactionary regime." 

Comrade Kim fl Sung made tt clear that the forms and 
methods of revolutionary struggle, too, are determined not by 
the wishful fhlnKing of individuals hut always by the subjective 
and objective situation created and by the extent to which the 
reactionary rufing classes offer resistance. 

In the works he stressed again tiiat in order to fight a* 
gainst imperialism, the spearhead of attack should be directed 
first of ail against U.S. imperialism, the chieftain of world im- 
perialism, and, for that purpose, joint anti-U.S. action should 
be achieved and a united anti-U.S. front be formed. 

He taught that only by forming a broadest possible united 
anti-U.S. front and isolating US. imperialism thoroughly 
and by administering blows to U.S imperialism with united 
strength everywhere it stretches its tentacles of aggression, 
is it possible to disperse and weaken the force ol US. Imperi- 
alism to the last degree and lead the people to Knock down 
U.S. imperialism with overwhelming power. 

Saying that particularly the small countries should discard 
f/unkeyism which implies depending on big countries in the 
anti-imperialist, anti-US struggle, Comrade Kirn II Sung 
taught that even small countries can defeat tug enemy, i! they 
establish Juchc, unite the masses of the people and valiantly 
rise and fight without fearing sacrifice 

The works “let Vs Intensify the Anti-Imperialist, Anti • 
U.S. Struggle" and "Great Anti-Imperialist Revolutionary' Cause 
of Asian. African and Latin American Peoples Is Invincible" 
are winning the warm approval of the revolutionary peoples 
of the world with each passing daj. for they express the unan- 


imous desire and will of the oppressed peoples who are waging 
a struggle. 

After the Party Conference Comrade Kim I! Sung organ- 
ized and mobilized the whole Party and the entire people to 
the struggle for carrying out the decisions of the Party Con- 
ference. 

For the implementation of the decisions of the Party Con- 
ference, Comrade Kim Ii Sung concentrated efforts, first of all, 
on the work of strengthening the Party and firmly building up 
the revolutionary ranks politically and ideologically. 

He set it as the most important task to equip the Party 
members and the working people more thoroughly with the 
unitary ideology of the Party.

tion, free from inertia and standstill 

While giving on-the-spot guidance to the R>ongsong 



Machine-Building Plant and other factories and enterprises in 
the Hamhung .area in June 1987, Comrade Kim II Sung kindled 
the flames of struggle against passivism and conservatism re- 
vealed in implementing the revolutionary line of the Party 
on carrying on economic construction and defence upbuilding 
in parallel and for bringing about new innovations. And he 
actively supported the bold initiatives of our heroic working 
class with faith in their inexhaustible creative power, and in- 
spired them to put those initiatives into practice. 

The lon-the-spot guidance given by Comrade Kim II Sung 
marked a great revolutionary turn in inducing the working 
people throughout the country to burn away passivism and 
conservatism and bring about a new labour upsurge in the 
struggle for implementing the Party’s revolutionary line of 
carrying on economic construction and defence upbuilding 
in parallel.

He also sard that the building of a developed m depend 
ent national economy is the basic guarantee tor enabling na- 
tions to do aua\ with economic bulwardness which is tb" 
actual basis of inequal.tv between them and to achieve national 
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prosperity and to build socialist and communist society success- 
fully. 

Comrade Kim 11 Sung’s profound idea and theory concern- 
ing the building of an independent national economy clearly 
indicate the most correct way to build socialism and commun- 
ism successfully and eradicate national inequality as well as 
class distinctions.

lionary zeal of people, and taught that the more the Party 
and state of the proletariat, in conformity to their proper 
functions, strengthen the ideological revolution among the 
working people and gradually eliminate the survivals of old 
ideologies from their minds, the more the working people will 
devote their talents and energies to their work for the develop- 
ment of socialist production.

By his brilliant ability for scientific insight and on the 
basis of the rich practical experiences in our country, Comrade 
Kim II Sung gave a clear scientific and theoretical elucidation 
of the reason why there exists the production of commodity 
in socialist society and of when the means of production is a 
commodity and when not, and then, for the first time in his- 
tory, gave an intelligent and clear-cut theoretical answer to 
Hie question that the means of production exchanged between 
the state enterprises assumes the form of commodify and here 
the law of value operates in form. 

Comrade Kim II Sung taught as follows: 

Firstly, when a means of production turned out in the state 
sector of ownership is transferred to co-operative ownership or 
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vice versa, it is a commodity in either case and, therefore, the 
law of value operates here; secondly, a means of production 
which Is exchanged within the bounds of co-operative owner- 
ship, between co-operative farms, between producers’ co-op- 
cratives or between the former and the tatter, is equally a com- 
modity and here, too, the Jaw of value operates; thirdly, In the 
case of export the means of production is a commodity and it 
is dealt at the world market price or at the socialist market 
price.... 

“It would be right to say that the means of production 
which arc transferred between the state enterprises according 
to the plans of equipment and material supply and of co-opera- 
tive production are not commodities, but assume the form of 
commodity, and that, accordingly, in this case the law of value 
does not operate in substance as in the case of commodity pro- 
duction, but In form.” 

Giving a scientific explanation also to the reason why the 
means of production which arc transferred betuecn the state 
enterprises, arc not commodities but merely assume the form 
of commodify, Comrade Kim II Sung taught that it is so be- 
cause the state enterprises arc relatively indepemden! and de- 
liver the means of produclion on the principle of equivalent com- 
pensation, and the independence of the state enterprises in 
management and the principle of equivalent compensation have 
something to do with the specific feature of socialist society 
which is a transitional one, that is, the productive forces and the 
communist consciousness of people have not vet developed to a 
high degree and labour has not vet become life’s prime require- 
ment for the people. 

Comrade Kim if Sung afso scientifically elucidated the 
question of making use oi the law of value in the produc- 
tion and circulation of commodities and. especially , the question 
of properly fixing the prices of commodities on the basis of cor 
reel reckoning with the requirements of the basic economic law 
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of socialism and the law of value, and also in principles arising 
thereof. 

In his work “On Some Theoretical Problems of the Social- 
ist Economy” Comrade Kim ll Sung expounded in a comprehen- 
sive way the problem of the peasant market in socialist society 
which had so far remained without any elucidation, the concept 
of the peasant market, the origin of Jang (market — Tr.), the 
character of the peasant market as a backward form of trade, 
the survivals of capitalism in the peasant market, the reason 
why the peasant market exists in socialist society and its role, 
the way to abolish it and all other problems; and he raised the 
utterly new questions of the withering away of the circula- 
tion of commodities and of the transition from socialist trade 
to the supply system, giving a brilliant explanation to its law- 
governed process. 

Here, in particular, he put forth the original idea that the 
peasant market and the underhand dealings will disappear 
and trade will go over finally to the supply system only when 
the productive forces have developed to such an extent that 
ail kinds of goods required by the people can be sufficiently 
turned out and supplied and co-operative property has grown 
into property of the entire people. This furnished a clear, 
scientific explication to the question as to how the production 
of commodities will disappear and in what form the distribu- 
tion of goods will be done after its disappearance.
